foi' use in South America. The 
delivery flight was made to Ca¬ 
racas, Venezuela, where a crew- 
training program is now being 
conducted before the 340 is put 
into service over a domestic 
route System of 2,000 miles, ac- 
cording to B. W. Lawrence, Pan 
American représentative at Con¬ 
vair. 

Other Convair-Liner 340’s de- 
livered in December included two 
each to KLM and Compania 
Mexicana de Aviacion S. A. and 
one each to Delta C & S and 
United Air Lines bringing the 
total number delivered to 139. 

Delta C & S placed Convair- 
Liner 340’s into scheduled service 
over Caribbean routes after fly- 
ing a proving run in November.

Peck received a $50 check from 
the company last month when the 
application for a patent on his 
invention was filed, and will re- 
ceive another $50 when the patent 
is granted.

Called a “pulsed crystal marker 
generator,” Peck and others claim 
that the device is far more accu- 
rate than existing equipment and 
that it fills a need of long stand¬ 
ing in the test equipment field.

For the Convair housewife only now recovering from 
the Christmas muss, housekeeping can seem a tremendous 
task. But compared to Convair’s, it’s a cinch. 
it’s no once-a-day 


At Convair ît's no 
job; it’s 24 hours around the 
clock. 

Specifically ’ at Fort Worth 
Division, housekeeping requires a 
crew of 167 persons using equip- 
ment valued at about $36,000, 
according to G. N. Nesbitt, sani¬ 
tation supervisor. Plus a stupen- 
dous amount of cleaning mate- 
rials (such as cernent floor 
cleaner, 25,500 pounds worth a 
year!) which cost some $138,160 
annually. Here is another of the 
items: 19,000 gallons of liquid 
scrub soap—more than a gallon 
per employée per year. This is in 
addition to the 75,630 pounds of 
hand soap used annually. 

Just cleaning Convair isn’t the 
full task either. Nesbitt, among 
other things, must see that the 
“guttersnipes,” and sweepers, 
automatic scrubbers and polish- 
ing machines and vacuum sweep¬ 
ers are in good condition and as- 
signed where they are needed 
when they are needed. 

“For us it’s a 24-hour job,” he 
said. “That is so that when Con¬ 
vair reports to work in the morn- 
ing the waste baskets are empty 
and the floors are clean.” 

As impressive as the equip- 
ment and time needed to main- 
tain good living conditions at 
Convair is the enviable record of 
Nesbitt’s staff. 

“Of the 178 employées, 50 of 
them hâve been with us for 10 
years,” Nesbitt said. “Just to 
cite an example, four men, H. 
Reed, L. Degrate, R. Jones and 
M. Clifton, hâve among them a 


total of 40 years’ working time. 
And in that 40 years they hâve 
lost only 17 days off the job! 

“Another group of four of us 
will hâve 100 years of service to- 
gether in January,” Nesbitt con- 
tinued. 

The quartet is R. B. Jones, R. 
Drake, W. Hill, and Nesbitt. They 
were associated in business to- 
gether before they came to Con¬ 
vair. 

“It’s quite an operation,” said 
Nesbitt. “Any housewife could be 
glad her job is nothing like ours.”

For Stimmel, who worked for several years as an 
extra during the early days of silent movies in Hollywood, 
lias been hit in the face with far more lemon pies than he 
ever attempted to eat.

“If it was a Western, I always 
got shot; and if we were making 
a comedy I either got soaking 
wet or I got hit with a pie,” 
Stimmel recalied. “Invariably the 
pies were lemon—must hâve been 
the California influence—and to 
this day I can’t stand the taste 
of one.” 

Stimmel first came to Holly¬ 
wood as a boy in 1913, and work¬ 
ed off and on in movies until 
1920. 

“Then I was married, and I 
found that a steadier income was 
necessary,” Stimmel said. After 
that he became a director, stage 
manager and light director of 
live theatrical productions, both in 
theaters and in outdoor pageants. 
He was stage manager and later 
director of the early Pilgrimage 
Piays in Hollywood; assistant di¬ 
rector of the first Ramona 
Pageant at Hemet (and director 
of later ones); light director of 
United Artists Theater when it 
first opened; and stage manager 
of Grauman’s Egyptian when it 
opened. He directed pageants in 
ail sections of Southern Califor¬ 
nia and Arizona. 

“But the early days of movies 
hold some of my fondest memo¬ 
ries,” Stimmel said. “In the early 
Westerns, we extras did jrfst 
about everything. We would ride 
with the bandits in the chase 
scenes, then change horses and 
ride with the sheriff’s posse. And 
when we weren’t riding we would 
hold sun reflectors for the close- 
up shots. 

“Movies were made in a hurry 
in those days. Directors usually 
made up the plots as they went 
along, and the shooting actually 
took only a couple or three days. 
It wasn’t uncommon for four or 
five men to get together, pitch in 
two or three hundred dollars 
apiece, hire a cameraman and a 
few actors, and then make a 
movie. The hard part was selling 
the movie after it was made. 

“I lost more money that way, 
both in investments and unpaid 
salary,” he said. 

Frequently Stimmel never knew 
exactly how he would be dressed 
or what part he would be acting 
until he actually arrived on loca¬ 
tion. And most of the time he— 
and other extras—didn’t even 
know the name of the picture 
they were working in. 

“In various pictures I was a 
German officer, an Arab, a cow- 
boy, an Indian, a biblical charac- 
ter, a tramp, an embassy attache, 
a sailor, peasants of ail types— 
practically anything you could 
name,” Stimmel said. 

“I even became a stunt man 
once—by accident. I was playing 
a tramp in a railroad car, when 
the brakeman came along and 
kicked me off the moving train 
by mistake instead of the regular 
stunt man. But not before a 
realistic fight scene that wasn’t 
in the script.” 

When Stimmel first came to 
Hollywood there was an air field 
at Wilshire and Fairfax, and an 
Indian village on Hollywood 
Boulevard where Grauman’s Chi- 


nese now stands. 

“Col. Tim McCoy once import- 
ed some Indians from a réserva¬ 
tion in Wyoming to act in a 
theatrical production, and he put 
me in charge of them,” Stimmel 
recalied. “We installed them in 
the. Indian village, but after a 
couple of days they became home- 
sick for the réservation and kept 
their drums going ail night. Sev¬ 
eral complaints were turned in by 
local residents, but the police 
were afraid to arrest the Indians. 
So, since I was in charge, they 
arrested me instead.” 

Although he played hundreds 
of extra parts, Stimmel never 
became an actor in movies. 

“I almost did, though,” he said. 
“One day when we were shooting 
a Street-scene the director point- 
ed to me. 

“ ‘You,’ he said. 

“ ‘This is my big chance,’ I 
thought. 

“ ‘The caméra is going to corne 
down the street this way,’ he said. 
‘When it reaches here, you turn 
your back and light a cigaret to 
fil] in this side of the picture.’ 

“That’s about as close as I ever 
came to becoming an actor with 
a real part,” Stimmel said. 


When there is such a célébra¬ 
tion as took place at San Diego 
Dec. 17 when the waters of many 
seas around the globe were used 
to christen the first R3Y Trade- 
wind, there are always a few 
skeptics who wonder if the water 
really came from ail the places as 
advertised. 

Or was it taken out of a tap? 

In answer to this cornes a re¬ 
port from Ed Griffin, Convair 
field service engineer stationed 
in Rome, and there is a distinct 
ring of sincerity as he addresses

that I drive out, take off my 
shoes and socks and wade in with 
my little bottle. Of course, the 
Italian spectators were sure I was 
crazy. . . . 

“But the Black Sea was a dif¬ 
ferent matter. . . . At Istanbul 
(Turkey) I obtained a guide and 
a taxi and drove out along the 
Bosporus to the mouth of the 
Straits, dodging guards and tak- 
ing back roads the last few miles. 
Eventually we got real BLACK 
SEA water. The Turkish guide 
and driver enjoyed the whole 
thing, being sure that I was an 
American spy, getting a sample 
of water for some dark anti- 
communist purpose. . . . 

“Best wishes for Convair’s célé¬ 
bration of the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of powered flight. I’m glad 
to hâve had a small part in it.” 


A Convair SD engineer, work¬ 
ing alone with some discarded 
auto headlights, wom-out bed 
sheets, plywood and imagination, 
brought a lot of Christmas spirit 
to a lot of San Diego people late 
last year.

economical design of the various 
projects.” 

Besides ail this, plant engineer¬ 
ing has had ail sorts of regular 
plant duties to keep up with. 
They include maintenance, design 
and construction of manufactur- 
ing aids, sanitation, maintenance 
construction and utility operation 
and maintenance. 

Supervising outside construc¬ 
tion is another big bill to fill. For 
work done here in the plant or 
in areas outside, bids are accept- 
ed from local contractors. This 
work is under plant engineering’s 
supervision from start to finish. 

During the past year there 
hâve been 34 contracting jobs 
with 23 different firms. Dollar- 
wise it amounted to $2,229,764. 
On these, plant engineering han- 
dles the estimating, designing, 
detailing, spécifications, contract 
preparing and administration, 
bidding, awarding, inspecting and 
architectural supervising.

Husky Landmarks Behind as FW 
Plant Engineering Ends a Year

Here's a Handy Way to Talk - - But it 
Requires an Indian to Understand! 

Convair Pomona’s Noah L. “Chief” Bench, who is half Choctaw Indian, can talk 
without using his voice, but it takes another Indian—or someone else with the same 
talent—to understand him. 

For Bench is considered an authority on Indian sign language, and is a frequent 
lecturer on that subject and other Indian lore at Cub and Boy Scout meetings and 
other gatherings. For such occasions he usually dresses in full Indian regaiia, includ- 
ing beaded moccasins and feathered headdress. 


Foreman at Fort Worth Recalls 
How He Rigged NC-4 For Sea Hop 

Wlien the 50th anniversary of powered flight not long 
ago highlighted the milestones of aviation, memories of 
one of them were particularly clear for Alexander C. Kla- 
witter of Convair Fort Worth. 

The milestone was the first air Crossing of the At¬ 
lantic and the reason for Klawitter’s spécial interest was 
that he helped rig the NC-4, the flying boat that ultimate- 
ly made the successful flight. 

Klawitter, whose Convair serv¬ 


ice record dates back to 1926 
when he joined Hall Aluminum 
Co. at Buffalo, a company later 
absorbed by Consolidated, really 
began his aviation career in 1915 
with Curtiss and it was in 1919 
that he worked on the four flying 
boats scheduled to fly the océan. 

“Of the four planes,” Klawitter 
recalls, “only one of them really 
made the flight successfully.” 

The NC-2 caught fire and burn- 
ed in the hangar before the flight. 
The other three were more fortu- 
nate in at least taking off from 
Rockaway Beach on May 6, 1919. 
The first leg of the journey was 
to Newfoundland. After a slight 
delay, the NC-4 arrived in the 
Azores on May 17. The NC-1 
landed at sea and sank after its 
crew was picked up by a steamer. 
The NC-3 was damaged in its 
landing in the Azores, so only 
the NC-4 went on to complété the 
flight, landing in Plymouth, Eng- 
land, on May 31. 

“Those planes were a far cry 
from our own B-36s that can 
make a trans-Atlantic flight like 
that with no more trouble than 
flying a few miles,” said Klawit¬ 
ter. “But for those NC’s to cross 
the Atlantic was quite an achieve- 
ment in 1919.” 

Klawitter is the proud posses- 


sor of a certificate attesting his 
part in the flight. It was signed 
by Commander G. C. Westervelt, 
of the Construction Corp., USN. 

“The airplane industry has 
gone through a big transition,” 
said the Convair foreman. 
“When I first started out, there 
were not many people in the in¬ 
dustry. Of course, the pay wasn’t 
good and 90-hour work weeks 
were quite common.” 

The industry was so small that 
you could meet many of the pio- 
neers who since hâve made names 
for themselves in the field, Kla¬ 
witter related. One of his closest 
friends was Ralph Damon, who 
at that time was a mechanic and 
Project engineer for Curtiss. 

“Ralph’s corne a long way since 
then,” Klawitter said. “He’s 
president of T WA now.” 

Klawitter’s record at Convair 
has been as outstanding as his 
all-over record in the aviation in¬ 
dustry. His sheet métal shop 
maintains a good record for high 
quality work and safety. He also 
has numerous Cost Improvement 
Pioposals to his crédit. 

Convair’s a family affair for 
the Klawitters, too. Both his 
sons-in-law are Convair employ¬ 
ées. Francis J. McGee is a buyer 
and Sam Cocca is a quality con- 
trol analyst. 


“I was born in Indian terri- 
tory — that’s now Oklahoma — 
and I learned sign language al- 
most before I learned to talk,” 
Bench said. “But it wasn’t until 
a couple of years ago that I 
started giving démonstrations. 
Before that I didn’t hâve the 
courage to appear before crowds. 

“Then I took a course in pub¬ 
lic speaking which did wonders 
for my stage fright, and now I 
enjoy talking to groups.” 

Sign language was original- 
ly used as a common language 
by the various American In¬ 
dian tribes, Bench said. Using 
signs, a member of one tribe 
could converse with a member 
of another, even though the 
language of the two might be 
radically different. 

“Each sign represents an ob- 
ject, rather than a letter of the 
alphabet,” Bench said. “For in¬ 
stance, one sign means bear, an¬ 
other deer, another hunger, and 
so on. The signs may be given in 
rapid succession to convey a com¬ 
plété message.” 

Bench is also interested in 
practically ail other phases of In¬ 
dian lore. He has collections of 
Indian art—mostly paintings by 
his sister and a nephew—pottery, 
weaving and wood carvings. One 
small vase in his pottery collec¬ 
tion is over 100 years old, and 
was given to him from a famous 
collection. 

He is also interested in miner- 
aîogy, and at présent is vice- 
president of the CRA Rock- 
hounds at Convair Pomona. 

As a teen-age boy, Bench at- 
tepded Carlisle Indian School at 
Carlisle, Pa., the aima mater of 
the famous athlete Jim Thorpe. 

“Although Thorpe graduated 
several years before my time, he 
made several visits to the cam¬ 
pus while I was there,” Bench 
recalled. “I was active in several 
sports, and Thorpe was my 
idéal.” 

Bench has been connected with 
aviation in one capacity or an¬ 
other since 1919, when he joined 
the Army Air Corps. Although 
he has been with Convair Po¬ 
mona only a little less than two 
years, he was with Convair San 
Diego for about six months in 
1935, shortly after the company 
established the plant there. 

In the early 1930’s, Bench 
found opportunity to cash in on 
his Indian background by work- 
ing as an extra—as an Indian, 
naturally—in the movies. 

“I was working |for an aircraft 
plant in the Los Angeles area at 
the time, but business was slow,” 
Bench said. “We would get in an 
order and work until it was com- 
pleted. Then everyone would be 
laid off until the next order came 
in. When that happened, I was 
usually able to find a job as an 
extra, and that would tide me 
over until the next order came 
in.”

Ever Watched a Golf Open Before? 
Here Are Tips Toward Enjoyment

Assuming that a lot of Convair people will be attending the San 
Diego Open golf tournament, weekend after next, who hâve never 


before followed a big-time event 
that will be useful: 

Even though the womenfolk 
may insist that they intend to 
“just sit under a tree,” don’t 
believe it. Make them leave the 
high heels at home and wear 
sonie walking shoes, preferably 
with rubber soles. (Sure as 
shooting, they’ll become enam- 
ored of Jackie Burke or Jimmy 
Demaret and walk ail over the 
course ! ) 

Husky shoes are a good tip 
for ail spectators; and remem- 
ber that 1 e a t h e r soles get 
mighty slick on grass. 

If you hâve a light camp 
stool, youTl find it valuable. 

It’s a good idea to buy a pro- 
gram, whether you know golf 
or not. It will include a “lay- 
out” of the course, so you can 
tell where you are and pick out 
the best places of vantage. Al- 
so, it will tell you about the 
players you will be watching. 

You can’t tell how the wea- 
ther will be, so keep in mind 
the possibility of sunburn. Con- 
versely, there hâve been times 
that an umbrella was mighty 
important. Along the same 
lines, when the sun goes down, 
it gets chilly and the coat you 
carried during the day will pay 
for the effort. 

Don’t worry about food. 
There will be plenty of sand¬ 
wich stands and drinks handy. 

Parking has been a headache 
at other tournaments, and was 
a particular bother at the 1953 
open. But not at this tourna¬ 
ment. It’ll be free and as con- 
venient as geographically pos¬ 
sible. 

There are several ways of 
gallerying a golf tournament, 
and each has its followers. One 


such as this, here are a few tips 

is to pick out a favorite and 
follow him. This method in¬ 
volves a lot of walking and, 
although you see a lot of golf, 
you miss variety. Another Sys¬ 
tem is to pick out a good point 
of vantage on the course, say a 
green at a short par three hole, 
and settle down there. The 
players ail corne by and you 
can see them ail up close, with¬ 
out the tramping. Equally easy 
on the feet is taking a seat at 
one of the bleachers which will 
be placed at choice locations. 
Probably, whether you’re new 
to the game or not, you’ll wind 
up by mixing up the Systems 
with a little of each. 

One other thing, remember to 
clip the “starting times” from 
your daily newspaper in ad- 
vance. (The same information 
will be on mimeographed sheets 
inserted in programs.) This will 
tell you the times the players 
start their rounds and is a big 
help in identifying “who is 
who” on the course. 

And a word of caution. Un- 
like baseball or football, golf is 
a game that occasionally re- 
quires silence, and not cheers. 
The players are under pressure 
on every shot and, although 
their concentration is amazing, 
it is only sporting to be quiet 
while they are addressing the 
bail and swinging. This is par- 
ticularly important on the 
greens, where noise or move- 
ment in the gallery can be a 
distraction. 

We will hâve experienced 
marshals to direct the galleries. 
Please obey them, keep the 
fairways clear and give the 
players considération.

Anti-Ring Drive Aims 
At Preserving Fingers 


Interested in seeing that sentiment doesn’t interfère 
with safety, Convair this week urged production em¬ 
ployées to remember to remove rings and bracelets be- 


fore they start to work. 

Two employées at Convair Fort 
Worth hâve lost fingers during 
the last two months because they 
were wearing rings. Similar 
cases also were reported from 
San Diego. In at least two in¬ 
stances, employées were letting 
themselves down from élévations 
when rings caught and so mutil- 
ated fingers that amputation was 
necessary. 

Under sudden strain, many 
rings are as léthal as butcher 
knives. 

“We hâve the utmost respect 
for wedding or fraternal rings,” 
Fred Temple, FW safety super- 
visor, said. “However, we also 
feel an obligation to warn Con¬ 
vair people of the hazards they 
involve. 

“Taking off jewelry before 
work is a simple task but an im¬ 
portant one. When you remove 
a ring from your finger before 
the job is started you are making 
sure you will: hâve a finger left 
when the job is done.”

Health Checks 
Routine at FW 

Convair Fort Worth is 
constantly having its “tem- 
psrature” taken these days, 
regardless of the state of 
the weather outside. 

Betermining j u s t how 
“hot” it may be at any 
given moment in any cer¬ 
tain spot is the business of 
specialists of the health 
physics group of personnel 
department who spend a 
good part of their time 
measuring radioactivity in 
and around the plant.. 

Everyone is exposed to radia¬ 
tion every day. 

In the words of Frank Pas- 
chal, health physics administrator 
at FW: 

“Everyone is living in a small 
field of radiation and there’s no 
need to be concerned about it. 

“Radiation cornes from cosmic 
rays, from the small amounts of 
radioactive material in ail liquids 
and solids and from the radio¬ 
active gases in the air we 
breathe.” 

Each week the plant and its 
environs are surveyed with a 
varied assortment of instruments 
which measure radio activity. 
Seme of the survey results are 
checked in a room with walls 
three feet thick. It is designed 
to keep out any sort of interfér¬ 
ence from ordinary outside radia¬ 
tion in the air. 

“There’s ne ver enough radia¬ 
tion in the air for anyone to 
worry about,” said Paschal. 

Physicists and ail other em¬ 
ployées who are working with 
radioactive materials are moni- 
tored by two small personnel in¬ 
struments. One of these contains 
X-ray film which darkens when 
exposed to radiation. 

A fountain-pen like instrument 
is another personal radiation 
measure for personnel. Both this 
and the film arrangement allow 
employées working around radia¬ 
tion a check themselves and to 
make certain that they don’t re- 
ceive an overexposure. 

In taking a reading, the health 
physicist must consider the dif¬ 
ferent types of radiation and in- 
tcnsities and the proper instru¬ 
ment to do the job. One type has 
a long probe with an indicating 
meter on one end. This enables 
the person to measure high fields 
of radiation and still stay at a 
safe distance. 

“The safety of the employée 
is always considered first,” said 
Paschal. “Radiation as we know 
it in our everyday lives is noth- 
ing to be feared. We corne in 
contact with it constantly—like 
luminous dials on a wrist watch 
or an X-ray, or just in the air, 
water and soil around us.” 

The health physicists make 
periodic checks at ail places 
where radiation conceivably could 
endanger any employée, such as 
places where radioactive mate¬ 
rials are used to X-ray landing 
gear components to detect pos¬ 
sible internai and invisible flaws, 
or around the dispensary where 
an X-ray machine is used fre- 
quently. 

“Our entire job,” said Paschal, 
“is to make certain that there is 
no dangerous exposure to any 
employée, whether or not he is 
concerned with a project in which 
radioactive materials are used.”

The class was the sixth to com¬ 
plété the course since customer 
training began on Nov. 6, 1951, 
and it was also the last class 
which will receive training from 
Convair instructors. Future class¬ 
es, including one which started 
early this month, will receive in¬ 
struction from the staff of the 
Navy Guided Missiles School.

These instructors, ail Navy per¬ 
sonnel and ail graduâtes of pre- 
vious Convair-conducted courses, 
hâve been engaged in on-the-job 
training for their new jobs for 
the past several months. 

The first four Convair-instruct- 
ed courses were conducted at San 
Diego when the major portion of 
the division was located at Plant 
2, but in January, 1953, the school 
was moved to Pomona. 

“When our first class was 
formed, we had no text books, no 
training aids, and not even a 
training syllabus,” Hal M. Wag¬ 
ner, training supervisor, said. 
“About the only guidance we had 
was the expérience gained in a 
course for Army personnel con¬ 
ducted by the San Diego Divi¬ 
sion’s engineering department.” 

Taking the bail from there, the 
training section developed, and in 
many cases manufactured, a com¬ 
plété set of training aids, evolved 
a workable syllabus, developed a 
comprehensive training manual 
which has become a standard 
reference throughout the Pomona 
Division and ail interested field 
establishments of the armed forc¬ 
es, and in general established the 
course which is now being offered. 

Evidence of the effectiveness 
of the course is the fact that 
Convair Pomona’s customer train¬ 
ing establishment has been stud- 
ied by several other manufactur- 
ers in the same business, by ail 
branches of the armed forces, and 
by the British War Ministry. 

With this phase of customer 
training completed, the training 
section is now placing more em- 
phasis on plant training, Wagner 
said. After hours in-plant train¬ 
ing courses in a variety of sub- 
jects are being offered for the 
first • time, and one such course, 
in basic electronics, is already in 
progress.

Mrs. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
christened the historié craft by 
breaking a bottle of domestic 
champagne over the prow. The 
event was a triumph for Con- 
vairis sister concern, marking 
many months of trail blazing in 
building the first ship to be 
powered by nuclear energy. Press 
reports stated that trial runs are 
some months away, however, as 
the atomic power plant is not yet 
complété.

He was runner- 
up in his flight in the last plant- 
wide tournament at San Diego. 
However, his most notable feat 
to date came last December when 
he toured the La Jolla Country 
Club course in just 79 strokes 
(seven over par). 

A railroad accident cost him 
his right arm almost 19 years 
a go. Long active as a basketball 
player in Ohio, he gave up com¬ 
pétitive sports after the mishap 
until five years ago when his 
brothers invited him to walk 
around with them while they 
played golf. They gave him a 
bail and an iron to “bat it around 
with.” 

“I liked the feel of the club 
and decided golf was for me,” 
Bâtes said. “My brothers thought 
it was a good idea and even gave 
me an old set of clubs with which 
to learn. Ironically, Pve beaten 
both since then and they are 10- 
handicap players.” 

He had two short lessons from 
a professional at one time but 
admits he could use some help 
now on his chip shots. Steady 
shots off the tee (he averages 
200-220 yards) and remarkable 
putting help him to post scores 
in the low 80s most of the time. 

Bâtes refers to himself as a 
“week-end golfer,” playing with 
a regular foursome at Balboa 
Park and Caliente. He gets a big 
kick out of opponents who com- 
plain of “too much right hand” 
or “too much left hand” in their 
swings, quipping: 

“I know a good doctor who can 
straighten you out. Did wonders 
for me.” 

His one ambition is to play in 
a tournament held back East each 
year for handicapped golfers. 

“Fd like a crack at it just to 
see how it feels to start out even 
for a change.”

Emergency Aid 
Averages $100 

Grants of Con-Trib-Club funds 
at San Diego to distressed fami¬ 
lies under the Emergency Aid 
program averaged just under 
$100 each during the first six 
months of operations. 

This covered 135 cases in which 
financial help was extended in 
addition to counseling. 

Despite careful évaluation of 
the needs of individual families, 
it was évident that Emergency 
Aid funds are going out faster 
than they are coming in. The pro¬ 
gram is permitted 10 per cent 
of the total Con-Trib funds re- 
ceived. At the présent rate, this 
amounts to about $20,000 a year. 

Con-Trib membership at San 
Diego continues to be high. The 
latest check showed about 18,700 
members, approximately 83 per 
cent of total San Diego Division 
employment. However, the aver¬ 
age individual weekly contribu¬ 
tion is 22 cents, somewhat lower 
than the average in other similar 
organizations elsewhere. 

Meanwhile, Emergency Aid 
cases continue to be handled at 
a regular rate, about 80 a month, 
though not ail require financial 
help. 

“One point we would like to 
make clear in order to avoid some 
misunderstandings that hâve 
arisen in the past,” Frank Pick- 
ard, Emergency Aid chairman, 
explained. 

“For legitimate cases that 
corne within our régulations, Con- 
Trib funds are not necessarily 
fortheoming immediately. If there 
is immédiate need, yes, the money 
is ready. But in most cases the 
need is not immédiate, and, in 
fact, requires some waiting until 
the bills are available. 

“For example, if the bread- 
winner is in the hospital and his 
family is in need we offer intérim 
help to the family. But we don’t 
dash out at once and try to line 
up medical and hospital bills. At 
that point no one knows what the 
bills will be. We assure the in¬ 
dividual that we will do ail our 
policies permit. That relieves him 
of worry. The hospital and the 
doctors know, too, and they aren’t 
worrying. Then, when the bread- 
winner is out of the hospital and 
the bills are submitted, we corne 
into the picture.”

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Airplane Built in Grocery Store 

Reminiscing is a pleasant pastime for two vétéran 
Convair FW employées—mainly because of a “vest pocket 
airplane.” 

Built in 1937, the tiny plane was designed by C. C. 
Flagg, now assistant chief of inspection at Fort Worth. 
Working with him was J. Y. McClure, now quality control 
chief—and Flagg’s boss. 

The plane, appropriately dub- 
bed the Flaggship, created quite 
a furor in aviation circles at the 
time because of its tiny size and 
high s p e e d performance. The 
lightweight craft weighed only 
600 pounds and could be easily 
lifted by two men and a boy. 

From nose to tail, it measured 
14 feet. That means 11 and a half 
of them could be lined up on a 
B-36! 

On its first flight, the plane 
surprised observers as it scooted 
across the ground for 100 yards, 
zoomed skyward and then, be¬ 
cause of its small size, disap- 
peared almost at once. 

“The ship is so small.the rud- 
der feels like a collar button 
sticking in the back of your 
neck,” said the pilot after the 
first flight. 

“The slightest touch on the Con¬ 
trols and she starts doing stunts. 

If you don’t fly the ship every 
minute, she’ll do her own stunts.” 

Although there were no instru¬ 
ments, the pilot estimated hef 
speed at 200.

radiator. Outside of these parts, 
everything else on the car is 
standard equipment for stock cars 
put together from “the road up” 
by hand. 

Basically, the motor is a soup- 
ed-up Mercury. However, a re¬ 
cent check revealed the car also 
contained parts from Cadillacs, 
Chryslers, Kaisers, Nashs, Fords 
and Chevrolets. And there’s more 
to corne—a spécial canopy made 
of two airplane bubbles that can 
be lifted off or on as the weather 
dictâtes and complété with sliding 
Windows for ventilation. 

“We figure the total çost will 
be something like $3,000 since ail 
parts are new,” Knebel said. “But 
compared to the $6,500 or more 
such a car would cost on the mar¬ 
ket, that’s reasonable.” 

A Lincoln transmission with 
Overdrive running througb a two- 
speed rear axle is an. unusual 
feature of the car. The builders 
believe it will give greater cruis- 
ing speed, faster accélération, bet- 
ter handling in traffic and more 
economy of operation. 

Ten bolts fasten the one-piece 
Fiberglas body with molded floor- 
boards to the frpme. Weighing 
only 300 pounds, the body can 
be easily removed to get to any 
part of the car for repairs or 
adjustments. 

The two-seater has a roomy in- 
terior with bench-type seats that 
fold forward to reveal a large 
baggage compartment. A novel 
ccmpartment forward of the right 
seat allows a passenger to stretch 
out for a nap during long trips. 

“We were more concerned with 
building a sports car for heavy 
every day use in traffic than one 
designed for speed and racing,” 
Adkins said. “You might call this 
a ‘poor man’s sports cari”. 

Ail important engine functions 
are instrumentated and çonnected 
to a dual Lincoln instrument 
panel inside the car. 

The job has taken about six 
months or approximately 2,000 
manhours to complété and Knebel 
hopes to be driving his car with- 
in a few weeks.

Louis Cardinals, 10 with Pacific 
Coast League teams and one each 
at Beaumont (Tex.) and Ogden

trophies as the most valuable 
member of his team, including 
one at San Diego. 

Richardson is another 20-year 
vétéran who has appeared 10 
years with teams on the Pacific 
Coast. His major league expéri¬ 
ence includes time with the Phila¬ 
delphia Phillies and Athletics. He 
played in 140 games in two years 
in the Mexican League without 
rnaking an error. Richardson has 
a lifetime batting average of .290 
and has played in four all-star 
games. 

Richardson and Mesner are free 
lance players, preferring to sign 
at the beginning of each season 
with various clubs. 

Martinez’ contract belongs to 
the New York Yankees but as y et 
he is not sure where he will be 
ordered to report. He has ap¬ 
peared with Bakersfield (Calif.), 
Ogden (Utah) and Tucson (Ariz.) 
where he registered a .355 batting 
average. 

Catcher Herb Oison is the 


property of Brooklyn, playing last 
season with Elmira (N.Y.) and 
assigned to Montreal (Canada). 
He has appeared with Mary s ville 
(Calif.), B il lin g s (Mont.) and 
Santa Barbara (Calif.) where he 
led organized baseball in the num- 
bei of assists (126) in 1952. 

Walter McCoy, Gene Richard¬ 
son and Bob Borovicka compose 
the mound staff. 

McCoy played last season at 
Winnipeg (Canada) and belongs 
to the Toronto (Canada) team. 
His record shows expérience at 
Sacramento (Calif.), in Mexico, 
Venezuela, Puerto Rico and Santa 
Domingo. He pitched a 22-4 sea¬ 
son one year in the Mexican 
League.

E. G. Stout Accorded National Récognition by IAS 
For Research in High-Speed, Water-based Aircraft 


Ernest G. Stout, Convair San 
Diego staff engineer, was pre- 
se'nted one of the nation’s top 
aviation honors, the Sylvanus Al¬ 
bert Reed Award, Monday (Jan. 
25) at the annual Honors Night 
Dinner staged by the Institute 
of the Aeronautical Sciences at 
the Hôtel Astor, New York. 

Named for the inventor of the 
métal propeller, the Reed Award 
is given annual- 
ly for the most 
notable contri¬ 
bution to avia¬ 
tion, based on 
research and ex- 
periments. The 
winner is select- 
ed each year by 
secret ballot of 
American IAS 
fellows. 

Stout was the 
first Convair man to be selected 


for the honor. 

Some 1,400 leaders of the air¬ 
craft industry, including execu¬ 
tives, pilots and engineers, at- 
te.nded the affair at which 
Charles A. Lindbergh spoke. 

The citation on Stouts award 
certificate indicated he was 
chosen as a resuit of “his analy- 
tical and experimental work con- 
tributing to the design and de¬ 
velopment of high-speed, water- 
based aircraft.” 

Stout is recognized internation- 
ally as among the world’s leading 
aùthorities on seaplanes and help- 
ed spearhead the research con¬ 
cepts that led to the successful 
development of Convair’s XF2Y-1 
“Sea Dart,” the world’s first 
water-based delta wing aircraft, 
and the R3Y “Tradewind,” first 
turboprop water transport. 

The Reed Award is the second 
national IAS honor paid Stout, 


In 1941, while in charge of hydro- 
dynamics and flight testing at 
Convair SD, he was presented the 
Lawrence Sperry Award given 
annually to the young man under 
31 who made the most notable 
contribution to aviation. He was 
cited then for his work in the 
experimental détermination of the 
hydrodynamic stability of flying 
boats and seaplanes. 

Prior to leaving for the east to 
accept the award, Stout explained 
that there were many others who 
played key rôles in Convair’s de¬ 
velopment of water-based planes. 
He specifically named H. E. 
Brooke, chief of hydrodynamics, 
R. M. Hopkins, hydrodynamics 
design specialist, R. D. Fuller, 
senior hydrodynamics engineer, 
F. L. Thornburg, hydrodynamics 
senior design engineer, as among 
those who had made outstanding 
contributions.

A Graduai Expansion 
Marks Developments 
At San Diego Plant 2 

Convair’s Plant 2 at San Diego, once the booming 
“parts plant” of World War II days, has steadily regained 
some of its lost lustre during the recent past and under- 
gone a “face lifting” at the same time. 

In fact, those who were at Plant 2 during the early 40s 
wouldn’t know the place now and those who were there 
only a few months ago would fine! some new developments. 


Although not the counterpart 
of Plant 1 in point of numbers, 
Plant 2 nevertheless has stepped 
out of knee pants. 

Employment is currently about 
6,500 and has registered a steady 
uptrend during the last six 
months, A. P. Higgins, Plant 2 
works manager, reported. He 
said he expected the same trend 
to continue during 1954 as T-29 
activity increases and the F-102 
Project gains headway. 

A major share of T-29 work 
has centered at Plant 2 for some 
time. Fuselages and wings for 
the Air Force trainers are fash- 
ioned there and brought to Plant 
1 for final assembly. Currently, 
tliree models are being produced: 
the T-29C, the T-29D and the 
C-131A air évacuation transport. 
Still another model will be forth- 
coming in a few months, the 
C-131B. 

Plant 2 activities hâve expand- 
ed gradually until almost ail the 
buildings are now devoted to Con¬ 
vair projects. The John Hancock 
Mfg. Co., manufacturers of wood 
Products who previously held 
space there, recently vacated a 
section in Bldg. 1 and this leaves 
only the Lyon Van and St orage 
Co. and the National Transfer 
and Storage as non-Convair ten¬ 
ants. They are expected to vacate 
ultimately. 

Although Bldg. 3 which special- 
izes in T-29s has made no star- 
tling changes recently, there are 
several other areas of the plant 
which hâve blossomed with the 
receipt of new machinery into 
standouts in aircraft manufactur- 
ing. 

The machine shop, for instance, 
has everything necessary to make 
it a “show place,” with batteries 
of shining new equipment. There 
is even an international flavor, 
for some of the machines carry 
foreign names and were built in 
Germany, France and Switzer- 
land. Some are so new that they 
are among the first of their 
models produced, such as the new 
No. 5 J and L tracer lathe and 
the large Burgmaster eight spin- 
' die, turret type drill press. 


Other highlights include the 
welding area and the process and 
paint shop. The former is par- 
ticularly well-laid out with mod¬ 
em overhead lighting. Compress- 
ed gases are piped to benches 
from cylinders located outside the 
building. 

“Processing facilities and the 
paint shop are located close to- 
gether,” John Doig, Plant 2 fac- 
tory manager, pointed out. “This 
permits a minimum of time lag 
and a minimum of parts handling 
between Processing and paint- 
ing.”

“Facilities of the laboratory 
will be used to check the accuracy 
of gages and other measuring 
instruments used by ail Navy in- 
spectors at Naval and civilian 
ordnance plants and Naval am- 
munition depots throughout the 
western United States,” Dubyk 
said. 

“And if necessary, the labora¬ 
tory is equipped to make checks 
on actual ordnance components. 
It is also possible that the serv¬ 
ices of the lab will be available 
to the inspection departments of 
contractors manufacturing ord¬ 
nance for the Navy.” 

Gages play a small but in- 
creasingly important rôle in the 
mass production of Naval ord¬ 
nance, Dubyk said. 

“They minimize the element of 
human error in checking mass 
produced items, they save time, 
highly skilled labor isn’t required 
for their use, and wlien ail gages 
are calibrated to one set of stand¬ 
ards the interchangeability of 
parts supplied by different sub- 
contractors is assured.” 

Instruments used in the labora¬ 
tory are so précisé that they must 
be kept in a dust-free room with 
température and humidity main- 
tained at constant levels (68 de- 
grees Fahrenheit and 40 per cent, 
respectively). 

The laboratory is equipped to 
check linear and angular meas- 
urements, to test the hardness of 
materials, to check the smooth- 
ness of a surface, and even to 
check the thickness of métal plat- 
ing. Measurement principles used 
in the various instruments include 
optical, mechanical, air pressure 
and electronics. Eventually the 
lab will hâve equipment to make 
absolute measurements by the 
light wave principle to accuracies 
in the order of millionths of an 
inch. Many of the instruments 
are believed to be the only ones 
of their respective types in the 
West Coast area. 

“Establishment of the labora¬ 
tory is an indication of the grow- 
ing importance of the West Coast 
area in the production of Naval 
Ordnance,” Dubyk added. 

Air History Offered

Inter-lsland Service 
Begun by PAL's 340s 
As Strip Lengthened 

The first inter-island domestic 
schedule in the Philippine Islands 
utilizing Convair-Liner 340s was 
opened in December by Philippine 
Air Lines connecting Manila, Lu- 
zon, and Cagayan de Oro on the 
island of Mindanao.

What Next? Pomona Han Tries 
Worm Growing, Makes it Pay 


Take a wooden box one foot 
wide, 18 inches long and nine 
inches deep, fill half full with a 
mixture of top soil, peat moss 
and chicken mash, throw in one 
and a half pounds of earthworms, 
and sprinkle liberally with rabbit 
manure. 

That recipe—plus a lot of hard 
work—is being used to good ad- 
vantage by Convair Pomona’s 
Vince Burkhard, Dept. 73. Start- 
ing in the earthworm business as 
a hobby six months ago, Burk- 
hai*d has already recovered his 
original investment through sales, 
and his remaining stock is valued 
at approximately 100 times his 
starting cost. 

“I worked out my own formula 
for raising worms, and as a resuit 
I hâve about 10 times as many as 
I should hâve,” Burkhard said. 
“Experienced worm growers said 
it couldn , t be done, and I wouldn’t 
recommend the procedure to any- 
one who isn’t willing to spend ail 
—and I do mean ail—of his spare 
time at it.” 

By studying ail available litera- 
ture on worm growing, including 
a government pamphlet, Burk¬ 
hard discovered these facts. An 
adult worm lays an “egg” about 
every 10 days. The egg hatches, 
grows to maturity and begins 
laying more eggs in about 90 
days. And under good conditions 
a worm lives for about 15 years! 

“The usual procedure is to 
leave the worms in a box or bed 
for three months, and then trans¬ 
fer the mature worms to another 
box,” Burkhard said. “But I fig- 
ured that if each worm laid an 
egg every 10 days I could get 
bigger dividends by transferring 
the mature worms more frequent- 
ly, leaving the eggs to hatch and 
mature by themselves in the old 
box. 

“So I worked out a schedule 
whereby mature worms are trans- 
ferred every three weeks, while 
the brooder boxes are left for 


three months. By doing this I get 
far greater production.” 

Several markets are available 
to commercial earthworm grow¬ 
ers, Burkhard said. Farmers 
buy worms to help enrich soil. 
Many of them are sold to fish 
bait dealers. And new worm 
growers must usually purchase 
an initial stock. “Culture,” the 
soil in which earthworms hâve 
lived for prolonged periods, is 
also prized as fertilizer by 
flower growers and brings a 
good price. 

“My wife and I started with 
only three boxes which we kept 
under our house trader, but they 
multiplied so fast that we had to 
move after the first four months,” 
Burkhard said. He now has the 
équivalent of 124 boxes, which he 
has been keeping at the home of 
a friend. 

“It has been a lot of fun up to 
now, and our hard work has paid 
off, but we are getting a little 
tired of spending ail our spare 
time with the worms,” he said. 
“Now we are converting to the 
bed System of culture, which we 
believe will be less confining.” 

The beds, which are four feet 
wide, 16 feet long and a foot 
deep, use the same soil mixture, 
etc., used in boxes, but are start¬ 
ed with approximately 30 times 
the amount of worms used in a 
box. With the beds Burkhard will 
abandon his spécial “success for¬ 
mula” in favor of the conven- 
tional culture methods. 

Burkhard feeds his worms 
chicken mash about once a week, 
and waters them lightly once a 
day. On foggy or rainy nights a 
light must be kept burning over 
the boxes and beds. 

“Otherwise the worms get a 
wandering urge, and they forget 
to ‘corne home/ ” he said. “They 
are nocturnal by nature, and the 
moisture brings them to the top 
of the boxes and beds. If a light 
is shining, they remain where 
they are. If not, it’s goodbye 
worms.”

Convair Pair Once 
Teamed in Skies 
In Balloon Leaps 

Wives hâve followed their 
husbands since time immé¬ 
morial into some strange 
situations, but Opal Thomp¬ 
son of Dept. 212 at San Di¬ 
ego takes the cake. She fol¬ 
lowed her husband into the 
skies in a balloon and down 
again by parachute. 

Her husband, Max Thompson 
of Dept. 25 at SD, had been mak- 
ing parachute jumps for some 10 
years when she decided it was 
not an occupation becoming to a 
father of two small boys. 

“Max refused to stop so I did 
the next best thing—I became a 
jumper myself,” Mrs. Thompson 
said. “After that first jump I 
knew I had found a new pastime 
so I joined the troupe.” 

The Thompsons treked around 
the country during the summer 
months, thrilling audiences at 
fairs, shows and gatherings of 
various types with their daring. 
First one then the other shared 
top billing with Mrs. Thompson 
becoming known as “Queen of the 
Air” and the “Girl with the Tron 
Nerves.” She made some 40 or 
50 jumps while her husband 
chalked up some 500 leaps in a 
career that extended from his 
teens to 16 years ago. 

Their equipment was strictly 
Personal with each piece made by 
hand and zealously guarded. 
Parachutes were made of silk- 
finished chambray, while their 
balloons were made of unbleached

muslin. One of their tricks was 
to pack several parachutes to- 
gether so that by cutting a rope, 
they could fall for some distance 
before another parachute opened 
as the crowds held their breath 
on the ground. 

The balloons that carried them 
aloft were filled with smoke 
piped into them from a fire some 
distance away. Once inflated, the 
balloon was loosed to ascend with 
the jumper riding below in a har- 
ness-like affair. 

Narrow escapes involving high 
tension wires, houses, and trees 
were common. Curious people 
cluttering the landing area added 
to the danger. Minor cuts and 
bruises, however, were ail the 
Thompsons ever suffered. 

Thompson had one narrow es- 
cape while jumping in Cuba when 
high winds carried his balloon 
out over the océan at an altitude 
too low for jumping. The balloon 
burst and sent him tumbling 300 
feet into the water to become 
tangled in yards of balloon mate- 
rial. Rescuers fished him out 
with a boat. 

The former jumpers lead a 
quieter life now and only think of 
their exploits on occasion. How¬ 
ever, they still love the air. 

“Max flies as a hobby and I go 
along every chance I get,” she 
said.

A Mixed Blessing 

SD Model Builder Wins Contest, 

But Prize Proves a Liability 

There’s a Convair San Diego man who isn’t sure 
whether it pays to be a winner or not. At least, he’s 
firmly convinced that you don’t get “something for noth- 
ing” and has proof of the fact parked in front of his house. 


C. H. MacDonald of Dept. 521 
is the man and his proof is a 
1926 model “T” Ford touring car 
into which he has poured some 
$400 since “winning” it in a 
nationwide contest. 

“If ail the figures are correct, 
then this Ford has something like 
$1,189.52 tied up in it,” Mac- 
Donald said. “Since such cars 
sold for less than $500 when new, 
its ‘value’ is now more than twice 
its original price, despite the fact 
it is 28 years old.” 

MacDonald’s “prize” is a model 
“T” Ford with the usual number 
of parts and accessories and un- 
common mainly in the fact that it 
has been rebuilt to closely re¬ 
semble its original state when it 
rolled off the Detroit assembly 
line years ago. 

He won the car as a first prize 
in a nationwide miniature car 
building contest last summer 
when his model of a delivery 
truck topped ail other entries. 
To build his entry MacDonald 
started with a kit of plastic and 
wood parts for a model of a 1911 
Brush, but he made many innova¬ 
tions. He substituted brass parts 
for the radiator and headlights, 
designed the steering mechanism, 
axles, fenders and door hinges, ail 
closely authentic. Wheels turned, 
doors opened, pedals worked mov- 
ing parts, the hood could be open¬ 
ed to reveal a one cyclinder en- 
gine. It was a very fine model 
and cost him $75 to build. 

Contest judges decided Mac¬ 
Donald’s model was the best and 
announced he was to receive the 
model “T” that had been recondi- 
tioned and was “ready to drive 
home.” The only catch was that 
the winner was to drive “home” 
from Scranton, Pa! 

After some haggling, Mac- 
Donald hired a moving concern 
te transport his prize across coun¬ 
try at a cost of $239.52. Since 
then he has spent over $150 fur- 
ther rebuilding the motor and 
transmission. 

“The firm that staged the con¬ 
test claimed it cost them $800 to 
buy and recondition the car. Add 
that to my expense to date and 
its an expensive machine,” Mac- 
Donald added. 

At présent he has no plans for 
the car other than as a pleasure 
vehicle. However, he has had 
several offers of more than $500 
from old car enthusiasts. 

MacDonald’s ambition now is to 
become a member of the Horse- 
less Carriage Club, an organiza- 
tion involving cars built before 
1915. He hopes to acquire such 
a car when he finds one reason- 
ably priced. 

“But you can bet your bottom 
dollar I won’t try to win one in a 
contest,” he added.

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Model 340 Nose Helps Pilots of UAL 


Practice Without Leaving Ground 


United Air Lines flight crews 
can now “take-off” in Convair- 
Liner 340s, fly through almost 
any range of weather from blind- 
ing snowstorms to sunny tropic 
breezes and then “land” again 
without ever having left the com- 
forts of a warm classroom. 

It’s part of United’s new scien- 
tific training program for crews 
in which electronic flight simula- 
tors take the place of real air- 
craft for pilot training, transition 
and upgrading. 

The simulator is composed of a 


regular model 340 nose section 
built by Convair attached to a 
box-like structure housing elec¬ 
tronic instruments and Controls. 
The cockpit contains the same 
power pedestal, flight Controls, 
instrument panel and other com- 
ponents found on production 
model 340s. It is air conditioned 
for added comfort. 

E 1 e c t r o servo mechanisms 
translate the operation of various 
flight Controls into instrument 
readings such as air speed and 
rate of climb. The crews actually

If It's Corning on to 8/ow, Convair 
Gets Word From Weather Watch 


Piloting either a B-36 or the 
Convair Fort Worth single-engine 
Stinson Expediter is a bit easier 
—and a lot safer—thanks to the 
24-hour weather watch maintain- 
ed by flight dispatch personnel. 

“But there are a lot of other 
departments,” explains B. A. 
Erickson, manager of flight, “who 
also need advance warning on 
weather conditions.” 

The job of forecasting is one 
of the duties of Harvey Black, 
supervisor of flight dispatch, who 
monitors the weather continually. 

In some departments, a fore- 
cast of an impending température 
drop or a storm warning gives 
supervision a chance to resched- 
ule work of employées before the 
bad weather hits. Other depart¬ 
ments need to take storm précau¬ 
tions to protect planes or work 
stands. Some areas must be pro- 
vided with extra fuel for heat. 
Throughout the plant and outside 
work areas a variety of extra 
measures are necessary to insure 
efficient operation. 

“And, of course, accu rate 
weather forecasting is of prime 
importance in our B-36 flight 
program,” said Erickson. 

“This holds true not only in the 
Fort Worth vicinity, but nation- 
wide as well.” 


The United States weather bu¬ 
reau supplies Convair hourly tele- 
type messages giving reports of 
climatic conditions throughout 
the United States. 

Secondly, a detailed weather 
map is sent daily to Black by the 
USAF Weather Advisory Service. 
This factual information is com- 
bined with “looking outside.” 

“This is not as unimportant as 
it may seem,” said Erickson. “By 
this we obtain barometric pres¬ 
sure and température readings as 
well as wind and cloud conditions. 
These are ail intégral factors in 
determining an accurate weather 
forecast.” 

Once ail the data is gathered, 
a daily report is prepared by 
Black and then logged. If im¬ 
pending bad weather nécessitâtes 
warnings, they are relayed by 
phone to the departments con- 
cerned. 

Weather conditions are also 
posted on a blackboard in the 
flight department and altered 
with température or sudden 
weather changes. 

“We know we can’t do any- 
thing about the weather,” said 
Erickson, “but at least we try to 
forecast it and keep the division 
posted.” 


“fly” the simulator through any 
type of condition selected by the 
instructor the same as they would 
one of the Mainliner Convair air- 
craft. 

Added authenticity on the 
“flights” is provided by electroni¬ 
cally produced aircraft sounds. 
The crew hears the build-up of 
engines, propeller tip noise and 
aerodynamic hiss and with change 
in power, a corresponding change 
in engine roar.

Speculating on what may be 
done with B-36s after they hâve 
been replaced as first line combat 
ships, American Aviation Daily 
recently indicated that some 
thought is being given to con- 
verting them to serve as flying 
tankers. 

The ail jet B-52, successor to 
the B-36, won’t start coming off 
production lines until late this 
summer, the Daily reported. Even 
then, it will be many months 
before enough appear to replace 
B-36 wings. Ultimately, however, 
the B-36 will be replaced and 
when that time cornes the Daily 
pcinted out several points favor¬ 
able to their alteration for refuel- 
ing jet bombers and fighters at 
high altitudes. 

Although the B-36’s speed (still 
officially 435 mph plus) isn’t 
idéal, the Daily said it is defi- 
nitely faster than the standard 
US AF tanker, the Boeing KC-97, 
and B-36s can operate at con- 
siderably higher altitudes. The 
Daily described a triple purpose 
behind the B-36 tanker idea: one, 
the Air Force would obtain a 
tanker fleet without the expense 
of buying a new airplane; two, 
long range B-36s could make such 
planes as the B-47 perform like 
long range aircraft; and three, 
the work load of Convair’s Fort 
Worth plant would be supple- 
mented during the lull preceding 
the appearance of the supersonic 
bomber XB-58. 

Advantage of the B-36’s high 
altitude capabilities was mention- 
ed as making it possible for jets 
to remain over 40,000 feet while 
receiving fuel, rather than des- 
cending to lower altitudes there- 
by consuming more valuable fuel. 
* * * 

The Wall Street Journal re¬ 
ported recently that during the 
first half of 1953 aircraft and air¬ 
craft engine manufacturer got a 
larger share of new defense 
orders. 

The leader was General Motors, 
followed by Boeing Airplane Co., 
General Electric, Douglas Air¬ 
craft Co. and United Aircraft 
Corp. 

Convair, “sixteenth in the 
previous ranking shouïdered its 
way to eighth place by virtue 
of a jump of $1.1 billion in new 
contracts in the first half of 
1953. bringing its total to $2.1,” 

the Journal said.

The first of the YT56 powered 
Convair-Liner m o d e 1 340s is 
scheduled to make its first flight 
in April. . . . Northeast Airlines 
bas purchased four model 240s 
from the Latin American Division 
of Pan American World Airways, 
thereby doubling its Convair fleet. 
They are the same planes leased 

from PAA last spring.

Back from 
a round-the-world trip, Sinclair 
was further quoted: “The sales 
campaign for the Viscount is 
being conducted not only by Vick¬ 
ers but by Rolls-Royce and the 
entire British foreign service.” 
He indicated only production 
know-how is keeping the U. S.

Edwards, head of Vickers aircraft 
division, as replying: “It is very 
comforting now to hear from Mr. 
Sinclair, who is acknowledged to 
be one of the world’s best aircraft 
salesman, that our salesmanship 
matches our aircraft. . . . Never- 
theless, the only time for jubila¬ 
tion is when you hâve a signed 
contract.”

future operations. Development

Airways Vétéran Home' 
For a Major Overhaul 

Having seen much of the world, a wandering vétéran 
of the sky lanes returned to Convair San Diego last week, 
home after an absence of nearly six years. 

It is model 240 Convair-Liner No. 73, an airplane that 
“left the nest” July 23, 1948 and since then has flown 
more than 11,000 hours, first for Continental Air Lines 
and more recently for Canadian Pacific Air Lines. Object 
for the visit is “rest, récréa tion and rejuvenation.’ 

In a way; No. 73 is a pioneer, 


J. V. Dickson, head of parts sales 
at San Diego, explained. 

“This is the first of our com¬ 
mercial airplanes returned to the 
factory for major overhaul. 

“Our expérience with it well 
may set a precedent and pave the 
way for others,” he said. 

H. C. Semple, Canadian Pacific 
représentative who accompanied 
the ship to San Diego, explained 
that ordinarily CPAL does its own 
overhaul work at Vancouver, 
B. C., but that because of the 
heavy work load there and the 
greater availability of parts at 
San Diego, the plane was return¬ 
ed to the factory. 

In addition to going through a 
“tear down” inspection and com¬ 
plété overhaul, the plane will be 
modernized, too. Gross weight 
will be increased to 41,200 pounds 
and lower cowl doors for im- 
proved engine cooling will be in- 
stalled. 

Supt. John Glenn, who will di¬ 
rect the work, said he anticipated 
no difficulties and that top crews 
will be working on the ship under 
Foreman Floyd Rowland. 

In addition to Semple, Canadian 
Pacific is represented at San 
Diego by G. T. Robinson, who 
also accompanied the airplane. 
CPAL now flies four other model 
240s, ail former Continental

At Convair SD 
For First Flight 


After an extensive taxi test program, Convair’s R3Y 
Tradewind is nearly ready to make its maiden flight. 

The seaplane, first production ship of its kind for the 
U.S. Navy, has been at the seaplane ramp at San Diego 
for some time and was officially christened Dec. 17. 


Don Germeraad, vétéran of the 
XF5Y-1 flight test program, will 
be the pilot when the Tradewind 
makes its first flight from San 
Diego Bay. Co-pilot will be W. J. 
Martin. Other members of the 
flight crew had not been defi- 
nitely selected at presstime. 

Actually, the big plane was 
airborne some time ago, but only 
for a few seconds. This was dur¬ 
ing a taxi test run when it 
cleared the waves but was quickly 
brought back down again. 

The Tradewind is powered by 
four turbo-prop engines and of¬ 
ficial announcements hâve men¬ 
ti oned a speed of more than 350 
miles an hour. 

It is based on the design of the 
XP5Ys, world’s first turboprop 
seaplanes. The Tradewinds are 
slated for Navy transport duty,

Lee pointed out that sonie esti¬ 
mâtes foresee a population of 
more than 500,000 by 1975 and 
that such an increase would pose 
many problems which—for proper 
and economical handling—would 
lequire planning at this time. 

As a starter, City Manager 
W. O. Jones briefed the group on 
a city plan developed in 1935, and 
pointed out aspects of the plan 
which could fit into a long-range 
program. 

Lee urged adoption of a proce¬ 
dure under which an ultra-long 


range would be developed, then 
would be reviewed annually and 
revised annually in light of 
cbanging conditions. 

At conclusion of the meeting, 
the City Planning Commission 
voted to study what approach it 
can make which ultimately will 
lead to some type of long-range 
planning for development of the 
city.

Living Afloat 

Convair Couple Settle Down to 
Housekeeping at Water Level 


Nugget Huniers 

Pomona Gold Miners Hit Rich 
Payoff—in Health and Exercise 


Not content to live just over- 
looking the waters of San Diego 
Bay, a Convair couple decided 
recently to live ON them. 

However, their idea of ship- 
board living is a far cry from the 
cramped quarters usually asso- 
ciated with life on the bounding 
main. 

The home of Mr. and Mrs. Guil 
Dean is a unique houseboat that 
rivais most homes ashore in con¬ 
venances. 

Dean, a member of Dept. 6 at 
San Diego, started homebuilding 
with a surplus Navy landing craft 
for “foundation.” This was chop- 
ped off about two feet above the 
water line and a fiat deck added. 
This overhangs the hull about six 
feet on one side forming a porch. 
(A pontoon gives the overhang 
extra support and éliminâtes ex- 
cess rocking.) The floating home 
is 12 by 34 feet overall and part 
of it is two-story. 

Booms include a kitchen-living 
room combination, workshop and 
storage room, bathroom with ail 
the fixtures, and an upper deck 
bedroom that overlooks every- 
thing. Utilities include hot and 
cold running water, butane for 
cooking and heating, electricity 
for light. 

“We named our home the 
‘Dodo/ after that now extinct bird 
that couldn’t fly,” Dean said. 

However, the Dodo isn’t entire- 
ly helpless and doomed to stay 
tied to the shore for life. An out- 
board motor gives the houseboat 
a certain amount of mobility, 
enough to shift from one mooring 
to another. 

The Deans performed much of 
the work of construction them- 
selves, though contractes were 
employed to build the major 
framework. Carrying material 
over the long floating dock to 
which Dodo is moored, they in- 
stalled plate glass Windows, hung 
doors, installed plumbing and wir- 
ing, decorated and painted. The 
final touch, yet to be performed, 
will be a flower garden! 

Dean estimâtes he has invested 
about $3,000 in his floating home 
in direct dollars alone. 

Dominating the interior is a 
nine-foot mural depicting a Baja 
California shoreline scene. It was

painted by Allan Stover, also of 
Dept. 6. 

“Some probably will question 
our sanity at living on the wSter,” 
Dean said, “but I believe we 
would hâve done it even though 
there were a premium price in- 
volved. We prefer it. 

“We can cast off any time the 
‘neighborhood’ gets crowded . . . 
and where else can you fish with- 
out leaving your favorite chair?” 


Convair San Diego has a big 
appetite when it takes time out. 

In addition to food and drink 
brought from home or purchased 
at lunch counters or cafétérias, 
Convair SD each month consumes 
from plant vending machines: 

Candy, peanuts and cookies 
enough to fill a freight car; 
30,000 gallons of coffee and soft 
drinks; a quarter of a railway 
carload of chewing gum; a quar¬ 
ter of a carload of cigarettes. 

In fact, SD Division purchases 
are so large that Davidson Bros., 
operators of the plant vending 
machines, receive shipments di¬ 
rect from the manufacturer. So 
says Ed F. Feeney, supervisor of 
the crew of 15 that services the 
more than 400 pièces of equip- 
ment at both Plants 1 and 2. 

(Incidentally, the vending ma¬ 
chines are particularly important 
to Convair because a percentage 
of the profits accrues to the Con¬ 
vair Récréation Association, form¬ 
ing the CRA’s main source of in- 
come.) 

Feeney pointed out that Con¬ 
vair employées are non-conform- 
ists when it cornes to vending 
machine habits. Although in most 
localities coffee drinking varies 
with the seasons, Convair SD 
gulps 20,000 gallons of coffee a 
month regardless of the season. 


Forty WAFs Tour 
Fort Worth Plant 

Forty WAFs toured Convair 
FW Division recently during 
their stay at Fort Worth for the 
Southwestern Stock Show and 
Exposition. 

The group comprises a WAF 
band from Lackland AFB, San 
Antonio, which performed at the 
show. 

While at Convair they were 
briefed by Lt. Col. C. Savage, 
AF plant représentative. Burt 
Lambert, Dept. 3, and Larry 
Hayes and Malcolm Holloway, 
Dept. 2-5, accompanied the WAFs 
on a tour of the plant. 


The same trends are noted at 
Pomona Division, where Davidson 
Bros, also operate the vending 
machines. 

Feeney also added these facts 
about Convair’s appetite: 

Over 100 brands of candy are 
rotated through machines but 
Hershey’s account for half the 
sales with peanuts ranking second 
in popularity; cigarette machines 
located near office areas dispense 
more “king size” packs, while 
those in the factory areas sell 
more “regular size” packs; as 


A strange—and highly con- 
tagious—malady has overcome

But even though they may ap- 
pear slightly delirious at times, 
they aren’t suffering, and neither 
are they dangerous. They hâve 
“gold fever.” Hibbard and Dynes 
—and now several other Convair 
Pomona people—spend most of 


many people buy candy bars sell- 
ing for 10 cents each as those 
selling for a nickel; vitamin pills 
hâve continued to increase in 
sales since they were offered for 
the first time recently. 

Keeping track of the vending 
machines at both plants is an 
around-the-clock task. Drink ma¬ 
chines are serviced twice daily 
and the stocks in candy machines 
alternated every second day. Rec¬ 
ords are kept on each machine to 
insure that a variety of brands 
will appear regularly. 


their spare time searching for 
gold in San Gabriel Canyon, about 
40 miles from Pomona. 

“Ail we hâve to do to spread 
the ‘disease’ is to show our collec¬ 
tions of nuggets, and the new 
‘victim’ is ready to ‘head for the 
hills/ ” Hibbard said. “For gold 
panning is an idéal hobby for 
those who like outdoors life. 

“As hobbies go it is inexpen¬ 
sive, it’s relaxing, and there is al- 
ways the excitement of the possi- 
bility of ‘striking it rich.’ And 
it’s also a lot of fun,” he added. 

Gold found in San Gabriel Can¬ 
yon is in placer (or free) form, 
usually in nuggets deposited 
among the sand and gravel of a 
former bed of the San Gabriel 
River. The bed has long since 
been covered over with rocks and 
soil and now is high above the 
présent bed of the river. 

Gold may also be found occa- 
sionally in the présent river bed, 
where it has washed down from 
the original placer deposits higher 
up in the canyon, Hibbard said. 

“Ail one needs for placer min- 
ing is a strong back, the patience 
of a mule, and a small amount of 
basic equipment which can be 
made or purchased for a few dol¬ 
lars,” Hibbard said. “A little 
knowledge of geology is helpful, 
but not absolutely necessary. 

“We do our mining by remov- 
ing gravel from the old river bed, 
which is exposed in certain areas 
on the side of the canyon. Then 
we carry it down to the présent 
stream and Svash’ it, using either 
a sluice box or a prospector’s gold 
pan. If gold is présent, it will 
remain in the bottom of the box 
or pan after the sand and gravel 
hâve been washed away. That is 
because gold is much heavier than 
the other materials.” 

Actually it isn’t quite as easy 
as it sounds. There is sometimes 
a long haul from the mine to the 
water, and many loads of sand 
and. gravel are sometimes hauled 
before a single nugget of gold is 
found. 

“But on the other hand, pros¬ 
pectes working in the canyon 
hâve occasionally uncovered 
pockets of nuggets worth several 
hundred dollars,” Dynes said. “It 
is a matter of record that sub- 
stantial amounts of gold hâve 
been removed from the canyon, 
and it’s reasonable to assume 
that plenty is left.” 

At présent Hibbard and Dynes 
are considering several i d e a s 
which they believe will eliminate 
much of the hard labor involved 
in their mining venture. One of 
these is a pump to bring water 
up to one of the mines they are 
working. This would enable them 
to run a sluice box at the mine, 
rather than carrying the gold- 
bearing gravel and sand down to 
the water as they are now doing. 

“Although we’ve been mining 
in the canyon for several months, 
we’ve actually found only enough 
goid to keep our interest alive,” 
Hibbard said. “The main payoff 
we’ve received has been the exer¬ 
cise, fresh air, and relaxation. 

“But, of course, we wouldn’t 
mind supplementing this ‘income’ 
with a nugget or two!” he added.

Their Cad-Allard placed tenth in 
the races to snare a $ 1,000 purse. 

At the request of the Argentina 
Automobile Club, the Sports Car 
Club of America selected four 
cars to represent the United 
States. Bob Said of New York, 
Masten Gregory of Kansas City 
and Phil Hill of California were 
drivers comprising the rest of the 
United States team. 

“The autodrome in Buenos 
Aires,” explained Joerns, “is 
larger than the Indianapolis 
speedway, but q u i t e similar. 
Drivers who completed the race 
covered 600 miles. 

“It is rather unusual for a Cad- 
Allard such as we used even to 
make tenth place.” 

The car lias had considérable 
success on short airport circuits 
in the Southwest, but experts felt 
it would be very definitely out- 
classed in the long South Ameri¬ 
can races. 

“I guess we fooled them, 
tliough,” said Joerns. “We fin- 
islied ahead of Masten Greg- 
ory’s Jaguar. The otlier two 
U. S. entrants dropped out 
earlier in the race with me¬ 
chanical difficulties. So actual- 
ly we made the best showing 
for the U. S.” 

“Many observers were surprised 
that the Cad-Allard finished the 
race without any major parts 
failure. The car is usually good 
for 75 to 100 miles of high speed 
racing—but seldom 600 miles.” 

Farina, a well-known Italian 
driver, won the event in a new 
type Ferrari. 

“It was quite an expérience to 
visit Argentina, although most of 
1113 time was spent with the car,” 
said Joerns. “The people were 
very friendly and much like Euro- 
peans.” 

(Joerns was an RAF pilot dur-

“The race was a big event 
there,” Joerns related. “More 
than 300,000 people watched the 
day race. Even President Juan 
Peron was among the spectators.” 

Joerns’ trip to Argentina was 
only one of his adventures in 
sports car and hot rod racing.

NAF Convention 
In 1955 Will Be 
In Fort Worth 

The National Association of 
Foremen will hold its 1955 na- 
tion-wide convention in Fort 
Worth, Wes Magnuson, NAF 
board member and superintendent 
of fabrication at Convair FW, an- 
nounced this week. 

Magnuson, who is general chair- 
man of the convention, said this 
is the first time an NAF conven¬ 
tion has been held south or west 
of St. Louis. He cited the tre- 
mendous expansion and growth of 
the Southwest as one of the key 
factors in deciding the convention 
site for 1955. 

Approximately 352 industries 
will send a total of 2,000 dele- 
gates to the week-long meet 
which will feature workshops, 
exhibits, addresses and entertain¬ 
ment. 

Headquarters will be at the 
Texas Hôtel for the delegates 
from at least 40 states. 

“We’re going to give them a 
big Texas welcome,” said Magnu¬ 
son, “and make sure this is the 
biggest and best convention on 
record.” 

NAF members from Convair 
San Diego and Pomona Divisions 
hâve already signified intent to 
help out with the convention 
planning and arrangements, as 
hâve groups from Dallas, Houston 
and Brownsville. 

“WeTe especially appréciative 
of the work Herbert Joseph and 
Joseph Watson of the Fort Worth 
Chamber of Commerce hâve done 
in helping out with local arrange¬ 
ments,said Magnuson. “They 
were quite instrumental in help¬ 
ing us hâve Fort Worth chosen 
for’the convention.” 

“There will be plenty of hard 
work needed to make this the 
best NAF convention yet,” said 
Magnuson. “We’ll be calling on 
Convair FW members for help.” 


The 16 mm film was written, 
produced and photographed as a 
joint project of the Civil Defense 
office of Convair SD’s industrial 
security, the SD public relations 
department and the SD photo¬ 
graphie laboratory. The film will 
be shown to various Convair em¬ 
ployée groups and to civic audi¬ 
ences in San Diego and elsewhere.

“Copies of the film hâve been 
forwarded to national, State and 
local Civil Defense offices as a 
means of showing how constant 
planning by industrial concerns 
can minimize danger to employ¬ 
ées during and after attack,” 
Loren Howard, Convair Civil De¬ 
fense coordinator, said. 

The movie opens with a peace- 
ful note on every day life in San 
Diego, shows the aircraft warn- 
ing System and filter center in 
operation, and how they tie in 
with Convair’s own communica¬ 
tions System. Then foilows a 


simulated alert and warning of 
“enemy aircraft.” Key men in the 
Convair organization converge on 
the control center and go into ac¬ 
tion. Dubbed in footage Lrom 
Hollywood productions gives the 
effect of actual destruction. One 
particularly effective touch in¬ 
volves a shot of the corner of 
Sixth and Broadway in downtown 
San Diego, showing the clock 
alongside the Bank of America 
building. A few seconds later, 
what appears to be the same clock 
is being buried in débris. 

When the “attack” is over Con¬ 
vair SD teams go to work, aiding 
injured, fighting fires, repairing 
“damage.” One good sequence 
shows decontamination workers 
washing down with hose and 
brooms an area dangerous be- 
cause of “radiation.” 

Convair cameramen who filmed 
the movie included Bill Orcutt, 
Mark Irwin and Bill Carter. Reed 
Hadley, radio and télévision fig¬ 
ure, is the narrator. 


Queen Elizabeth and the Duke 
of Edinburgh, visiting Australia, 
hâve been using a Convair plane, 
Reuters reports. Presumably, it 
is a TAA Convair-Liner.

A convertiplane, designated the 
XV-1, that rises straight up using 
helicopter rotars and flies for- 
ward with wings and a propeller, 
has been unveiled by McDonnell 
Aircraft and the Air Research 
and Development Command of the 
Air Force. ' 

The Wall Street Journal re¬ 
ports that the plane is 30 feet 
long, 10 feet high, with wing span 
oi 26 feet. There is room for pilot 
and three passengers. First flight 
is set for this summer. Develop- 
ers claim it is the first converti¬ 
plane to use “principle of pres¬ 
sure jets and high dise loading.” 
Each of the three blades of the 
rotar are powered by a pressure 
jet unit at the tip. A Continental 
reciprocating engine provides aid 
to the pressure jets during verti¬ 
cal flight and power to pusher 
type propeller in forward flight. 
Application of power directly to 
the blade tips éliminâtes torque 
which in conventional helicopters 
make a second rotar necessary.

National Airlines has received 
CAB approval to operate passen- 
gev helicopter service within 150 
mile radius of Miami for one 
year. The city council of Miami 
Beach, however, closed its héli¬ 
port because of complaints from 
residents about noise. NAL is re- 
ported serving other points in the 
area, however.

“I first took preliminary design 
and spécifications to Consolidated 
Aircraft. After lengthy discus¬ 
sions with Mack Laddon * . . . 
he conceded that my concept was 
within the bounds of reality. But 
Reuben Fleet, then president of 
Consolidated, said it was too 
risky.” 

Later Hughes took the project 
to Lockheed and himself financed 
manufacture. The riame of the 
plane was the Constellation.

Wall Street Journal reports 
that England’s Vickers Arm¬ 
strong Ltd. plans about 1958 or 
1959 to bring out a 600-mile an 
hour, superjet passenger trans¬ 
port. Called the V-1000, first 
planes go to the RAF. Prototype 
is to start flying this year. 

British hope the plane will sur- 
pass the Boeing “707” which is 
expected on the market about 
1957 as the first American entry 
in jet transport compétition. The 
“707” according to the Journal is 
expected to be able tô carry 80 
passengers across the Atlantic 
non-stop at 550 mph. The V-1000 
is billed as carrying 150 passen¬ 
gers on short hqhls and 100 on 
long trips. 

De Havilland is finishing its 
twenty-first and last Cornet I, 
the plane with which the British 
jumped into jet transport compé¬ 
tition. Five hâve been destroyed 
in crashes. The 44 - passenger 
Cornet II is now in production 
and the Cornet III is expected out 
in about years.

Aviation Daily quotes a high 
military source as expecting to 
see an atom-powered prototype 
flying in much less than ten 
years. The Daily points out that, 
among existing air frames, the 
B-36 and XC-99 are most likely 
candidates.

J. Y. Naish, our 
executive vice president, and I 
will continue to serve on the 
merged B o a r d of Directors 
which, of course, will be chaired 
as it is now by John Jay Hop¬ 
kins, founder of General Dy¬ 
namics Corp. 

The proposed merger was ap- 
proved unanimously by your 
Board of Directors. We, and the 
management staff of Convair, 
believe that by associating our 
own widely diversified Convair 
organization more closely with 
the e q u a 11 y diversified and 
dynamic organization of Gen¬ 
eral Dynamics Corp. we are 
strengthening our position in 
the field of prime producers 
of defense and commercial 
| products. 


As you know, General Dy¬ 
namics is already firmly estab- 
lished as a prime contractor in 
the application of nuclear 
power, making it a highly dé¬ 
sirable organization with which 
to become more closely identi- 
fied. Thus, we are about to be¬ 
come a member of an already 
very distinguished family. Our 
associâtes in the General Dy¬ 
namics organization will be 
Electric Boat, a vétéran pro- 
ducer of submarines for the 
Navy and builder of the world’s 
first atomic submarine; Can- 
adair Ltd., Canada’s leading 
aircraft manufacturer; and 
Electro Dynamic of Bayonne, 
N. J.

Defense Team' 
Objective of 
New Combine 


Directors of both companies voted this week to merge 
Consolidated Vultee Aircraft Corp. (Convair) into Gen¬ 
eral Dynamics Corp. 

The move is subject to the approval of sliare owners 
of both firms who will vote April 29. 

John Jay Hopkins, chairman of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of Convair as well as of General Dynamics, and Gen. 
Joseph T. McNarney, president of Convair, said that no 
changes in the management or officers of either company 
are contemplated. They stressed that Convair will retain 
its name, individual identity and organizational structure 
in every respect except that it will operate within the 
General Dynamics group. 


The General Dynamics group includes: Electric Boat 
Division of Groton, Conn., which employs about 6,500 pen¬ 
sons; Canadair Ltd. of Montreal, Canada, which employs 
about 11,000; and Electro Dynamic Division of Bayonne, 
N.J., employers of about 400. Added to Convair’s approxi- 
mately 45,000, this would bring together a total ap- 
proximating 63,000 member s of the General Dynamics 
“family.” 


“As a United group, General 
Dynamics and Convair will repre- 
sent one of the strongest arrns of 
the free world’s defense effort,” 
Hopkins said. 

“We are groups which are mov- 
ing swiftly in the fields of hydro- 
dynamics, aerodynamics, and nu- 
cleo dynamics and as such might 
appropriately be called, as a cor- 
porate unit, ‘Dynamics for Dé¬ 
fense/ ” 

It was significant that the pro¬ 
posai would bring doser together 
concerns which are among the 
leaders in development of atomic 
power projects, though in differ¬ 
ent fields. Electric Boat Division 
of General Dynamics is the 
builder of the world’s first 
atomic-powered vessels, the sub¬ 
marines Nautilus and Sea Wolf. 
Convair at its Fort Worth Divi¬ 
sion is pushing research and de¬ 
velopment work leading to the 
application of atomic power to 
aircraft propulsion. 

The scheduled combine also 


brings together an impressive list 
of other products. Canadair con- 
tributes T-33 jet trainers and 
F-86E Sabre jets, as well as 
forthcoming maritime versions of 
the Bristol Brittania; Electric 
Boat for many, many years has 
been the recognized national 
leader in manufacture of subma¬ 
rines; Electro Dynamic Division, 
vétéran producer of high quality 
eiectric motors; and Convair with 
its wide leadership in many fields, 
including B-36 bombers, F-102 
and XF2Y (Sea Dart) fighters, 
R3Y flying boats, T-29 trainers 
and Convair-Liner commercial 
transports, and guided missile 
development and production. 

General Dynamics’ interest in 
Convair dates from almost a year 
ago when the concern, under the 
leadership of Hopkins, acquired 
400,000 shares in Convair, the 
largest single holding. Soon there- 
after Hopkins assumed the posi¬ 
tion of chairman of the Convair 
Board of Directors, a post he has 
held continuously since then. 


Hopkins Sees Vast Production Capacity 


A concentration of air¬ 
craft production capacity 
that is unparalleled in the 
world will resuit from the 
proposed merger of Convair 
with General Dynamics 
Corp.. 

John Jay Hopkins, chairman of 
the Board of Directors of both 
companies, made this statement 
this week in a spécial interview 
for the benefit of Convair em¬ 
ployées. 


“The union of Convair with 
General Dynamics will resuit in 
a tremendously improved posi¬ 
tion,” he said. 

“Convair will hâve a far 
broader crédit base for greater 
operations and together with 
our other aircraft facilities will 
présent a production capacity 
greater than any other aircraft 
group in the world.” 

Hopkins pointed out that “in 
union there is s t r e n g t h” and 
added that the stronger concerns 


with the most advanced “know- 
how” and the greatest production 
capacities are the o n e s most 
likely to corne up with the con¬ 
tracte. 

Himself an inspiring and dy¬ 
namic leader, Hopkins painted an 
inspiring future for Convair as a 
full member of the organization 
which includes Canadair Ltd. of 
Montreal, Electric Boat of Gro¬ 
ton, Conn., and Electro Dynamic 
of Bayonne, N. J. Rather than 
diminish in importance, Convair 
will gain, he indicated. 


“In fact, I expect that ulti- 
mately General Dynamics will 
hâve two ‘home offices,’ one in 
San Diego and one in New 
York,” he said. 

“I expect the Board of Di¬ 
rectors will meet not only in 
New York but also several 
times a year in San Diego and 
also will meet in Fort Worth 
and Pomona.” 

Hopkins foresaw big advantages 
in exchange of ideas, “know-how” 
and expérience among members 
of the General Dynamics family. 


As a spécifie point in common he 
mentioned the atomic develop¬ 
ment project at Fort Worth and 
the work on atomic-powered sub¬ 
marines at Electric Boat.

Hopkins Honored For 
Rôle in Golf Open 

Récognition for Convair’s rôle 
in underwriting the 1954 San 
Diego Golf Open was directed at 
John Jay Hopkins last week 
when he received the Breitbard 
Athletic Foundation plaque at a 
meeting of the Downtown Lions 
Club, in San Diego. 

Robert Breitbard, president of 
the foundation, himself made the 
présentation, calling attention to 
the Convair Board of Directors 
chairman’s many services to 
sports, particularly golf, and ex- 
tending the community’s appré¬ 
ciation for Hopkins’ rôle in re- 
taining the Golf Open for San 
Diego. 


Convair’s first R3Y “Trade- 
wind” seaplane made its maiden 
flight Feb. 25, taking off and 
landing on San Diego Bay after 
as a routine two-hour test flight. 

The 80-ton waterbased turbo- 
prop transport took off in less 
than 30 seconds and quickly gain- 
ed an altitude of 10,000 feet with 
Pilot Don Germeraad at the Con¬ 
trols. W. J. Martin was co-pilot, 
R. G. McGeary and B. B. Gray, 
flight engineers; J. H. Mason and 
R. W. Bonney, flight test engi¬ 
neers, and E. H. Davies, instru- 
menation engineer, on the initial 
flight. 

On landing, Germeraad said the 
“handling characteristics of the 
plane were beautiful.” 

The first “Tradewind” was 
christened and launched Dec. 17 
at San Diego and is described as 
the first of a fleet of long-range, 
high-speed transports being built 
for the Navy. 

Four Allison T-40 turboprop en- 
gines of over 5,500 horsepower 
each drive contra-rotating propel- 
lers giving the R3Y a top speed 
of over 350 miles an hour.

As for Pomona Division, Hop¬ 
kins commented: 

“Production of a classified 
guided missile for the United 
States Navy increased steadily 
during 1953, meeting production 
schedules established by the . . . 
Navy Bureau of Ordnance. It is 
expected in the year ahead the 
production rate will increase. . . . 

“This Navy-owned facility is 
regarded as one of the most 
modem and best equipped plants 
of its kind in the nation.” 

Hopkins listed San Diego Di¬ 
vision products and called atten- 
ion to the F-102 as an example 
of careful product planning. 
Speaking of the air defense of 
the nation he said: 

“No mission makes greater de- 
mands of the airplane it uses than 
the one of interception. To be ef¬ 
fective, an interceptor must be 
able to seek out and destroy at- 
tacking planes night or day, rain 
or shine, at extreme altitudes and 
at supersonic speeds. And it must 
be able to do these things with 
minimum reliance on human as¬ 
sistance. 

“The Convair F-102 is the first 
plane designed in America to 
meet ail these requirements. . . . 
It is anticipated that in the years 
immediately ahead this plane will 
become the standard interceptor 
of the Air Force.” 

As for commercial business, 
Hopkins commented: 

“In commercial air transporta¬ 
tion the company’s success in 
meeting customer requirements is 
illustrated by the fact that while 
approximately 90 per cent of ail 
airline passenger trips are under 
500 miles, Convair is the only 
company now producing the kind 
of airplane which opérâtes most 
efficiently and economically as a 
first-class transport at those dis¬ 
tances—the 340 Convair-Liner.” 


“Through the years Convair has 
developed a unique sensitivity to 
the requirements of the custom- 
ers it serves,” he said. 

“Convair’s team of engineers, 
which has the responsibility of 
translating customer needs into 
actual product designs, is 
aeknowledged to be one of the 
world’s most able and diversi- 
fied,” and outlined these as in- 
cluding current engineering in¬ 
terests : 

Design and development of 
various types of guided missiles; 
application of nuclear power to 
aircraft; study of a successor to 
the model 340 Convair-Liner; de¬ 
velopment of a supersonic long- 
range bomber; development of a 
radical new type of Navy fighter 
to be announced soon; study of 
water-based commercial transport 
possibilities; study of logistic 
transport cargo aircraft possibili¬ 
ties; development of various types 
of electronic equipment, including 
missile guidance Systems, piloted 
aircraft electronic Systems and 
commercial electronic Systems 
such as Convair Charactron. 

In conclusion, Hopkins said: 

“The management deeply ap¬ 
préciâtes the diligence, loyalty 
and interest of its employées dur¬ 
ing the past year. In rendering 
faithful service in their many and 
varied tasks they hâve also served 
their country well. ...”

Dale Cromartie is chairman of 
the non-profit boat building activ- 
ity and received the first boat off 
the production line. He is being 
assisted by a number of commit- 
tee heads who purchase materials, 
handle schedules and keep books 


for the group. 

“The only cost to the builder is 
the actual cost of the materials 
going into the boat plus a small 
rental fee for the assembly site,” 
Cromartie said. “Ail major tools 
are furnished and the initial cost 
of the mold has been paid by 
CRA. At présent the total cost of 
a 16-foot model ready for finish- 
ing is $187 payable in three in- 
siallments. A finished boat of 
this type would cost about $700 
on the market.” 

Work schedules are set up so 
that each builder helps a number 
of other builders before his own 
boat is ready for the mold, a 
which time he supervises the ~ 
work of five men assigned to his 
boat. Thus each owner gets actual 
expérience before directing work 
on his own boat. Once a hull is 
completed, the owner is free to 
take it home for finishing. 

One of the unique features of 
the boat design is the use of 
Douglas Fiberglas honeycomb 
flooring. Being extremely buoy- 
ant, the honeycomb makes safety 
tanks or floats unnecessary. 

“We welcome visitors or those 
who might be interested in join- 
ing us,” Cromartie said. “It 
stands to reason that the more 
builders we get, the lower the 
final cost to each of us.” 

Because many of the new boat 
owners will need trailers for 
transporting their craft, plans 
are also underway for a coopera¬ 
tive “build-it-yourself” plant to 
turn out these, too. However, this 
Project is not being emphasized 
until the boat-building phase is 
well underway.

“They also 
like baseball, although they 
haven’t shown any preferences 
among teams. And they are also 
fond of ballet. 

“But this doesn’t necessarily 
mean that they are interested 
only in the action on the screen.

The admirai quoted from a re¬ 
port of the Commander Opera- 
tional Development Forces in 
reference to the Pomona Di¬ 
vision^ contribution to guided 
missile development and produc¬ 
tion. The report stated: 

“The observations of the oper- 
ating personnel are a very signi¬ 
fiant measure of the progress of 
this weapon’s development. Ap¬ 
préciable improvements in relia- 
bility, serviceability and opera- 
bility hâve made the weapon bet- 
ter from the point of view of 
both servicing and casualty re¬ 
pair. 

“The number of tests and test- 
ing time has significantly de- 


creased. 

“In addition, the increased 
number of available weapons has 
tended to level out the fluctuating 
workload to which the operating 
personnel were previously sub- 
jected. Effective action has been 
taken on service difficulty re¬ 
ports, although repair parts pro- 
curement is still a problem. 

“The technical, engineering, 
production and personnel prob- 
lems encountered in the weapons 
development and operation are 
thoroughly appreciated.” 

The report closes with a tribute 
to the “coopération and intelligent 
hard work which has resulted in 
the progress to date.”

On-the-Job 
Smoking Set 
For Monday 


On-job smoking, within certain definite limits, will be 
permitted at Convair San Diego starting next Monday 
morning, March 29. 

The relaxation of rules is being tried on a trial basis. 
If successful the privilège will be continued. 


Préparations for the venture 
hâve been in the Works for some 
time and hâve involved fashion- 
ing a whole new line-up of cigar¬ 
ette butt containers and ash trays 
and “Danger, No Smoking” signs 
to guard certain areas. Also there 
has been a sériés of conférences 
resulting in a carefully drawn set 
of rules, and other meetings with 
supervision to explain their en- 
forcement. 

“Some of the rules may appear 
a little strange,” Dick Wilkens, 
manager of industrial relations, 
said. “But there are valid rea- 
sons behind them ail. 

“For example, the régulation 
that smoking must stop during 
the last half hour of a shift. The 
reason, not immediately apparent, 
is so that we can safely assume 
that ail cigarettes hâve burned 
themselves out by the time the 
shift leaves the building. That 
in sures that there can be no cigar- 
ette-caused fires starting up while 
the plant is comparatively unat- 
tended. 

“That makes sense, doesn’t it?” 

Aside from the danger of fire, 
the issue uppermost in the mind 
of management is that of house- 
keeping. If the plants suddenly 
become more cluttered with ashes 
and cigarette butts, then inevi- 
tably the project will be called a 
failure and the privilège with- 
drawn. To make good housekeep- 
ing easier under the new smoking 
régime, 1,600 new cans hâve been 
built in a joint project of Dept. 
101 and plant engineering. Paint- 
ed yellow, they hâve been in use 
now for a couple of weeks. In 
addition, some 4,000 ash trays 
hâve been stamped out and dis- 
tributed, primarily to those who 
work at benches, R. F. Missman, 
plant engineering general fore- 
man, reported. 

Even the design of the new, 
large cigarette containers was the 
resuit of considérable study. It 
was evolved by a spécial commit¬ 
tee headed by Eric Johnson, as¬ 
sistant factory manager, Plant 1. 

In addition, some 1,200 signs 
“Danger, No Smoking” hâve 
made their appearance. These

'On-Job' Smoke 
Rules Listed 

The following rules which 
will govern smoking* at Con¬ 
vair San Diego hâve been 
issued to supervision: 

No smoking during the last 
half hour of a shift which is 
not folio wed by employées 
working an immediately suc- 
ceeding shift. 

No smoking in any of the 
restrooms or lounges at any 
time. 

Smoking prohibited on any 
portable platform or stand over 
48 inches high. 

Smoking prohibited in stock 
rooms except at the desks, or 
office areas. (This would in- 
clude sucli stock rooms as Re- 
ceiving Stores, Production 
Stores, Raw Stores, Line Stock- 
ing stations, etc.) 

No smoking in any upholstery 
department, except in desig- 
nated areas. 

Smoking prohibited inside, 
on, or under any aircraft or 
major coniponents. 

Smoking prohibited within 
fifty feet of any aircraft in 
field operations or an aircraft 
in a gassed status. 

Currently established rules 
pertaining to aircraft fueling 
and defueling will be obsefved. 

Smoking prohibited in any 
area which has been designated 
as a “RESTRICTED — NO 
SMOKING AREA.” 

Smoking prohibited in any 
area w here solvents, paints, etc., 
are being handled, used or 
stored. 

Butt cans will be provided 
and placed in areas as required. 
Ash trays will be provided and 
must be used. 

Butts, matches, and other 
smoking refuse shall be placed 
only in the containers provided. 
(This will be rigidly enforced 
as will ail other rules.) 

No smoking on any platform

Hopkins pointed out that this 
type aircraft has obvious possi- 
bilities as a commercial and mili¬ 
tary transport powered by turbo- 
prop engines capable of non-stop 

Atlantic flights.

“Bachelors” find living idéal in 
the nine duplex apartment units. 
Each contains two bedrooms with 
twin beds, a bathroom, living 
room and a kitchen-dining room 
combined. Rentals are much 
lower than outside housing. Many 
“residents” hâve added télévision 
(ail Los Angeles signais corne in 
clearly). 

On the base employées hâve ac- 
cess to the Post Exchange, barber 
shop, laundry and cleaning facili¬ 
ties, officer’s and enlisted men’s 
clubs and the local Bank of Amer¬ 
ica Branch. 

Spare time (after a six-day 
week!) is spent in a number of 
ways. There are two movies, a 
bowling alley, parks and picnic 
areas and a local swimming pool 
open to the public. Miles of desert 
and nearby mountain trails offer 
relaxation to those who like the 
outdoors. Fishing is a favorite 
sport and lakes and mountain 
stream often provide full creels. 

Lancaster straddles the Sierra 
Highway 75 miles north of Los 
Angeles. It is the center of Ante- 
lope Valley, a 4,000-mile area 
a half mile above sea level that 
produces poultry, agriculture and 
livestock. Summer températures 
sometimes get up to 105 degrees 
but usually the nights are cool. 
In wintertime the mercury some- 
times can drop to 20 degrees but 
the days are usually bright and 
clear. The climate is described as 
“arid” with from six to eight 
inches of moisture falling annual- 
ly, mostly from December to 
April. 

There are no city taxes in Lan¬ 
caster since it is an unincorpor- 
ated community governed by the 
Los Angeles County Board of 
Supervisors.

Copies of these 
forms were furnished to the state 
in ail cases where earnings are 
large enough to require a tax re- 
turn as required by law.

Fort Worth Engineer s Private Railway Car Brings Back 
Memories (to us Old Folks) of Travel s of the Past 

One of only threè people known in the United States to own their own private 
railroad car— 

That’s D. H. Gerbaz of Convair FW’s engineering départaient. (The others are 
Lucius Beebe, formerly a New York columnist, now a wealthy résident of Virginia 
City, Nev., and Elliott Whit e Springs, South Carolina t e xtile manufacturer.) 

Gerbaz’s car at the moment is 


in Colorado where it undergoes 
repairs during his vacations. At 
présent it is not “rail-worthy.” 

“But in a few more years, if I 
get enough work done on it,” he 
said, “I hope to be able to travel 
in it or possibly exhibit it 
throughout the country.” 

Gerbaz’s fulfillment stems from 
a childhood interest in railroads 
and, especially abandoned rail¬ 
road grades. He studied about 
them, collected items from old 
railroads and finally bought his 
own car. 

It ail happened on the way to 
Chipeta Park, summer residential 
area in Colorado. 

“I saw the car there and ne- 
gotiated to buy it,” said Gerbaz. 
“It formerly belonged to George 
W. Valérie, president and gen¬ 
eral manager of the Colorado 
Midland Railway, and was really 
quite a showpiece.” 

The wooden car is named “The 
Cascade” and was built by the 
Pullman Palace Car Co. for the 
Colorado Midland Railway. 

“The railway was later aban¬ 


doned. It was the largest aban¬ 
donnant in history,” Gerbaz ex- 
plained. 

The car is an efficiency apart- 
ment on wheels. It has its own 
heating and lighting System, bed- 
rooms, business compartment and 
dining area. There are sleeping 
accommodations for 12. 

W ails are made of highly 
polished mahogany, wild cherry, 
and quarter grain oak. Intricate 
wood working is in evidence 
throughout the car. 

“Pintsch gas was used in those 
days in the lighting fixtures,” 
said Gerbaz. “It gives off a white 
light with illumination almost 
equal to our modem lights.” 

Around the lighting fixtures 
are delicately scrolled gold-leaf 
designs. The globes over the gas 
lights are of eut glass. 

In its hey-day, the car toured 
the country on exhibition as did 
many such privately-owned cars. 

“At one time, it seemed to be 
a fad to own y our own railroad 
car,” said Gerbaz. “Some had 
pipe organs or elaborate murais. 


People like Barbara Hutton, 
Henry Ford, Cissie Patterson 
owned cars.” 

Gerbaz estimated the car will 
be fairly inexpensive to haul when 
exterior refinishing work is com- 
pleted. The price set by modem 
railroads is equal to eight first- 
class passenger fares. 

“In the meantime, Pm looking 
for the furniture, dishes and 
silver that were sold when the 
car was set aside by its owner. 

“That’s ail I need to regain 
the flavor of the days when the 
Cascade was built.” 


' Timely' Hobby Involves Collection 
Of Unique and Elderly Clocks 


If there’s one Convair FW em¬ 
ployée who has “time on his 
hands,” it’s R. R. Gordon of the 
development department. 

His hobby is collecting clocks— 
and he’s got about 125 of them— 
ail sizes, shapes and models.

Membership Climbs to 
87% in SD Con-Trib

BUILT TO FLY 
STRAIGHT UP!

point where engine and preflight 
tests were in progress. 

The airplanes referred to were 
the XFY-1 and the Lockheed 
XFV-1. They hâve been under 
construction for nearly three 
years. 

The XFY-1, as well as the 
XFV-1, is equipped with specially 
designed propellers powered by 
turbo-prop engines. The plane is 
designed to takeoff vertically 
(that is, straight up) and assume 
a normal flight position after 
getting in the air. It will also be 
in vertical position when land- 
ing, in effect “backing down” to 
earth. 

A specially designed rétractable 
seat arrangement enables the 
pilot to assume suitable positions 
for vertical as well as horizontal 
flight, so that he can remain 
upright at will. 

No performance characteristics 
of either plane were announced. 

First pictures released showed 
the XFY-1 at Convair San Diego. 
In several of them, the aircraft 
is aboard a mobile vehicle used to 
transport the plane or raise and 
lower it to different positions for 
easier maintenance. Photos show 
the XFY-l’s delta wing configur¬ 
ation. 

The aviation trade press first 
got wind of the new plane early 
last month. Since then there has 
been considérable newspaper spéc¬ 
ulation and the nickname “Pogo 
Stick” was often read. 

Press reports coincident with 
the official announcement called 
the planes “VTO” (vertical take¬ 
off) fighters and reported them 
“in the 500-600 mph class.” The 
Los Angeles Times stated the 
Lockheed ship is now at Edwards 
Air Force Base and has been 
undergoing high speed taxi tests 
with a spécial landing gear. First 
vertical takeoffs and landings are 
weeks away, the Times added. 

The press reported that both 
airplanes are Allison powered 
with twin jet turbines harnessed 
to contrarotating propellers. 

Vertical rising aircraft were 
seen by the press as capable of 
operating from the decks of cargo 
ships at sea, thus permitting a 
convoy to put up its own fighter 
cover in a matter of minutes. 
Similarly, the possibilities of oper¬ 
ating from isolated areas where 
no airports are available were 
foreseen. 

The new plane extracted some 
strong adjectives from aviation 
writers. “Fantastic” was a word 
often read and the San Diego 
Union headlines it as “Navy Un- 
vdls ‘Impossible’ Plane.” 

The Union, incidentally, said 
first flights for the XFY-1 will 
be conducted in a balloon hangar 
with the plane firmly secured in 
equipment that would allow it to 
go up and down but still be under 
close control. 

Pilot of the XFY-1 is expected 
to be J. F. (Skeets) Coleman, a 
major in the Marine Reserve and 
9 Convair test pilot for thret 
years. He was interviewed by the 
press last week along with C. B. 
Carroll, project engineer. 

The interviews brought out 
some new points. The XFY-1 will 
take off vertically, either slow or 
fast as the pilot détermines. The 
whole theory behind the plane is 
one of a high ratio of power to 
weight. Coleman could not say 
what he felt would be the neces¬ 
sary air speed for converting 
from vertical to horizontal flight. 

In vertical flight the plane will 
maneuver by the control surfaces 
reacting to the blast of air from 
the propellers, tilting the plane 
in whatever direction the pilot 
wishes to go. Speed of descent 
(“b a c k i n g down” vertically) 
would be determined by power 
setting alone. 

Rarely before has an airplane 
so intrigued the public fancy as 
the XFY-1 and the press quickly 
recognized the fact. As an ex¬ 
ample of the “play” it received, 
Collier’s carried an artist’s con-

Is Objective 

Join the “Five-For-Fif¬ 
teen Club.” It 7 ll get you a 
hundred ! 

That was the slogan at ail 
Convair Divisions today in 
préparation for next week’s 
campaign to encourage the 
purchase of $100 U. S. Sav- 
ings Bonds instead of bonds 
of lower dénominations. 

At the same time, the cam¬ 
paign is aimed at boosting gen¬ 
eral participation in bond buying 
by payroll déduction. 

Percentage of participation at 
San Diego Division now is 60 per 
cent. 

At Pomona Division, partici¬ 
pation is 74.9 per cent, only a few 
points below the 78 per cent mark 
obtained during the drive last 
July, which speaks well for the 
sign-ups among new hires. 

Briefly, the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment has pointed out to Convair 
that of ail the money regularly 
put away toward buying bonds, 
29 per cent is for bonds of $25 
dénominations. And this accounts 
for nearly 50 per cent of the 
paperwork and handling of ail 
bond purchases. Therefore, if 
Convair buyers signed up for $100 
bonds, instead of lesser dénomi¬ 
nations, a considérable saving in 
overhead would be realized by the 
government, as well as by the 
company. 

ThaPs where the “Fiv.e For 
Fifteen” idea cornes in. Déduc¬ 
tions of $5 a week, for 15 weeks, 
will resuit in a $100 bond being 
made out to purchaser. Handier 
for him, less likely to be lost, and 
more economical for the govern¬ 
ment and therefore the taxpayer. 

It is a very simple operation to 
convert your regular déduction 
to apply toward a $100 bond, in¬ 
stead of $25 or $50. Department 
clerks hâve cards and full instruc¬ 
tions on how to check them and 
turn them in. That is ail that is 
necessary. At the same time, the 
bond buyer may wish to increase 
his déduction. 

The Convair campaign will 
start Monday, April 12, and con- 
clude Friday, April 16. 

Ail non-buyers will be solicited 
and the advantages of bond buy¬ 
ing pointed out to them. There 
will be no direct solicitation of 
those already buying bonds, how- 
ever. But ail of latter, if not now 
buying $100 bonds, were asked to 
give s e r i b u s considération to 
choosing this dénomination. It’s a 
way to help the government eut 
down on its own paperwork.

'Youth Fountain' Spurts 
For Aging Tools at SD 

A “rest home” for “tired tools” has grown to maturity 

at Convair San Diego during the last eight months. _ 

As a resuit of its activities, a 


substantial volume of perishable 
tools every day gets a new lease 
on life, tools that once were dis- 
carded as useless or were sent 
elsewhere for the réhabilitation 
process. 

The “rest home” is Dept. 24-7 
(perishable tool crib) under Mar¬ 
shall Aker and its accomplish- 
ments are a further proof that 
need fathers invention, for the 
Project has involved création of 
some completely new machines. 
Ail Convair-built, by the way, and 
ail made out of salvage parts! 

“Some of them are strange- 
looking, Fil admit,” Aker said. 
“But they do a job that either we 
couldn’t get done elsewhere, or 
do it less expensively.” 

As an example of how tools 
are rejuvenated and sent back to 
the front lines, Aker mentioned 
Phillips head screw drivers and 
bits which corne in dulled, bent 
or broken and go out with new 
points and working surfaces after 
s bout 50 seconds on one of the 
machines. 

In a normal month, other ma¬ 
chines of this nature will sharpen 
and finish : a quarter-million drills 
of ail sizes; over 1,500 counter- 
sinks; 500 scraper and trim 
blades; 4,000 router bits; 200 
saw blades; and 750 abrasive 
points. Paint brushes are cleaned 
instead of discarded and files are 
bleached and made “good as new” 
on still other machines. 

But not ail work cornes to the 
“rest home.” Portable carts con- 
taining other “homemade” ma¬ 
chines go into the factory to 
clean and oil drills and rivet guns. 
Also portable are buffing ma¬ 
chines which put a new finish on 
bucking bars. 


There is no monopoly on ideas 
for these machines, Aker added. 
Any employée who thinks he has 
an idea to solve some problem is 
given every opportunity to de- 
velop his “brainchild” from parts 
he can gather from salvage once 
it is deemed worthy of adoption, j 

“There is constant demand for 
new and better machines for our 
work and we hâve several ideas 
now for ne^v equipment,” Aker 
said. “One that should save con¬ 
sidérable money and prolong the 
life of tools is a device for sharp- 
ening rotary files. 

And engineering test lab is cur- 
rently working on a battery 
charger for us to give new life 
to flashlight batteries. 

“Every machine that we are 
using has more than paid for it- 
self by helping reduce operating 
costs, reducing inventory- or help¬ 
ing provide a greater assortment 
of perishable tools on hand at any 
time.”

Miniature Boat 
Race Pioneered 
By Pomona Club 

Tiny radio - controlled s p e e d 
boats, some only a foot long, pow- 
ered by “vest pocket” engines, 
stole the attention last month of 
the Ava-Toros, CRA model air- 
plane club at Convair Pomona. 

“Although boats may seem a 
far cry from airplanes, there is 
enough similarity in principle—in 
models, at least—that when our 
club was offered the opportunity 
to sponsor a contest, we jumped 
at the chance,” Dick Everett, CRA 
commissioner, said. The contest 
was held March 8 at Fairmont 
Park in Riverside. 

“We liave reason to believe that 
the contest was the first of its 
kind held anywhere in the world, 
which was another good reason 
for sponsoring the meet,” he 
added. “The boats were required 
to navigate a pre - determined 
course, marked by 23 buoys. Boats 
were steered from the shore by 
means of radio Controls,” 

Boats varied from about a foot 
long, with a tiny scale model fuel 
engine with only .049 cubic inch 
displacement, to over four feet in 
length with almost one full horse- 
power engine. Radios used for 
control also' varied, ranging from 
small home-built one-tube sets to 
complicated three-tube, five-chan- 
nel sets for proportional control 
and different engine speeds. 

Ted Bronikowski of Dept. 51, 
although plagued with fuel prob- 
lems during the contest, won sec¬ 
ond prize for the craftsmanship 
of his model. R. L. Brown, Dept. 
51, served as contest director, 
and Frank LaHorgue and Paul 
Strona, Ava-Toros junior mem¬ 
bers, stroked ail day in a row 
boat, retrieving lost models and 
replacing marker buoys. The con¬ 
test, open to ail Southern Califor- 
nians, was won by Charles 
Thompson, first, Brett Page, sec¬ 
ond, and Bill Atwood, third. 


Upwards of 175 Convair San 
Diego students are attending col¬ 
lege one night each week this 
semester through a new coopera¬ 
tive training arrangement be- 
tween Convair and San Diego 
State College. 

Now in its second semester, 
the program is aimed at offering 
college level courses to employées 
in subjects directly related to in¬ 
du stry.

Neal Lamb, assistant to the 
chief of material, was the first 
instructor under the arrange¬ 
ment, teaching “Aircraft Material 


Management” during the past fall 
semester. 

A. P. Higgins, Works manager 
at Plant 2, is scheduled to teach 
“Airframe Tooling and Manufac- 
turing” during the next fall term. 

“Our aim is to foster a pro¬ 
gram in which one or more sub¬ 
jects will be offered each semes¬ 
ter,” said Tom Wills, division 
executive development adminis- 
trator. “To date, everyone is 
pleased with the arrangement. 
State is happy that their students 
are being offered a practical ap- 
proach to industry through in- 
structors with know-how gained 
through years of expérience. Con¬ 
vair profits by utilizing State’s 
facilities and extensive educa- 
tional background.” 

Wills also pointed out that 
studies are now being made to 
détermine if additional courses 
migfit be added later so that stu¬ 
dents with the necessary educa- 
tional background might work to- 
ward a Master’s degree in man¬ 
agement. 

Convair employées attending 
these courses pay a nominal tui- 
tion fee upon enrollment which is 
rcfunded by the company upon 
successful completion, Wills 
added.

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Handwriting Analyst Says Slant of Letters and Loops 
Are Telltale Clues to Individual Character Traits

bet you don’t part with your 
money unless you hâve a good 
reason,” Guinn said. 

Guinn next looks for self-de- 
termination of the person in- 
volved as expressed in the pres¬ 
sure and fullness of the letters. 

He also finds many other traits 
in individual characteristics of 
letters. By the formation of cer¬ 
tain letters he may find a love 
of beauty, optimism, pessimism or 
ability to get along with people. 

“These characteristics usually 
stay with the individual through- 
out his life,” Guinn remarked. 

Guinn finds that f’s and h’s 
hâve a spécial significance in a 
person’s handwriting as do d’s, 
nrs and n’s. 

“Even points like the height 
of a loop above the line in rela¬ 
tion to the loop below the line 
reveal traits. 

“Practically everything you 
Write unconsciously shows your 


character development. And the 
signature is the ‘top hat and 
tails’—the final payoff.” 

Handwriting will change over 
a period of years or even in sev- 
eral months. At times this change 
is brought about by emotional 
strains or shocks. Often the hand¬ 
writing will, over a length of 
time, regain many of its former 
characteristics. 

Among famous people whose 
handwriting he has analyzed are 
Alf Landon, William Allen White, 
Haile Selassie. 

Guinn wisely professes no 
daims of fortune telling through 
his “graphic-analysis.” 

Another feature of Guinn’s 
hobby is in the analysis itself. 
He never tells people about un- 
desirable traits that are re- 
vealed. 

“I don’t feel they hâve bad 
traits,” said Guinn. “It’s ail just 
misdirected effort.” 


Undersea Career Ended, Diver 


Prefers Pomona's Dry Land

Writers in the vicinity of W. 
E. Guinn, internai audit, had 
best watch out! There’s an an¬ 
al yst in their midst. 

Guinn, a student of handwrit¬ 
ing, gets a terrifie insight into 
other people’s characters and 
personalities through their pen- 
manship. 

“The most accurate way to 
make an analysis of a person’s 
character through their hand¬ 
writing is with samples over a 
period of years,” said Guinn. 
“These reveal the development of 
traits.” 

When Guinn first looks at a 
writing sample, he notices the 
slant of the letters. By this, and 
with the aid of a small plastic 
diagram he designed, he déter¬ 
mines the emotional control of 
the individual. The range is from 
A to F. 

“If the slant of the letters 
runs to about the B mark or a 
little beyond, it’s a pretty sure

Crosby, however, was not the 
victim of overeating or an over- 
active thyroid. The “clothes” 
were a U. S. Navy deep sea 
diver’s suit, weighing over 200 
lbs., and Crosby wore them regu- 
larly as a rated Navy diver dur- 
ing a period of eight years. For 
a good part of this time he was 
one of a group of divers who 
helped with the development of 
many of the standard diving prac¬ 
tices used by the Navy today. 

“I was attached to the Navy’s 
Experimental Diving Unit in 
Washington, D.C., for about three 
years, and among other projects 
we were experimenting with the 
use of a helium-oxygen mixture 
in the breathing apparatus of 
divers,” Crosby recalled. “Use of 
this mixture did much to lessen 
the possibility of bends and nitro- 
gen narcosis, two of the dangers 
to which divers are exposed.” 

Crosby was also one of the 
first divers to use the helium- 
oxygen mixture in an actual deep- 
water salvage operation. When 
the USS Squalus (pronounced 
Squaylus), a Navy submarine, 
sank off the New England coast 
during a training dive May 23, 

1939, he was one of several divers 
from the Experimental Diving 
Unit rushed to the scene to assist 
with rescue and salvage opera¬ 
tions. 

Although he did not participate 
in the rescue itself—which inci- 
dentally was the first time the 
McCann rescue chamber was used 
to effect an actual rescue—he 
made about 25 dives during the 
successful salvage operation, 
many of them to depths of over 
240 feet. 

For his part in the operation, 

Crosby was awarded the Navy 


Cross and was promoted to chief 
boatswains mate. 

“I distinguished myself by get- 
ting a severe case of the bends,” 
Crosby said. “I had made a dive 
to 240 feet and apparently I made 
the return trip to the surface too 
rapidly, although 1 went through 
the normal décompression pro¬ 
cedure.” 

Nitrogen in the bloodstream, 
the cause of bends, also had a 
narcotic effect on divers. Work¬ 
ing in deep water they could re- 
member only the simplest of in¬ 
structions, and sometimes they did 
or said odd things. 

“One diver started calling foot¬ 
ball signais, and another report- 
ed Tm going aft after I eut my 
lifeline and air hose,’ ” Crosby 
said. “Needless to say, those 
divers were brought to the sur¬ 
face as rapidly as possible.” 

Soon after the salvage opera¬ 
tion was completed, Crosby was 
promoted to warrant officer and 
transferred to the USS Yorktown. 
He remained with the ship until 
it was sunk during the Battle of 
Midway in 1942. At that time 
he suffered a back injury that 
eventually led to his retirement 
from the Navy in 1947, as a lieu¬ 
tenant commander. 

Crosby made his last dive while 
serving aboard the Yorktown, 
when he went over the side to 
détermine damage following the 
Battle of the Coral Sea. Since 
his retirement, Crosby seldom 
goes near the océan, even for 
fishing. 

“I saw enough water in my 17 
years of sea duty to last me for 
a long time,” Crosby said. “Now 
I can get a mild case of seasick- 
ness from just thinking about 
water.”

Fifteen-Year Mystery Solved as 
1 Case of Lost Shareholder Ends 


Convair’s own “missing persons bureau,” whose con- 
cern is usually over “lost” shareholders, last month 
“broke” its most baffling case. 


It involved a shareholder who 
had been out of touch with the 
company for 15 years. 


The man who directed the last 
ten years of the search and who 
uitimately solved the case is Ed- 
mund Burke, corporate secretary 
of Convair; and the story of how 
he did it is a marvel of dogged 
détective work and refusai to ac- 
cept failure. 

Most corporations hâve a num- 
ber of “missing” shareholders who 
hâve been “lost” through their 
failure to report changes of ad- 
dress. Thanks to the efforts of 
the secretary’s office in remind- 
ing shareholders of their respon- 
sibility, Convair has remarkably 
few. But it hasn’t been easy over 
the years and the files contain a 
number of instances such as this, 
though none of so long a dura¬ 
tion. 

Sometime prior to December, 
1938, one Richard E. Cobb was 
on the books of Consolidated 
Aircraft Corp. as the owner of 
two shares of common stock. 
At that time a dividend check 
was mailed to him in Mt. 
Clemens, Mich., but was return- 
ed “addressee unknown.” Ef¬ 
forts to contact him began 
Jan. 17, 1939. R. A. Stanberry, 
then corporation secretary, sent 
letters to this address trying to 
trace him. Except that he ap- 
peared to be in the Air Force, 
nothing much had been de- 
veloped by 1944 when Burke 
became intrigued by the case. 

Keeping track of shareholders 
is only one phase of the activi¬ 
tés of the secretary’s office, 
but as the years went on Burke 
began to regard this case as a 
Personal challenge. His efforts 
were in vain until 1947 when 
he learned from the Adjutant 
General’s office in the War 
Department that one Richard 
E. Cobb, a reserve captain, had 
gone to inactive duty and his

Samaritan 
Welcomed 
In Capital 

Convair’s first C-131A air 
évacuation transport was turned 
over to the Air Force late last 
month after setting a new un- 
olficial transcontinental twin-en- 
gine speed record on its delivery 
flight. 

The “Flying Samaritan,” with 
Col. Stephen P. Dillon, AF plant 
représentative at San Diego, at 
the Controls, flew nonstop from 
San Diego to Washington, D. C., 
in eight hours, 10 minutes.

Taking off from Lindbergh 
Field at 7 a.m. March 24, the 
C-131A carried a 14,000-pound 
payload (the équivalent of 15 
litter patients with ail necessary 
food and medical supplies) over 
the route of 2,530 statute miles at 
an average speed of 309 miles per 
hour. 

Also aboard from Convair were

president; Harvey Tafe, assistant 
to the director of contracts-mili- 
tary; Nelson Fuller of public re¬ 
lations; Art Savard, assistant 
Project engineer; Jim Northrop, 
service représentative; James Wil¬ 
liams of field operations and John 
Lockwood of contracts. 

Formai acceptance ceremonies 
were held March 26 at Washing- 
ton’s National Airport with top 
Air Force and civilian officiais 
attending.

The field of propulsion offers

nitely under water at a speed in 
excess of 20 knots.

Transfer of Col. Dillon ends 
more than eight years of close 
association with Convair, both at 
Fort Worth and San Diego Divi¬ 
sions, during which he played a 
major rôle in development of 
such aviation greats as the B-36 
and the fortheoming F-102 delta 
wing interceptor, as well as new 
models of the T-29 Air Force 
trainer. 

The colonel was first assigned 
to duty with Convair in January, 
1946, at Fort Worth. He was 
newly wearing a major’s leaves 
and the XB-36, the first of the 
airplanes that later hâve become 
a by-word around the world and a 
powerful force in international 
affairs, was not yet completed. 
That airplane first flew on Aug. 
8, 1946. The next month (Sept. 
19) Dillon took it up himself, be- 
coming the first military airman 
to pilot a B-36. 

Since then he lias spent many 
an hour in B-36s, as chief of AF 
Flight Operations at Fort Worth 
and later when he test flew B-36s 
modernized at San Diego. 

The B-36 modernization pro- 
gram was just getting under way 
at San Diego when Dillon was 
transferred to the coast as Air 
Force plant représentative in June 
of 1950. He brought with him 
important “know-how” vital to 
the project and his direction con- 
tinued until the last B-36 left San 
Diego in late 1952. Meanwhile, 
however, the coming of the F-102

XF-92A to be Displayed, 
Then Enter AF Muséum

concern of three men, Assistant 
Chief Engineer Frank W. Davis 
(now FW chief engineer), Chief 
Design Engineer Adolph Burstein 
(now chief of Systems analysis at 
SD), and Chief of Aerodynamics 
Ralph H. Shick (now SD chief of 
aerodynamics). They q u i c k 1 y 
determined that a brand new con¬ 
figuration was called for to meet 
the performance requirements and 
Burstein was first to advocate the 
delta wing, though ail three con- 
tributed to the final solution, 
Early research by the N.A.C.A. 
in the 1930s, as well as captured 
reports of the Lippisch program 
in Germany, aided the Convair 
engineers, and learning that Lip¬ 
pisch was at Wright-Patterson 
AFB, Shick arranged a confér¬ 
ence with the German delta ex¬ 
pert and became convinced that 
Convair was on the right track. 

For an outlay of little more 
than $150 they built a wind tunnel 
model and data gained from it 
was so impressive that the Air 
Force “bought” the delta wing 
idea. Further wind tunnel test¬ 
ing eventually resulted in a .go- 
ahead for a full-scale- airplane 
and Thomas M. Hemphill was 
named project engineer. (Hemp¬ 
hill, a project engineer at SD, has 
been ill since November.) Named 
the 7002 project, it was truly a 
pioneering venture. Lippisch had 
constructed a delta wing glider, 
but it had never flown. Further- 
more, none of the German models 
was a true delta; the sweepback 
was considerably less than 60 de- 
grees, and the wings were much 
thicker than required for ultra 
high speed performance. 

Faced with a limited budget in 
time and money, the builders 
helped solve the problem by util- 
izing parts of some five other 
airplanes in constructing the 
Model 7002. Work started at 
Downey, but shifted to San Diego 
in 1947 as the Downey Division 
closed down. By late November 
of that year the plane was com¬ 
pleted and began full-scale wind 
tunnel tests at Moffett Field, 
Calif. It later was returned to 
San Diego for installation of a 
J-33-A-23 turbojet engine and 



then shipped to Muroc (now Ed¬ 
wards Air Force Base) for flight. 
Taxi testing started in May of 
1948 and the first flight took 
place Sept. 18, with E. D. Shan- 
non (now SD’s chief of experi¬ 
mental flight) at the Controls. 

Within a year, the 7002 was ac¬ 
cepted officially by the Air Force 
and designated the XF-92A re¬ 
search interceptor. Later it was 
returned to San Diego for instal¬ 
lation of a more powerful engine, 
an Allison J-33-A-29 rated at 
5,200 pounds thrust plus after- 
burner. 

Late in 1951 the airplane was 
back at Edwards for testing by 
Air Force pilots and then, in 
1952, by N.A.C.A. experts. It 
made its last flight late in 1953.

“He suggested we go dancing 
when we got to Belgrade but 
I coyly demurred. After having 
been frightened once by ‘For¬ 
eign Intrigue’ on TY I hâve 
been cautious. And anyway, 
somewhere in second year Latin 
it said beware of a Greek bear- 
ing gifts . . 

* * * 

En route to Belgrade by a J AT 
DC-3, Clause described the Sava 
plain as “covered with snow whip- 
ped into great drifts” and except 
for “the narrow towns clustered 
along the roads and the irregu- 
larity of farm boundaries it was 
reminiscent of flying over Kansas 
and Nebraska in winter.” 

* * * 

Clause wrote that he knew 
when they passed oved the Aus- 
tro-Jugoslav border because a 
stewardess appeared with a bottle 
of sljivovica. Eruditely, Clause 
explains: 

“The farmers raise many pîums 
in this country. So many they 
cannot eat them ail. If plums were 
potatoes it would be possible to 
dye them purple and feed them to 
the swine. But the plums are al- 
ready purple, so this is not prac- 
ticable; and in preserving fruit 
occasionally it will spoil and make 
someone ill. So, the farmers 
through a time-honored process 
alter the nature of the plum so 
that it may be preserved and yet 
not spoil, an antiseptie quality be¬ 
ing infused during the mutation. 
During the long winter nights the 
farmer thus can enjoy the plums. 
Sometimes it is necessary to call 
in a neighbor or two to help. 

“Sljivovica is produced in 
various grades of potency. The 
highest strength, apparently 
preserving the essence of the 
stone as well as the fruit, may 
be readily identified by the 
marked tendency of both feet to 
leave the floor after the first 
swallow. 

“The noted aviation editor, 
Wayne Parrish, has said that 
after a drink or two of sljivovica, 
the Danube, which is actually of 
brownish hue, appears blue. (It 
might be further explained that 
after several drinks, the Danube 
doesn’t even appear.)” 

* * * 

Dining at a Belgrade restaurant 
the orchestra played a native 
song. It was described as “a very 
sad one about a Macedonian boy 
who had to go to America to earn 
enough money to buy a bride.” 

Shortly after he arrived in 
Belgrade ice in the Danube and 
Sava rivers began to break up 
and authorities helped the pro¬ 
cess along with dynamite blasts 
day and night, causing Clause 
to speculate that “there must 
be a lot of deaf sturgeon in the 
Danube after this.” 

Clause’s parting note regards 
coffee which in Jugoslavia is pre- 
pared in the Turkish manner, 
forming a brew that he personally 
likes. But “it does not seem this 
is the case with other Americans 
here. Scanning the mail boxes in 
the hôtel, it is possible to get an 
idea of the American population 
here by the number of instant 
coffee jars in the boxes.”

Made of Fiberglas 


Fort Worth Boat Racer Hoping 
For Speed Mark in New Hull 


A Fiberglas hydroplane that 
may revolutionize the speed boat 
business keeps things buzzing on 
Lake Worth these days. 

The fast-moving craft is Tom 
Davis’ “Tomcat,” successor to the 
wooden “Tomcat” he raced last 
year. (Convairiety, Aug. 26,1953.) 

Last year, Davis, of Dept. 47 
at FW, approached Ernie Costan¬ 
tino and Bill Kelly of FW Dept. 
31, about building a Fiberglas 
hydroplane. (Kelley and Costan¬ 
tino in their spare time, specialize 
in boat-building under the name 
of Surf craft.) Plans and designs 
were made and work began. For 
Kelly and Costantino, it was an 
experiment. For Davis it was a 
dream that might lead to winning 
races. 

The boat incorporâtes features 
of other successful hydroplanes 
and has a few innovations of its 
own. 

“Tomcat has a wooden frame 
inside the hull to counteract vi¬ 
bration,” said Costantino. “If 
there’s too much vibration, the 
glass might become brittle and 
crack.” 

The engine is set in one-inch 
mahogany runners. The sponsons 
(ski-like stabilizers on the bot- 
tom and sides on which the boat 
runs) are also braced with wood. 

“We used three-eighths inch 
plywood on the stern and the bot- 
tom,” said Kelly, “where much of 
the strain is concentrated.” 

Magnésium castings were used 
for engine mounts, rudder 
brackets and such to eut down on 
weight, and at the same time in- 
crease strength. 

“And still another Fiberglas ad- 
vantage,” said Davis, “is that the 
boat won’t absorb water. That 
means we won’t hâve to lift it 
out of the water between races, as 


is necessary with wooden boats.” 

“Tomcat” weighs 1,165 pounds, 
and is 17 feet long, eight feet 
wide at the sponsons. Davis is us- 
ing the same souped-up Mercury 
engine from the old boat. It has 
210-220 horsepower. 

Six-hundred pounds of plaster 
of Paris were used in forming the 
female mold. This alone took 
about two and a half months. 

“We’re ail tired of looking at 
it,” said Costantino. 

But anyone seeing the boat for 
the first time might wonder how 
anyone would ever tire of it. The 
bottom of the sleek hydroplane is 
a shiny black. Above this is the 
white deck with a black engine 
cowling. The number F-95 is out- 
lined in bright red. 

In action, the hydroplane looks 
like a streak of jet-propelled 
lightning. Davis got the boat up 
to 90 miles an hour at Lake 
Worth and is planning on kicking 
it up to speeds in excess of 100 
mph.

Furnaces Hot Spot 
Has Got Hotter as 
It's Been Developed

While Convair has had the solar 
furnace only about 18 months, it 
has been aiding scientific research 
for a number of years dating 
back to a little known project of 
World War II. 

The 120-inch furnace was built 
during this period for the AC 
Spark Plug Division of General 
Motors with the coopération of 
the Aluminum Company of Amer¬ 
ica. Originally, 16 reflecting sec- 
tors of quarter-inch sheet alumi¬ 
num gave it a saucer-sized hot 
spot of up to 2,000 degrees tem¬ 
pérature. 

After the war, when it became 
surplus, it was moved to Rock- 
hurst College in Kansas City, Mo., 
and used in scientific studios by 
its designer, Willi Conn. Having 
reshaped the mirror to obtain a 
smaller hot spot and much higher 
température, he perfected the 
technique of controlling * and 
measuring the extreme heat ac- 
curately. Later Convair purchased 
the furnace and further modified

What's an Emergency? Sometimes 
It's Tough to Rule in Granting Aid 

“No emergency? How can you say that? 

“Sure I haven’t been sick and a fire hasn’t destroyed my home, 
but Fm behind in my rent and behind in my grocery bill and if I 
don’t raise some money FU lose my télévision set and my piano and 
my car and my washing machine and the new dryer I bought last 
week . . . And you say it’s no emergency!” 


Although she has heard many 
variations of this theme during 
the ten months of Emergency Aid 
operations at San Diego, attrac¬ 
tive and blonde Molly Doweil con¬ 
tinues to maintain her good 
humor and courteous good sense: 

“Fm sorry, but we can’t con- 
sider this for emergency aid. It 
sounds as though you are living 
beyond your income. ...” 

It's Mrs. DowelFs task to do 
the interviewing and get the facts 
of each application for emergency 
help at San Diego. IFs often a 
thankless task, too, and sometimes 
no amount of explaining seems to 
make an impression. Almost al- 
ways it requires the patience of 
Job and now and then a trace of 
Solomon’s practical wisdom. Be- 
cause Mrs. Dowell is dealing with 
human nature and human frail- 
ties. Sympathetic though she is, 
somewhere she—and members of 
the committee that pass on her 
decisions—must draw the line. 

However, for those whose cir- 
cumstances truly make them 
eligible for emergency help—as 
well as those that do not—Mrs. 
Dowell can offer a wealth of com¬ 
passion and keen advice. 

Mrs. Dowell has been with Con- 
vair nearly four years, though 
she has been connected with avia¬ 
tion for more than a score of

years. She even ran an airport 
of her own in Chicago, once upon 
a time, and conducted flying 
schools with her aviator husband. 
Through expérience she has gain- 
ed a shrewd insight into human 
nature and her “batting average” 
on emergency cases reflects it. 

Never y et has the committee 
failed to agréé with her analysis 
of a case, though on two occa¬ 
sions the amount of the grant was 
changed. (Even then, she had at- 
tached a question mark, indicat- 
ing doubt in her own mind.) 

“Many cases are referred by 
their foremen or others, and many 
corne direct to me because they 
wish to keep their circumstances 
confidential,” Mrs. Dowell said. 
“We never betray their confi¬ 
dence. However, some inquiry is 
necessary to verify conditions and 
this we make as tactfully as pos¬ 
sible, usually by interview and 
téléphoné, though sometimes I 
visit the home itself.” 

Working closely with Mrs. 
Dowell is Frank Pickard, commit¬ 
tee chairman. After he and Mrs. 
Dowell reach an évaluation of a 
case, it is referred to the Emer¬ 
gency Aid committee for action. 
Members of the Con-Trib-Club 
committee serve on this body in 
rotation. 

“Sometimes applicants for aid 
are themselves Con-Trib mem¬ 
bers. Often they are not. Some¬ 
times they join after receiving 
help and sometimes they do not. 
Sometimes we even advise them 
not to join until they are better 
able financially to carry their part 
of the load,” Pickard commented. 
“In any event, we play no fa¬ 
vorites.” 

Thus far, emergency aid has 
been extended to 284 separate in- 
dividuals or families.

Emergency Aid 
Spending Runs 
Beyond Income 

Convair San Diego’s Emergency 
Aid program is facing the neces- 
sity for a “belt tightening” proc- 
ess, sooner or later. 

Now nearly 10 months old, the 
program—if spending continues 
at its présent rate—will be “in 
the red” $4,000 by the time it is 
a year old this summer. 

“That isn’t as serious as it 
sounds, because we started with 
a lump sum of $14,500,” Frank 
Pickard, Emergency Aid chair¬ 
man, explained. “However, we are 
spending more than our month to 
month income, and that can’t go 
on indefinitely.” 

Emergency Aid receives 10 per 
cent of the total amount contrib- 
uted to Con-Trib-Club. This is 
an arbitrary figure and the maxi¬ 
mum that will be permitted by 
the Treasury Department with- 
out jeopardizing Con-Trib-Club’s 
status as a tax exempt organiza- 
tion. 

Latest report on aid covers the 
period Feb. 21 through March 30, 
during which time expenditures 
totaled $2,025.64 and aid averaged 
$65.34 per case. A breakdown of 
emergency grants showed: insur- 
ance, $42.32; medical, $141.50; 
groceries, $230; rent, $975.02; 
hospital, $447 ; miscellaneous, 
$189.80. 

The number of cases in this 


period showed: 

New applications . 31 

Cases counseled. 53 

Cases approved. 22 

Cases rejected. 1 

Cases withdrawn. 2 

Cases pending. 6 

Previous cases aided . 9 


Originally, the thought behind 
the emergency aid program was 
to provide food, shelter and cloth- 
ing to those in desperate financial 
straits through no fault of their 
own but caused by illness or some 
catastrophe that couldn’t be an- 
ticipated. In some cases, particu- 
larly where children hâve been in- 
volved, a liberal interprétation 
has been taken, in order to help 
a family over a rough spot. 

However, in view of the obvious 
financial outlook, members of the 
Con-Trib-Club committee at their 
last meeting scheduled a spécial 
gathering to consider a new set 
of rules to govern eligibility for 
emergency help.

Convair’s fiscal year, which pre- 
viously has dated from Dec. 1 to 
Nov. 30, is being changed to con- 
form with the calendar year, D. 
T. Fisher, Convair controller, an- 
nounced this month. This means 
that henceforth the fiscal year 
will start Jan. 1. Accounting 
throughout the corporation is 
being adjusted to conform, includ- 
ing budget realignment. 


To nearly ail the men and 
women who carry Convair identi¬ 
fication cards, the naine Convair 
means Fort Worth or San Diego 
or Pomona or Daingerfield, or 
a combination of ail four. 

But to the customers in Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., Convair is likoly to 
be associated with a six-room 
suite on the top floor of the 
World Center Building at the cor¬ 
ner of 16th and K Streets in the 
nation’s capital. 

That is the location for Con¬ 
vair’s Washington Office, the 
company’s “embassy” at the seat 
of government. 

A Convair traveler returning 
from a recent business trip de- 
scribed it as “a contracts office, 
a sales department, technical li- 
brary, liaison center, travel bu¬ 
reau, intelligence center, téléphoné 
and telegraph office, ail sur- 
rounded by a Grand Central Sta¬ 
tion atmosphère. It’s Convair in 
a capsule. ...” 

“Embassy” personnel number 
seven. There are R. B. (Swannie) 
Swanson, Washington Office man¬ 
ager, Air Force, and J. P. (Joe) 
Shaw, Washington Office man¬ 
ager, Navy. Both hâve been with 
Convair 11 years and botii are 
widely known in military and 
CAA circles as well as in other 
governmental and industrial 
fields. 

Assisting Shaw as office repré¬ 
sentative, Navy, is William H. 
Mollering, who has been with 
Convair 11 years; and assisting 
Swanson as office représentative, 
Air Force, is George J. Vila, 
whose Convair career dates back 
seven years. 

And there are three secretaries, 
Lauretta H. Schultz (formerly 
secretary to E. F. Jones, assistant 
to the Convair president at San 
Diego), who has been with Con¬ 
vair three years; Ann T. Talta¬ 
vull, with the company two years; 
and Helen L. Wheeler, who joined 
at Washington a few months ago. 

The staff reports to J. G. 
Zevely, corporate director of con¬ 
tracts at San Diego.

The Washington Office isn’t the 
only “embassy” maintained by 
Convair, however. There also is 
the Dayton Office, located in 
Dayton, Ohio, home of the Air 
Materiel Command. A large pro¬ 
portion of Convair’s business 
originates at these two points. 

The Washington Office is al- 
most in the “customer’s back- 
yard,” as one staff member said. 
It’s just three short blocks from 
the White House. The four men 
of the Washington Office are 
equally at home in the Pentagon, 
the Navy, State department, for- 
eign embassies and countless gov¬ 
ernment offices. 

The “Grand Central Station” 
atmosphère stems from the con¬ 
stant coming and going of Con¬ 
vair officiais on business; and also 
from the continuons activity. 
Phone calls average 300 daily— 
that’s more than one and a half 
each minute—and 50 telegrams 
arrive or are dispatched each day.

Share owners of both corporations late last week voted 
to merge Consolidated Vultee Aircraft Corp. (Convair) 
into General Dynamics Corp. 

The action had been agreed upon by directors of both 
companies on March 1. 


Home Outlines Convair 
Guided Missile Success 

An operational Convair-produced anti-aircraft missile 
is now undergoing thorough service tests in the field, 
Charles F. Horne, manager of the Pomona Division, told 
members of the Air Force Association last month at Santa 

Monica. 

In his first public address deal- 
ing at any length with Convair 
activities in the missile field, 
Horne said “results hâve been 
excellent”; and regarding the 
number of “hits” on a target 
added: “I do not intend to dis¬ 
close that figure. . . . But I feel 
it is within reason to state that 
our missile lias been very suc- 
cessful.” 

Missiles hâve become opera¬ 
tional weapons and they hâve to 
be reckoned with in any planning 
of future combat, Horne told the 
associations California Wing, al- 
though he cautioned: “No matter 
how good they look on paper, and 
in field tests, guided missiles can- 
not now supplant the proven wea¬ 
pons of warfare.” 

Horne pointed out that accom- 
plishments in the missile field 
hâve not corne over night, how- 
ever. After stating that Convair 
has “at least one” missile now 
being service tested in the field, 
he said: 

“But from drawing board to

Hopkins Sees Increased Strength 
From General Dynamics Merger

of the merger for both units,” 
Hopkins continued, “will be an in¬ 
creased financial strength, an 
interchange of engineering know- 
how, an ability to shift the work 
load in order to keep ail General 
Dynamics facilities going full 
blast, and the bringing together 
of outstanding management, fi¬ 
nancial, production and sales 
people.” 

The new General Dynamics 
board held its first meeting in 
Washington, D.C. 

General Dynamics’ history as 
the first and major private Amer¬ 
ican producer of submarines for 
the U.S. Navy and other nations 
was climaxed in January with the 
launching of the world’s first 
atomic powered submarine, “USS 
Nautilus.” Construction of the 
second nuclear sub, “Sea Wolf,” 
is underway at the corporation^ 
Electric Boat Division shipyard 
in Groton, Conn. 

In 1947 the firm gained a 
strong position in the aircraft 
industry when it acquired Cana- 
dair Limited of Montreal, the 
largest plane producer in Canada, 
as a subsidiary. 

More than 1000 F-86E Sabre 
Jets hâve corne off Canadair’s 
production lines for the Royal 
Canadian Air Force and the NA¬ 
TO nations, and in February the 
Canadian government awarded 
Canadair a contract for a mari¬ 
time reconnaissance version of 
the four-engined Bristol “Brit- 
annia.” 

Convair, with four plants lo- 
cated at San Diego and Pomona, 
California, and Fort Worth and 
Daingerfield, Texas, is one of the 
largest aircraft manufacturing 
facilities in the world. Designing, 
manufacturing and selling air¬ 
craft and guided missiles for mili- 
tary use, and transport airplanes 
for commercial use, it also is 
carrying out research and devel¬ 
opment on the technique of apply- 
ing atomic power to aircraft. 

The builder of the famed B-36 
intercontinental bomber, Convair 
now has in production the super- 
sonic, Delta-Wing F-102 intercep- 
tor, the new 350 miles-per-hour, 
80 ton, water-based Navy R3Y 
“Tradewind” transport, and the 


T-29 Air Force navigational 
trainer. Other Convair projects 
are the water-based, Delta-Wing 
XF2Y “Sea Dart” Navy fighter, 
a supersonic long-range bomber 
for the Air Force, and a new 
Navy VTO vertical rising fighter 
that was announced in March. At 
its Pomona plant, production of 
a classified guided missile for the 
U.S. Navy is increasing steadily. 
The commercial Convair-Liners, 
now flown by 31 andines, are the 
standard around the world for 
short and medium range opera¬ 
tions.

years.” 

He went back to the close of 
World War II “when it became 
apparent to the military services 
that anti-aircraft artillery—even 
with proximity fuse — was not 
enough to stop enemy bombers 
before they could do serious dam¬ 
age.” 

“The Bumblebee project was 
conceived by the Navy in 1944 to 
answer this need . . . Convair en- 
tered the program the following 
year as an associate contractor 
with the Applied Physics Labora- 
tory of The Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity. This project led eventu- 
ally to the présent missile.” 

Although the nation had three 
components—rocket motor, auto- 
matic pilot and guidance System 
—they were bulky and unpredict- 
able. The problem was how to 
squeeze them into a missile fuse¬ 
lage that could carry a warhead 
at supersonic speeds. 

“Convair, called on to make its 
first control vehicle in June, 1945, 
flew the prototype for 13 seconds 
the next month. The first super¬ 
sonic vehicle was started in Au- 
gust and fired in November. 

“But it took 18 months before 
a supersonic vehicle was launched 
—successfully. The first success- 
ful shipboard f i r i n g was not 
achieved until 1951. . . 

“Remember, that this was an 
entirely new field. . . . There was 
no precedent—no expérience.” 

There was model after model 
and refinement after refinement 
before a dependable weapon was 
reached, Horne recalled, and even 
then it had to adapt itself to 
manufacture. 

One of the first factories ever 
specifically engineered for guided 
missile production on a large 
scale, the Pomona plant “was 
built in peace but geared for 
war,” Horne said. Production 
rate is secret, he pointed out but 
added “that this missile is being 
produced at the rate the Navy 
desires at this time and can be 
produced at a greater rate if 
necessary.” 

Horne outlined Convair’s battle 
with the myriad problems of 
quantity manufacture but said 
they were met and mastered and 
were followed by the post-pro¬ 
duction complications of opera- 
tional doctrine. 

“It takes months, sometimes 
years, to train a team of men 
who can effectively use guided 
missiles as weapons. . . . 

“I am pleased to state that 
firings of our missiles are in the 
competent hands of our Navy and 
Marine enlisted men . . . the per¬ 
sonnel who will be on the actual 
firing line should the time corne 
when today’s or tomorrow’s mis¬ 
sile ‘graduâtes’ from being a 
practice vehicle to a most vital 
and unique weapon of defense.” 

Home warned that “we hâve 
no monopoly on ingenuity” and 
that the Russian capability “can 
be compared favorably to ours, 
particularly in view of the So¬ 
viet’s captured German knowledge 
and people.” 

“Technological superiority is 
not a divine gift to Americans,” 
he said. “It can be taken from 
us, unless we work long and hard 
to maintain it.”

L. L. Reed of Dept. 35 at San Diego is a lot like the 
gentleman who whittled out a spoke and then decided to 
build a wagon to fit it. 

Only Reed fashioned a keyboard and then built an 
electric organ around it! | 

Regardless of his method, Reed 
now has an electric chord organ 
built of parts from radio and 
télévision sets. Everything was 
made by hand, from the gleam 


ing oak cabinet to the intricate 
electrical connections which sup- 
ply the notes. 

“I really made the keys first. 
They are of light wood painted 
with white enamel,” Reed said. 
“Then came the cabinet and 
mountings and finally the heart 
of the organ which produces the 
Sound.” 

The left side of the keyboard 
contains the chord keys, while 
the melody keys are on the right. 
Two pedals allow him to reach 
a range of bass notes. Controls 
on the front produce higher and 
lower tones and volume dials for 
each set of keys Controls the 
pitch. Reed plans to add addi- 
tional Controls later for more 
range. 

Three standard speakers, 
twelve, eight and six inches in 
diameter supply sound when 
various combinations of keys are 
pressed. Ail connections for the 
keys are mounted on one board 
with tuning keys in front and 
control boxes behind. Each key 
has five connections on the mel¬ 
ody side with some 60 connec¬ 
tions on the chord side. Twelve 
standard radio tubes and two 
regulator tubes make up the 
heart of the organ, which is open 
on the back for ventilation and 
accessibility. 

“Some of our friends laughed 
when he mentioned his plan for 
building an organ,” Mrs. Reed 
said. “But I didn’t, because I 
knew he could do it if he tried.” 

Proof of his ability with tools 
is found in abundance around 
the Reed house. There is a ra¬ 


dio-phonograph combination made 
of a surplus Navy aircraft 
radio, and a télévision set for 
which Reed made the cabinet and 
Controls. These items and the 
organ are finished alike for 
matching beauty. 

His entire cost for the organ, 
including the cabinet and a 
bench was about $125. He figures 
a commercial chord organ would 
cost him around $995! 

Reed says he usually plays by 
ear but he can also read music 
and often accompanies his son 
Leland who is a clarinetist in 
the Linda Vista Junior High 
Band.

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Esenwein to Appeal For More Stable

and healthy aircraft industry to

we spend three or four years 
building up the airpower neces- 
sary to win a war. He also will 
emphasize that any hostilities in 
the future can bring an aerial at¬ 
tack directly upon U. S. cities in 
a matter of a few hours. 

At the morning session on 
Thursday, A. O. A. members will 
participate in a seminar on air 
armament. Papers will be pre- 
sented by research, development 
and production personnel of the 
U. S. Air Force. 

At the afternoon session, lead- 
ing authorities on the subject 
will conduct a seminar on the use 
of titanium. 

On Friday, members will spend 
the morning at Carswell Air 
Force Base, home of the B-36- 
equipped Eighth Air Force. They 
will corne to Fort Worth Division 
for an afternoon visit and will see 
a B-36 engage in test firing at 


the gun butt. 

In an official program are 
these words: 

“Ail members of the American 
Ordnance Association are keenly 
aware of the relationship be- 
tween armament and aircraft. 

“Our superior aircraft become 
superior weapons only when they 
are equipped with superior ord¬ 
nance. 

“Rockets, guided missiles, fire 
control, bombs, guns and ammu- 
nition—these are the principal 
armament items requiring inten¬ 
sive research and vast production 
techniques to meet the challenge 
of the atomic age.”

Bond Campaign 
Nets Increased 
Participation 

Almost 8,000 Convair employées joined the “Five-For- 
Fifteen Club” during a corporation-wide U. S. Savings 
Bond drive staged in April, latest figures indicate. Over- 
all participation increased also. 

The campaign at ail divisions encouraged the purchase 
of $100 bonds through payroll déduction instead of bonds 
of lesser dénominations. Déductions of $5 a week for 15 
weeks buys the purchaser a $100 bond. That’s where the 
“Five-For-Fifteen” idea cornes from. 


At the start of the drive less 
than 1,400 employées were signed 
up for $100 bond purchases at ail 
divisions. As a resuit of the 
campaign, better than 9,300 are 
now receiving $100 bonds regu- 
larly. 

Convair divisions listed better 
than 27,300 bond buyers as the 
drive got underway. Current fig¬ 
ures show more than 32,000 are 
now saving systematically through 
the purchase of bonds through 
payroll déductions. 

Fort Worth Division showed 
the greatest increase among divi¬ 
sions in $100 bond purchases, 
jumping from about 800 to more 
than 6,000. Percentage of par¬ 
ticipation increased from 64 per 
cent to 74 per cent with more 
than 1,800 new buyers. 

San Diego led ail other divi¬ 
sions in participation increase, 
rising from 60 per cent to 71.3 
per cent or from 13,350 plus buy¬ 
ers to slightly over 16,000. “Five- 
for-Fifteen Club” members in¬ 
creased from over 470 to almost 
2,800. 

Pomona Division now boasts 
the largest percentage of partici¬ 
pation of ail divisions, 78.5 per 
cent, or an increase of 4.5 per 
cent over figures at the start of 
the drive. Purchasers of $100 
bonds increased from 70 to over 
490. Better than 2,593 employées 
at Pomona now buy bonds. 

Daingerfield Division also 
showed an increase from 70 per 
cent to 74 per cent participation 
with 12 new $100 bond purchasers 
signed up in the campaign. 

The drive was undertaken when 
Treasury officiais pointed out to 
Convair that purchases of bonds 
of larger dénomination through 
payroll déduction resuit in a con¬ 
sidérable saving in overhead by 
the government, as well as the 
company.

Esenwein Reveais B-36 
Cost Down, Quality Up 

Manhours to build B-36s at Convair Fort Worth hâve 
been slashed from 350,000 per plane to 142,000 per plane. 
At the same time, quality of the craft was improved— 
and anticipated costs reduced by about 15 per cent. 

Those were significant points made public for the first 
time when August C. Esenwein, division manager, spoke 
before about 500 members of the American Ordnance 
Association in national convention in Fort Worth May 6-7. 


Canadair Group Visits 
FW to Study Metlbond 


“Add those points to the fact 
that during this period we pro- 
cessed so many changes that the 
first and last B-36s hâve only 
20 percent common parts—and 
y ou get some idea of the job 
Convair employées hâve per- 
formed. 

“And with ail this we delivered 
every B-36 on schedule in the 
past two and one-half years.” 

Esenwein cited the Fort 
Worth’s Division performance as 
typical of the difficult job being 
performed by various aircraft 
manufacturers under adverse cir- 
cumstances. 

“I know that comparable per¬ 
formances are being scored in 
most aircraft plants today,” he 
said. “I think the industry is 
truly coming of âge.’' 

He described “what it takes” 
as these things, among others: 
“A realistic appraisal of the 
framework in which we operate; 
a récognition of the fluidity with 
which we must do businessman 
acceptance of responsibility by 
labor, management and capital; 
and a strong sense of enthusiasm 
and dedication on the part of ail.” 

“These things,” he said, “will 
help the American aircraft indus¬ 
try in its efforts to deliver the 
best military aircraft to the 
armed forces, and best commer¬ 
cial transport to the world’s air- 
lines, and the best business and 
Personal planes to companies 
and individuals.” 

He observed that this techno- 
logical superiority in the air be- 
comes increasingly important in 
this âge of atomic and hydrogen 
bombs — “In this otherwise en- 
lightened âge when certain na¬ 
tions respect nothing but force.” 

“The reward of knowing that 
you—as a small part in this 
great aircraft industry—are help- 
ing to preserve the American 
way of life is a mighty fine one

to carry in your heart,” he con- 
cluded. 

Esenwein’s talk climaxed a 
seminar at which delegates ear- 
lier were greeted by Maj. Gen. 

C. T. Harris Jr., a native of 
Mexia, Texas, and a vétéran of 
40 years of service in U.S. Army 
ordnance work. 

“We ail now recognize,” said 
the 70-year-old officer, “that our 
only hope for salvation is in 
airpower. I think we’ve got it— 
and I think we’ll keep it that 
way.”

They also will study the newest 
metlbond process involving the 
use of fiberglas honeycomb. It 
is designed to stand up under the 
high températures developed on 
surfaces of supersonic aircraft. 
The new process was developed 
under direction of a Convair co- 
ordinating committee with mem¬ 
bers representing plants at San 
Diego, Pomona and Fort Worth.

Ordnance Visitors, Employées 
Witness Carswell Air Show 


C o n v a i r FW B-36s demon¬ 
strated some of their capabilities 
May 7 as members of the Ameri¬ 
can Ordnance Association and 
thousands of Convair FW em¬ 
ployées looked on. 

The air show at Carswell AFB 
was watched by approximately 
500 AOA members and many 
Convair FW employées during 
their lunch periods. 

The show started at 11:30 a.m. 
with three F-86F aircraft flying 
by. Second was the GRB-36-F- 
84-F fly-by showing the fighter 
plane nestled inside the fuselage 
of the RB-36. 

As an F-94 approached from 
the distance, a B-36 demonstrated 
a maximum performance takeoff 
and climb. 

Next, three F-86Fs, which pre- 
viously had broken the sound bar- 
rier, demonstrated high speed 
passes and victory rolls. This 
was followed by a KC-97 tanker 
and B-47 refueling contact di- 


rectly over the spectators at 
Carswell. 

Phase 2 of the GRB-36 démon¬ 
stration then took place with the 
F-84 in the trapeze position under 
the RB-36. After a C-124 flyover 
and a B-36 flyover, the GRB-36 
démonstration was concluded 
when the F-84 was dropped from 
the mother ship. 

The démonstration was done at 
about 1,000 feet so spectators 
could get a first-hand look at 
the operation. 

The F-84 “Thunderbirds” and 
their aerial acrobaties were fea- 
tured for the rest of the program. 

After luncheon, the group came 
to Convair FW where they were 
briefed by A. C. Esenwein, divi¬ 
sion manager, and toured the 
plant. 

The group also saw a démon¬ 
stration of B-36 défensive fire 
power as 20-MM cannons were 
fired from two turrets into the 
target butts in the yard area.

'Over Budget' Emergency Aid 
Spending Halts at San Diego 


A ten-month summary of Con- 
Trib-Club funds expended for 
Emergency Aid indicates that 
$19,977.03 was distributed in 
grants during the period July 1, 
1953 through April 27, 1954 at 
Convair San Diego. 

Average aid extended per case 
was $101.04. 

The Emergency Aid Program 
was started with a capital of 
$14,463.96. In addition, approxi- 
mately $1,700 per month since 
then has been fortheoming from 
regular Con-Trib funds collected 
from members. 

(This income from regular 
Con-Trib-Club funds is limited 
to 10 per cent of the total con- 
tributed by members. No more 
than this can be assigned to 
Emergency Aid without jeopar- 
dizing Con-Trib-Club in the 
eyes of the government as a 
non-profit organization.) 

However, demands hâve been 
more than could be met by the 
monthly revenue, and as a consé¬ 
quence, the original “backlog” has 
been depleted to $11,272.80, the 
Con-Trib administrative commit- 
tee announced. 

During the ten-month period 
722 cases hâve been handled. Of 
this number, 420 were counseled. 
A total of 197 cases were ap- 
proved for grants of money. 

A breakdown of where the 
money went shows that the 
largest single sum was toward 
payment of rentals—$5,199. Mis- 
cellaneous charges (which include 
medical appliances, clothing, fur- 
niture, etc.) took $3,629.54; doc- 
tor bills $3,640.70; hospital ex- 
penses $3,053.46; groceries $2,-

Regarding the situation where- 
by more- money is being spent 
for Emergency Aid than is forth¬ 
eoming monthly from Con-Trib- 
Club contributions, an improved 
trend was noted in April. The 
program was “under budget” 
during that month for the first 
time in quite awhile. 

Recently the Con-Trib-Club 
committee adopted a set of 
“guides” to more closely estab- 
lish policy. To qualify for aid, 
individuals still must be confront- 
ed with severe financial situa¬ 
tions beyond their power to meet 
and arising from no fault of their 
own. Some of the further quali¬ 
fications, in brief: 

No Emergency Aid will be 
granted for financial difficulties 
arising from pregnancy unless 
complications resuit in above- 
normal expenses. 

No aid will be granted for 
travel except in certain cases, 
such as the death of a parent 
where an applicant’s presence is 
required to handle an estate, etc., 
or such as where an applicant’s 
physical condition can only be 
helped by facilities or climate not 
available in San Diego. 

No aid will be granted to an 
individual who has over-mort- 
gaged himself (time payments, 
etc.) unless it can be shown that 
this condition was related to an 
unfortunate emergency beyond 
his control. There are other ex¬ 
ceptions here, such as when aid 
for food, clothing and shelter for 
minor children is called for. But 
in no case will aid be granted to 
pay indebtedness, unless it is for 
a necessity of life, such as food, 
clothing, shelter. 

Maximum aid for any employée 
with less than 90 days’ seniority 
is $25; and for employées with 
more than 90 days but less than 
six months the limit is $100. 
Further aid, however, may be ex¬ 
tended in extraordinary circum- 
stances. 

Only temporary relief for food 
and shelter will be fortheoming 
in “hopeless cases” where the 
emergency is such that even the 
maximum in Emergency Aid 
would not provide relief for any 
reasonable length of time. This 
applies especially to “over-mort- 
gaging” cases. 

No aid will be granted in cases 
involving criminal or civil arrest 
or legal proceedings wherein the 
grants would be used in financing 
legal proceedings.

As Part of Radiation Safeguards 


Safety is the by-word for Çon 
vair FW’s health physics group 
who monitor the handling of ra¬ 
dio-active sources and materials. 

“The radiation from the sources 
and materials at Convair is used 
by experts in nuclear physics,” 
said Frank Paschal, health phys¬ 
ics co-ordinator. “But to be on 
the safe side, we hâve the health 
physics group to check on radio- 
logical health measures.” 

Paschal pointed out that expe¬ 
rimental operations at Convair 
FW as well as radiological health 
procedures hâve been reviewed 
and approved by local, state and 
fédéral health authorities and a 
national safety organization. 

“Employées who work in any 
nuclear area are constantly moni- 
tored to insure that they are not 
exposed to excessive radiation and 
will therefore suffer no harmful 
effects,” Paschal said. 

Weekly the 563-acre plant is 
surveyed by skilled personnel us- 
ing several types of sensitive in¬ 
struments to measure radioac- 
tivity. 

“We don’t expect these surveys 
to show any increase in radioac- 
tivity above the normal amount,” 


Paschal said. “And there is radio¬ 
active material everywhere 
—though most frequently it is in 
very small amounts.” 

But the checks are nevertheless 
made as part of the stringent 
safeguards applied at Convair 
FW. 

In 1951, the air force announced 
that Convair had been awarded a 
contract for research and devel¬ 
opment in connection with nuclear 
propulsion of aircraft.

Convair to Build Towing Basins to 
Test Models at San Diego Ramp 


Plans for création of a hydro- 
dynamic laboratory at Convair 
San Diego, including towing bas¬ 
ins for model seaplanes, were 
announced last month by B. F. 
Coggan, Convair SD manager. 

The 700-foot laboratory, which 
will be located at the seaplane 
ramp, will consist of four units. 
Two will be 300-foot tanks for 
towing models. One will be a 100- 
foot square turning basin and 
the fourth will be office struc¬ 
ture. Work will start this fall 
on one of the tanks and construc¬ 
tion of the additional units is 
scheduled within the next few 
years, Coggan indicated. 

Designed to use fresh water, 
the long tanks will be six feet 
deep, 12 feet wide, lined with 
concrète. An overhead monorail, 
to which models being tested 
are attached, will be installed 
throughout the entire length of 


the towing basins. Wave produc- 
ing equipment will be installed in 
the large square tank. 

Coggan said the hydrodynamic 
laboratory will be used to expand 
Convair’s research and develop¬ 
ment of jet and turboprop sea¬ 
planes, and to develop team com¬ 
binations of surface ships and 
aircraft. The long tanks will also

(Continuée! from Page 1) 
was not yet operating and we had 
no expérience to base our answers 
upon. 

“Now that the club has been 
operating successfully for five 
months, we believe we can give 
factual answers to ail questions 
that might arise, and we will 
gladly do so,” the spokesman con¬ 
tinuée!. 

“In these months of operation 
we hâve either paid out or allo- 
cated approximately $15,000 to 
charities in areas in which mem- 
bers of our club live. This area 
reaches as far east as Banning, 
west to Santa Monica, south to 
Elsinore, and as far north as 
China Lake—a total of 98 differ¬ 
ent communities. 

“As of last Friday, exactly 77 
per cent of ail employées were 
members of the club, and we hope 
that many more will add their 
names to the list when they re- 
ceive our invitation to join,” he 
added. 

The biggest advantage of Con-

The Air Force YC-131C, Convair designed and built 
and the nation’s first twin-engine turboprop military 
transport, was due for Air Force acceptance last week 
and the start of 10 hours of flight démonstration.

Until that time, development de- 
partment crews worked on minor 
modifications of plane components 
and installation of the new en¬ 
gines. 

After ground engine runs, the 
YC-131C was ready to fly. Hours 
of checking preceded the first 
flight. 

But at 6:16 p.m. on May 20, 
the plane taxied down the runway 
and swept into clear skies as 
scores of Convair personnel 
watched.

Aboard the plane were B. A. 
Erickson as pilot, L. C. Brandvig 
as co-pilot, and J. D. McEachern 
as flight engineer. Flight test 
engineers were Charles Harrison 
and A. G. Mitchell. 

Sixteen minutes later the plane 
landed and taxied to the yard 
area where onlookers gathered to 
hear comments on the first trip. 

Erickson was enthusiastic about 
the performance of the plane. 

“The flight was everything we 
expected,” he said. “We feel 
we’ve got a mighty good airplane 
here.” 

Erickson’s comments were 
echoed by other crew members 
who remarked on the ease with 
which the plane performed—and 
the quiet purr of its engines and 
props in flight. 

During the remainder of tests 
prior to Air Force acceptance, the 
plane demonstrated its flashy 
take-off performance. After ac 
ceptance the plane was due to fly 
with gross weight of 47,000 
pounds. 

The plane went to 15,000 feet 
and demonstrated shut down and 
restarting of engines while in 
flight. Cabin air conditioning and 
navigational equipment were also 
tested. 

A unique feature of the engines 
is their near-foolproof operation. 
The pilots throw a switch and the 
engines go through the complété 
starting process automatically. 

“Once the flame is started, it 
won’t go out,” Erickson said. 

“The engines are set up so they 
won’t do anything they’re not 
supposed to do. They adapt them- 
selves to whatever the environ¬ 
ment may be.” 

The engines bum a near kero- 
sene type fuel designated as JP-4. 
This gives the engines high oper- 
ating power at comparatively low 
cost. 

Number two YC-131C was due 
to move into development field 
operations this week.

Co/or Détermines 'Social Standing' 
Among Parakeets in SD Aviary 


B i r d s of ail c o 1 o r s of 
“feathers” flock together in the 
aviary of W. I. Ogletree at San 
Diego. 

But “social standing” and in- 
dividual listing in their “Dunn 
and Bradstreet” dépend upon 
variety of hue. 

The Ogletrees (he is in Dept. 
56 at SD) raise parakeets on 
a substantial scale. They hâve 
nearly 200 birds and only mar¬ 
ket enough to pay expenses. 
Considering that their best 
birds bring from $37.50 to $150 
a pair, they don’t need many 
sales. 

“It is the ‘rares’ that bring 
the prices,” Ogletree explained. 
“These are the birds with un¬ 
usual coloring. We hâve at 
least one pair of every breed or 
color combination that is recog- 
nized and that we know about. 

“Our ultimate aim is to go 
into cross breeding, to develop 
new color combinations and 


strains.” 

The flock does include two 
score of “normals.” That is, 
parakeets of ordinary coloring. 
These serve as foster parents 
for the more valuable birds. 

“A mother bird will lay from 
five to six eggs and there is 
always a danger that one or 
two fledglings will be trampled. 
So, we ‘ration’ each mother to 
four eggs. The others are re- 
moved to the nests of the ‘nor¬ 
mals’ to be hatched.” 

The Ogletrees hâve quite ex¬ 
tensive facilities for caring for 
the birds, an indoor nesting 
area with smaller cages and 
two large outdoor cages. The 
males are housed separately so 
that no two birds will develop 
lasting “domestic attachments.” 

Ironically, the only bird of 
the wliole bunch that is able to 
talk is a household pet called 
Beebee. She is “normal” in 
coloring but certainly not aver¬ 
age in vocabulary !

Old-Timer Retires 

Daingerfield Pioneer Recalls

M. G. English, who retired in 
May shortly after passing his 
65th birthday, is already a little 
“homesick” for Convair Dainger¬ 
field. 

His retirement at Daingerfield 
was observed when J. E. Arnold, 
manager of the Convair operation 
there, presented him with a 
watch. 

English not only was one of 
the first Convair employées to be 
hired at Daingerfield he also 
helped build the plant. He later 
b e c a m e successively assistant 
foreman and foreman, the job he 
held upon retirement to an apart- 
ment at 1019 Southland in Fort 
Worth. 

The old-timer was working at 
the Lone Star Steel Co. plant 
when Arnold first came to Dain¬ 
gerfield in 1945. 


“Arnold said he had corne from 
San Diego for only a couple of 
years,” recalled English. “And 
now — about eight years later — 
he’s still there.” 

The first building, English re- 
members, was “practically noth- 
ing but an empty structure with 
a wind tunnel running through 
it.” 

Born near Durango, Texas, in 
1889, English graduated in en¬ 
gineering at Texas A&M in 1909 
and started a career in construc¬ 
tion work which took him vir- 
tually around the globe before he 
settled in Daingerfield. One of 
them was an aqueduct from 
Mount Parnassus to Athens in 
Greece ! 

“My years at Convair were as 
interesting as any in my life,” 
said English.

As Convair Looks Back on 31 Years, 
Rossol Recalls 40 in the Business 


This month marks an anniver- 
sary for Félix J. Rossol of Dept. 
22 at San Diego, an anniversary 
that very few at Convair hâve 
ever celebrated before. It marks 
the end of his fortieth year in 
the aircraft business. 

It started in June of 1914 at 
Norwich, Connecticut (not far, in- 
cidentally, from Groton, where 
Electric Boat Division of General 
Dynamics is located) in a wooden 
shed on the Thames. Inside the 
shed were several hand saws, a 
joiner, a shaper, a lathe and a 
drill press, most of it neck deep 
in sawdust. Gallaudet Aircraft 
Co.’s first order to him was: 
“Here’s the broom.” 

“A good many times in the 
following years friends advised 
me to get out of that ‘crazy 
flying machine business,* be- 
cause it never would amount to 
anything,” Rossol recalled. “Al- 
though I half believed them, I 
never did.** 

In those days it took a carpen- 
ter to build an airplane and there 
was no such thing as a production 
model. Everything was experi¬ 
mental ! 

Rossol moved with Gallaudet to 
East Greenwich, R. I., in 1917— 
one of the only half dozen em¬ 
ployées the company had—and 
lived through the mad wartime 
production that followed during 
which Gallaudet grew to some 
1,600 employées building HS2 pa- 
trol flying boats. He was in 


charge of stores, dispatching and 
receiving. 

With the end of World War I 
Gallaudet’s activity died. For a 
time there wasn*t anyone at the 
plant except a watchman. 

“It was about 1920 that Major 
Fleet (Major Reuben Fleet, later 
head of Consolidated Aircraft 
Corp.) came as general manager,** 
Rossol recalled. “We had several 
projects, among them a ‘day 
bomber’ that was partly steel and 
partly wood and fabric, and a 
pursuit job that I believe was the 
first all-metal plane built. Those 
were hectic days in the shift from 
wood to métal. Carpenters gave 
way to silversmiths!”

formed — May 29, 1923 — 31 

years ago last week—the new 
company took over Gallaudet’s 
aviation assets. Rossol was 
among them. A year later he 
was sent to Buffalo to pave the 
way for the company*s move 
to that city where it took over 
a wartime Curtiss plant. 

“I hired eight men to unload 
three freight cars that held most 
of our equipment.” 

When the company again moved 
—this time to San Diego in 1935 
—Rossol went along. However, in 
1937 he retired for reasons of 
health. Otherwise, the dôctors 
gave him only a few years to live. 
But it wasn’t long before the air¬ 
craft business beckoned again and 
he was back, this time with Ryan 
and later Solar. Ultimately he 
came back to his first love— 
Convair. 

“Fve never regretted sticking 
to this ‘crazy flying machine’ 
business. It has been absorbing 
and exciting. And what wonders 
I hâve seen!”

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Outposts' a Full Continent Apart 

Convair now has two fairly remote “island outposts.” They are a continent apart and 
in two different océans. Both are comparatively small, but their numbers are no key to 
the importance of their tasks—development of projects of a classified nature. 

One is in the Pacific, situated on San Clemente Island not far off the coast of San 
Diego. The other is on a s andy strip of land separated by water from the coast 


of Florida. 
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with représentatives présent, such 
as Boeing, Northrop, North 
American, Martin. 

This isn’t Convair’s only “in¬ 
vasion” of Florida. 

Time was when Convair had a 
Miami Division that in World 
War II produced components for 
B-24s, A-35s, P-38s and F-4Us. 
It hit a top employment of 2,583. 

But right now the Cape Canav- 
eral outfit has the distinction of 
being not only among Convair’s 
smallest separate units, but also 
the farthest away from home. 

★ ★ ★ 

San Clemente 

Closer to “home” but farther 
from “civilization” is the Pacific 
coast installation located about 
70 air miles from the California 
mainland. It is the “younger 
brother” of the two “outposts,” 
having moved to San Clemente 
Island last November. 

Transportation poses a problem 
since the island is completely con- 
trolled by the government and is 
“off-limits” to civilian vessels. 
Navy ships make periodic calls 
leaving supplies, and small Naval 
transport aircraft shuttle passen- 
gers. 

“We take advantage of the 
Navy’s ‘commuter’ service, send- 
ing our 14 engineers out Monday 
mornings and back Friday after- 
noons to San Diego,” said Orson 
Wade, engineering search and 


homing radar group, who directs 
the project from SD. W. C. Cleve- 
land is in charge at the island 
site. 

San Clemente’s cliffs rise out 
of the Pacific to tower as high 
as 2,000 feet, making it an idéal 
location for its most common 
task—a target for Navy bombard- 
ment — and home for its most 
common inhabitant — wild goats. 
They make up a majority of the 
“population” on the island. 

However, one end of the island 
serves as a base for a small iso- 
lated group of mixed service per¬ 
sonnel and a few civilians. In a 
sheltered cove is a pier, mess 
halls, barracks, a gymnasium, 
small projection room for movies 
and TV, work areas and office 
space. Convair engineers become 
a part of this community during 
the week. 

“We go strictly GI,” Cleveland 
said. “We eat Navy chow, sleep 
in Navy barracks and take part 
in ail the off-duty récréation on 
the base.” 

In addition to organized activi¬ 
tés, several of the Convair group 
hâve imported their own hobbies. 
A. H. Horn is a rabid fisherman, 
C. T. Sears has taken up oil 
painting “by the numbers” and 
A. D. Risley is building a small 
fishing boat. E. D. Stoeckert 
brought along his phonograph and 
some language records and is 
learning Spanish!

Banana River 

Convair’s “Atlantic coast out- 
post” is down among the Florida 
palms and sandspurs. It is near- 
ing its first full year of operation, 
for it was about last August that 
the group—mainly engineers—left 
San Diego to reverse the “West- 
ward Ho” trend. 

“Their headquarters is at Cape 
Canaveral, an auxiliary Air 
Force Base which is roughly half 
way between Daytona Beach and 
West Palm Beach,” R. V. Werner, 
head of SD engineering^ trajec- 
tory instrumentation group, re- 
ported. Werner has overall charge 
of the project, by remote control 
from San Diego. Walter Fish, 
based in Florida, has direct 
charge as operations manager. 

Near Cape Canaveral (pro- 
nounced canAVeral) is Patrick 
Air Force Base, with the Air 
Force Missile Test Center. The 
area has been called the chief 
launching site of the nation’s 
longest guided missile and pilot- 
less aircraft testing range. The 
range extends more than 1,000 
miles south by southeast to near 
Puerto Rico. 

“There are about a dozen of us 
that can be called ‘permanent/ ” 

Fish said on a recent visit to San 
Diego. “But there is a constant 
coming and going of Convair 
people and some hâve fairly long 
periods of duty with us. 

“Most of us live in Cocoa Beach, 
about 12 miles from our office 
building on the base. At least 
a half dozen hâve their families 
with them. We hâve a bowling 
team and there is plenty of fish¬ 
ing and boating for récréation. 

The nearest town of any size is 
Orlando, population 50,000, which 
is 65 miles away.”

Substantial Phone Bill 
Cut Goal at Convair SD 

A 20 per cent réduction in the cost of long distance 
téléphoné calls was noted at the conclusion of the first 
month of a drive to reduce costs of téléphon é communica- 
tions at Convair SD. 


“This saving represents only 
one phase of téléphoné communi¬ 
cations and is an indication that 
additional réductions can be real- 
ized,” said J. F. Hopkins, mana¬ 
ger of office services and chair- 
man of a committee appointed by 
Division Manager B. F. Coggan 
to study the problem. Committee 
members are J. R. Herbig, mana¬ 
ger of budgets, H. A. Smith, chief 
plant engineer, and D. A. Woell- 
ner, manager, Systems and pro¬ 
cedures. 

“Convair SD spends approxi- 
mately $600,000 annually on télé¬ 
phoné communications,” Hopkins 


added. “We are currently engaged 
in a survey with représentatives 
of the téléphoné company to dé¬ 
termine methods of reducing this 
cost. The fact the month ending 
May 15 showed a 20 per cent ré¬ 
duction in long distance calls is 
a good sign we are on the right 
track.” 

Hopkins pointed out that the 
survey would be made in ail de- 
partmente to help improve com¬ 
munications as well as reduce 
their costs. He asked that depart- 
ment heads and téléphoné users 
cooperate with the group conduct- 
ing the survey. 

Hopkins made two suggestions 
for helping reduce costs immedi- 
ately: never make a long dis¬ 
tance call when a wire or teletype 
message would be sufficient; and 
don’t crowd company lines with 
Personal calls but use pay stations 
located throughout the division.

30,000 Ft. 

In Test Hop 

The Convair YC-131C, 
twin engine turboprop trans¬ 
port, reached an altitude of 
30,000 feet on a recent test 
flight at Convair Fort 
Worth, B. A, Erickson, FW 
manager of flight and pilot 
of the plane, announced this 
week. He said it was a new 
mark for 340-type planes. 

“Everyone was greatly pleased 
with the performance at this alti¬ 
tude,” said Erickson. “The plane 
handles especially well.” 

The flight was designed to 
measure performance of the 
plane, its power plants and high 
altitude cabin pressurization 
equipment. 

The current flight test program 
of 10 hours is expected to be com- 
pleted by the end of the month.

XFy-1 Takes Off, Lands 
In Spécial Press Show 

Convair’s XFY-1 staged a “full-dress review” for rep¬ 
résentatives of the nation’s press, radio and télévision 
June 2 in a spécial tethered flight démonstration at the 
Naval Air Station, Moffett Field. 

In a show with ail the earmarks 


of a major Hollywood production, 
the delta-wing vertical take-off 
fighter built for the Navy per- 
formed in mid-air about six min¬ 
utes. Three times Convair Test 
Pilot J. F. “Skeets” Coleman lift¬ 
ed it off the deck of the cavern- 
ous hangar and settled it down 
in pillow-soft tail first landings 
as flash bulbs popped and movie 
caméras ground away. 

It was the first public démon¬ 
stration of the radically new 
fighter’s abilities to take-off 
from a small area and then re- 
turn. For the show the XFY-1 
was confined in a tethering rig 


which allows it to “fly” on its 
own power within restrictions of 
a sériés of cables strung for 
safety purposes. It was the 21st 
tethered flight of the airplane. 

The hangar seemed a fitting 
scene for the public’s first view 
of a new concept of air power 
in action. It stretches 1,133 feet 
long, 308 feet wide and 195 feet 
high. It is one of the two 
largest hangar buildings in the 
United States, having been built 
in 1933 to shelter the USS 
Maçon. 

Newsmen from San Diego and

wind, designated the R3Y-2, made its first public appear- 
ance last week. 

Most of the public saw only photographs, but members 
of the Aviation Writers’ Association, gathered in conven¬ 
tion at Miami Beach, got a look at a working model, afloat 
in the swimming pool of the luxurious Roney-Plaza Hôtel ! 

E. G. Stout, Convair authority 
on water based aircraft, was in 
Miami to explain operation of the 
world’s first “flying LST.” 

He pointed out that the ver¬ 
sion is capable of landing guns, 
trucks, supplies or an assault 
company of Marines, directly on 
an enemy beach, similar to the 
manner in which landing craft 
during World War II dumped 
supplies and men and equipment. 

For such an operation, the R3Y-2 
alights offshore and taxis to the 
beach. When the hull touches the 
sand, the bow opens upward and 
a ramp is dropped. To pull off, 
the pilot reverses props and backs 
away. A 30-second taxi run is 
sufficient to send the 80-ton plane 
into the air for a return trip. 

The bow loader is capable of 
carrying 24 tons of cargo. And 
the cargo can be such bulky 
equipment as howitzers, trucks, 
half tracks, etc. The bow door

CD Teams See 
H-Bomb Blast 

Twelve hundred civil defense 
workers at Convair Fort Worth 
are getting a good look at the 
grim reality of H-bomb blasts in 
the government produced movie 
on “Operation Ivy.” 

But the movie is not for enter¬ 
tainment. 

“We’re showing it as a part of 
civil defense training,” explained 
C. E. Doering, civil defense co- 
ordinator at Convair, “and to im¬ 
press upon people the unbeliev- 
able force of an H-bomb blast.” 

The picture was made of the 
first H-bomb burst, which was 
set off in the Pacific in 1952. 
That bomb was estimated to hâve 
had a force equal to two and one- 
half million tons of TNT. 

“And since that time, bombs 
hâve been tested which are nearly 
20 times that powerful,” said 
Doering. 

At the time of the movie show¬ 
ing, civil defense lieutenants also 
discussed with their teams Con¬ 
vair plans in event of disaster— 
atomic bomb or otherwise. 

“Our présent plan calls foi 
évacuation of the premises, but 
Fort Worth civil defense officiais 
are taking another look, and this 
might lead to changes in oui- 
plans,” he said. 

“We can empty the plant in 30 
minutes if we hâve enough ad- 
vance notice. We do it every 
afternoon at shift change.” 

Civil defense people estimate 
that 5,000 cars per hour can leave 
the lots and get onto the high- 
ways by driving at a speed of 
only 25 miles per hour on only 
two lanes.

In Production at FW

Convair FW’s Texas-size stretch press went into pro¬ 
duction recently after several months spent in installation 


and testing. 

The 750-ton capacity stretch 
forming machine is the largest 
in the world and was made es- 
pecially for Convair FW. 

The press weighs more than 
400,000 pounds and rests on eight 
re-inforced concrète piers. It is 
located in the drop hammer room 
in the south end of the assembly 
building. 

The huge machine—to the un- 
trained layman—is for one pur- 
pose: to stretch and twist métal. 


Its record breaking jaws hâve a 
pull of 350 tons in one direction, 
200 tons in another. 

The machine also can twist or 
stretch metals into complicated 
contours. This in itself will elim- 
inate much costly machining. 

The die table of the press is 
capable of exerting an upward 
force of 750 tons. Crosswise, it 
will handle a part 72 inches wide 
and 20 inches long. Lengthwise 
it will take a sheet 72 inches wide 
and 22 feet long.

Spinning Parts Kept on Even Keel 
By New Balance Machine at SD 


Convair San Diego’s tool room 
recently added a new twist to its 
job of correcting the balance of 
such items as mill cutters and 
other high speed rotating parts 
which must live up to exacting 
spécifications. 

It’s called dynamic balancing. 

A new p i e c e of machinery 
called a Gisholt balancing ma¬ 
chine now does the job electronic- 
ally, allowing for balancing on 
two planes of correction. The old 
static method permitted correc¬ 
tion on only a single plane. The 
new machine is so sensitive it 
detects unbalance of as little as 
.000025th of an inch. 

“Dynamic balancing is rela- 
tively new, especially to the air- 
craft industry,” said A. E. Hill, 
chief tool engineer at SD. “There- 
fore we sent H. J. Sumner to the 
manufacturer for schooling. He 
is currently conducting classes for 
tool room and maintenance em¬ 
ployées in the subject.” 

Equipment under examination 


is placed on the machine and ro- 
tated. Vibrations, picked up elec- 
tronically, are translated by the 
machine into units of weight 
which register on a large dial. 
The operator can quickly déter¬ 
mine how much unbalance is 
présent and where. 

“Here’s an example of how 
closely the machine will measure 
unbalance,” Sumner said. 

“An ordinary automobile wheel, 
previously determined as in per- 
fect balance, could be placed on 
the car, driven at a moderate 
speed and braked to a stop. If 
again tested on the machine the 
wheel would register slightly out 
of balance. Although infinitési¬ 
mal, the machine would detect the 
fractional loss of tread through 
the braking processif 

Convair will use the machine 
in many balancing operations of 
high speed rotating parts, in 
helping re-work electrical motors 
and other jobs calling for exact- 
ness in balance.

Racing 'Air Cars' Latest Hobby 
To Attract Pomona Modelers 

The Ava-Toros, CRA model club at Convair Pomona, 
has another “first” to their cré dit—contests for propeller- 
driven model automobiles. 


“Although we are not the first 
club to build ‘air cars/ we are 
the first to conduct contests for 
them, as far as we can discover,” 
Dick Everett, CRA commissioner 
said. “Since we could find no 
precedent, we made our own rules, 
and although one known manufac¬ 
turer sells an ‘air car’ kit, most of 
us hâve built our own vehicles 
from scratch.” 

At the suggestion of R. L. 
Brown of Dept. 51 — who, inci- 
dentally, suggested that the club 
sponsor a model boat contest last 
spring, another club “first”—the 
Ava-Toros set up a course and 
rules and conducted its first air

car contest last month. The resuit 
was so successful that the club 
has adopted air car racing as a 
regular club activity. 

“According to our rules, cars 
may be of any size, but engines 
are limited to .065 cubic inch dis¬ 
placement,” Everett continued. 
“Also, cars can hâve no horizon¬ 
tal surfaces. Otherwise, they 
could be trimmed to ‘fly.’ How- 
ever, that is the only restriction 
on design. S o m e hâve three 
wheels, others four. Some are 
‘pushers,’ with propellers at the 
rear, but most are tractors with 
the conventional engine-in-front 
arrangement. 

“In our contests, cars are teth- 
ered with a steel line to a pylon. 
The line is exactly 13.9 feet long, 
making each lap around the pylon 
one sixtieth of a mile. Cars are 
timed for 10 laps—one sixth of a 
mile—and we hâve speed charts 
prepared that allow us to inform 
contestants the exact speed of his 
run in miles per hour immediately 
after he has completed,” he added. 

Although some of the cars hâve 
already reached speeds of almost 
50 miles per hour — the current 
club record, held by Everett, is 
47.3 mph—Everett believes that 
cars can be built around the same 
size engines that will go as fast 
as 60 miles per hour. 

“We are still experimenting, 
and most of us hâve some pet 
ideas we want to try,” he said. 
“Most of these ideas center 
around the élimination of weight 
and drag.”

a little prospecting of their own. 

Chandler left recently on a 
prospecting trip, and the other 
two will spend their vacations in 
the same pursuit. 

They first got the bug from 
reading reports of individuals who 
hâve “struck it rich” and when 
they heard of a company which 
was selling stock at a penny a 
share, they bought some.

Meanwhile, an announcement 
was made that negotiations are 
under way looking to the return 
of the XC-99 to Convair FW late 
this summer or early in the fall. 

August C. Esenwein, manager 
at Convair FW, said that the 
current proposai would involve 
overhaul and modification of the 
XC-99. Built in San Diego and 
shifted to Fort Worth for com- 
pletion, the big transport was 
turned over to the Air Force in 
1949. 

Since then it has shattered vir- 
tually ail load-carrying records 
and only last month, June 11, 
passed its 4,000th hour in the air. 

The milestone came on a flight 
from its home base at Kelly Air 
Force Base, Texas, to Ramey 
AFB, Puerto Rico, just eight 
months from the time it passed 
the 3,000th hour mark. 

Capt. James M. Pittard, XC-99 
project officer and aircraft com¬ 
mander, was at the Controls as he 
has been for over 2,500 hours of 
the big freighter’s flying time. 
Maj. I. D. Wilson was co-pilot 
and M/Sgt. William A. Moore, 
flight engineer. Fifteen airmen 
made up the planées crew. 

The XC-99, called “Queen of 
the Skies” by Kelly airmen, was 
first assignée! to the Texas base 
for airlift of cargo in September 
of 1950. Since then it has moved 
over 35,000,000 pounds of freight, 
an all-time record for Air Force 
cargo planes. During this period 
it made 496 flights and traveled 
over 700,000 miles with an aver¬ 
age payload of 71,000 pounds each 
trip. (Seven months during this 
period the XC-99 was out of 
service for modification.) 

Since passing the 1,000-hour 
mark, the “flying freight train” 
has averaged 16 flights and 130 
hours flying time each month. 
It makes runs about twice each 
week between Kelly and McClel¬ 
lan AFB, California, with trips 
to Puerto Rico about twice a 
month. 

Built at Convair SD, the XC-99 
made its first flight in San Diego 
I in November, 1947. 


Capt. Stirling

Capt. C. W. Stirling, USN, Bu¬ 
reau of Aeronautics représenta¬ 
tive at Convair San Diego for the 
last three years, ends his Con¬ 
vair tour of duty this week.

Three departments tied for 
first place with perfect scores in 
the monthly Safety contest for 
May at Convair Pomona, H. S.

Quality Control (Dept. 27), the 
first department to win the 
traveling trophy after the con 
test was initiaued in February, 
worked more manhours than the 
other two winning departments 
during the month, and again will 
retain possession of the trophy 
until a new winner is named.

The two other departments 
with perfect ratings were Tool 
Manufacturing (Dept. 42) and 
Sub-Assembly (Dept. 61).

Pomona's Machine Shop 
Geared For Fine Work 

The old gag about “the difficult we do right away, the 
impossible takes a little longer’’ might well apply to the 
experimental machine shop at Convair Pomona. 

“Since Convair Pomona is in a new field, daily we en- 
counter new problems for which there is no precedent,” 
L. F. Scherer, foreman, said. “There is no ‘authority’ to 
consult, so we must solve e ach of these problems as it 
arises. 


Departments at San Diego Register Hait Million 
Man Hours Free of Disabling Injury During May 


Over half a million manhours 
without a disabling injury! That 
was the impressive record chalked 
up by five groups at Convair SD 
during the monthly safety contest 
in May. 

Perfect records were estab- 
lished by Dept. 25, under Supt. 
Vern Sharp; Depts. 35, 36 and 


340, under Supt. J. P. Hopman; 
Depts. 21 and 22, under T. F. 
McAleer, chief of manufacturing 
control, Plant 1; and Dept. 603, 
under General Foreman H. W. 
Meyers. 

These departments worked a 
total of 550,635 manhours during 
the month of May. 


“Up to the présent time we 
hâve met no obstacles that could 
not be overcome, although some 
of them hâve ‘taken a little 
longer/ ” he added. 

The primary source of prob¬ 
lems to the experimental machine 
shop is that newly designed parts 
or components with difficult con¬ 
figurations or shapes, which in 
the production stage will be cast- 
ings or forgings, must be ma- 
chined from solid round, bar or 
plate métal stock. 

“Because of the difficult angles 
sometimes required on surfaces, 
holes, contours, etc, of this type 
of work, it is necessary that our 
shop be equipped with machines 
of greater accuracy and flexibility 
than those ordinarily found in 
production machine shops,” 
Scherer continued. 

“Another reason why we need 
machines with these characteris- 
tics is that when a new part is 
designed, we are given the job of 
manufacturing it as nearly per¬ 
fect as possible. Then after 
évaluation tests we make a sériés 
of similar parts, each a little less 
perfect than the last, for further 
tests to détermine how far tolér¬ 
ances may be relaxed for produc¬ 
tion without loss of required oper- 
ating efficiency of the part,” he 
added. 

Typical of the précision ma- 
chinery with which the shop is 
equipped are a No. 1-H Swiss- 
made jig boring machine equipped 
with a circular dividing table; a 
larger Kearney and Trecker jig 
borer with astronomical divider 
attachment; and a Pratt and 
Whitney Keller BG-21 duplicator. 

“The Swiss jig borer is de¬ 
signed for handling small work, 


such as is required in watchmak- 
ing, and it is guaranteed to be 
accurate to within 80 millionths 
of an inch,” Scherer said. “The 
three tools mostly used—the bor¬ 
ing spindle, spotting tool and the 
locating microscope—can be set 
successively and accurately on the 
same point of work by operating 
a hand wheel. 

“This permits spotting a point, 
checking its position and drilling 
a hole without undue loss of time. 
Readings are made on lighted 
screens instead of through eye- 
pieces, and the operator is nor- 
mally seated at ail times while 
operating the machine,” he added. 

“And by using a circular divid¬ 
ing table with the machine, a cir- 
cle can be accurately divided into 
seconds of arc—or into 1,296,000 
parts!” 

Although many times larger 
and designed for much heavier 
work, the K and T jig borer when 
used with the astronomical divid¬ 
ing head can also divide a circle 
accurately into seconds of arc, 
and divisions below 1,296,000 may 
be indexed with a theoretical in- 
accuracy of not greater than 
.000024 inch. Also, the astronomi¬ 
cal dividing attachment can be 
used with the dividing head spin¬ 
dle set at any angle between five 
degrees below the horizontal to 
five degrees beyond the perpen- 
dicular. 

The Keller duplicator is similar 
to those found in many produc¬ 
tion shops, except that it will 
handle larger work—it will take 
métal stock up to 30 by 60 inches 
and duplicate as required by 
template. It has an automatic 
tracer, is capable of three dimen- 
sional reproduction, and can be 
operated on a 360 degree basis.

No Two Alike 


Design Draftsman Revives Old 
Art of Fusing Enamel-Copper 

An art that was ancient even in the Middle Ages when 
soldiers used it to decorate their armor is providing* a 
profitable hobby for Convair Pomona’s Sandi Burpee (de¬ 


sign draftsman in Dept. 6). 

This recently revived art is the 
kiln firing of enamel designs on 
copper, and Miss Burpee, adding 
some innovations of her own, is 
using it to make highly unusual 
costume jewelry. 

“Kiln fired enamel rates with 
pottery as one of the oldest forms 
of art, and it is also one of the 
least destructible forms,” Miss 
Burpee said. “The ancient Egyp- 
tians used it, and soldiers in the 
middle âges hammered indenta¬ 
tions in their shields, filled the 
dents with different colors of 
enamel, and fired them in kilns 
or ovens to produce attractive 
designs.” 

The enamel used, incidentally, 
isn’t the kind to be found on paint 
store shelves. Actually it is a 
form of powdered colored glass 
and can be purchased only in a 
few hobby and art shops, Miss 
Burpee said. Firing melts the 
enamel, fuses it to the métal base, 
and gives it a glazed finish. 


Earrings are Miss Burpee’s 
most numerous products, but she

also makes bracelets, pins and 
brooches, and—she believes this 
is an original idea—collar tabs 
for women’s blouses. Unless she 
is making a pair of something, 
she tries never to duplicate a 
design. 

“Individuality of design is the 
only excuse for calling the proc- 
ess an art,” she said. 

Although she has a broad artis- 
tic background—she studied at 
the Art Center School in Los 
Angeles, has been a guest instruc- 
tor there, has done extensive com¬ 
mercial and créative photography, 
etc.—copper enameling is a fair- 
ly recent venture for her. 

“I first became interested last 
October, while visiting in the 
home of some friends,” she said. 
“I learned a few general prin¬ 
cipes from them, but since then 
Fve developed my own technique 
by the trial and error method. 
I even made most of my own 
equipment, including the kiln I 
use.” 

Although she started making 
the jewelry strictly as an experi¬ 
mental hobby, Miss Burpee has 
had no trouble in finding a mar¬ 
ket for her products. Friends and 
acquaintances hâve bought many 
items, and recently she was com- 
missioned by a trading post in 
Colorado to make a complété line 
of jewelry using American Indian 
designs.

Vestergaard got interested in 
the area back in the fall of 1952 
when he investigated the possi¬ 
bilités of picking up a few desert 
acres by homesteading.

“It’s no joke,” he says. “Fve 
worked in aviation since 1927 but 
hold no pilot license so just be- 
fore I finish my plane I plan to 
get a student license and test it 
myself.” 

Hernandez, Roy Bucholz, also 
of SD inspection, and Frank 
Brown of Rohr hâve pooled their 
aircraft know-how for the past 
three months and are well along 
on the job of building two one- 
place airplanes which are expect- 
ed to be completed in October. 
Only Bucholz holds a student pilot 
license. 

Their design plans call for 
building two ships on the lines 
of Stits Playboys. However, the 
“home-made” flying machines will 
contain parts from just about 
every type of small aircraft. 
There’s a Taylorcraft landing 
gear, stabilizers from a Piper 
Cub and fuselage tubing from a 
Cessna. Convair’s salvage yard 
supplied most of the pulleys and 
aluminum for the fuselages, 
while war surplus items like tie 
rods, airplane “dope” and others 
are found on both airplanes. 

“We’ve traveled hundreds of 
miles since we started buying 
wrecked airplanes and parts we

own airplane. When it’s fin- 


can use and rebuild,” said Buc¬ 
holz. “Airport operators refer to 
us as junk men.” 

But their thrifty ways will pay 
off in the long run. They expect 
each airplane to cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $475. List price for a 
new airplane of the same type 
ranges from $1,800 to $2,000. 

Powered by rebuilt 85-horse- 
power Continental engines, the 
planes are expected to cruise at 
135 miles per hour with a top 
speed of 150. Their range will be 
four and a half hours at cruising 
speed. Rate of climb will be 1,200 
feet per minute. Wingspan will 
be 22 feet and length 17 feet. 
Weight completed will be 525 
pounds. 

CAA has kept a close eye on 
the building of the planes, making 
inspections about once every two 
weeks. Once completed they will 
hâve to undergo engine run tests 
and flight tests near where they 
are being built before being cer- 
tified for additional flight. 

The trio is interested in form- 
ing an amateur aircraft building 
group to pool know-how and 
work.

Erickson reported that the 
plane has “very good” one-engine 
operation, and pointed out that 
with one engine out, the plane 
nevertheless can fly at altitudes 
up to 18,000 feet. On two en- 
gines, she flies at up to 366 miles 


per hour and at up to 36,000 feet. 

After the second flight on June 
30, Erickson said that the plane 
operated perfectly, and that the 
remainder of the acceptance 
flight items were accomplished 
“like clockwork.” 

Four Convair Planes

At least four Convair-built air- 
craft are due to take part in the 
National Aircraft Show scheduled 
for Sept. 4-6 at Cox Municipal 
Airport, Dayton, Ohio.

XFY-1 Corning 
Home to SD 
For Flight Test 


Return of the XFY-1 vertical takeoff fighter to San 
Diego has been set for late this month. 

The airplane, which has been at Moffett Naval Air 
Station near San Francisco since April, is scheduled to go 
to Brown Field Auxiliary Air Station just south of San 
Diego for its free flight testing. 


Current plans call for shipment 
of the radically new delta wing 
fighter by water. As when it was 
taken north by Navy vessel, the 
airplane probably will be accom- 
panied by part of the Convair 
ciew that has been with it at 
Moffett. 

The Convair crew which will 
set up shop at Brown will be 
essentially the same as the one at 
Moffett, operating under C. B. 
Carroll, project engineer. 

Actually the new Navy fighter 
has “flown” already, though in 
captive state. A number of take- 
offs and vertical flights hâve 
been made in a Convair-designed 
tethering rig installed in a 184- 
foot high airship hangar at Mof¬ 
fett NAS. 

The XFY-1 is designed to take 
off and land in vertical position, 
but to fly horizontally at speeds 
above 500 m.p.h. Its power plant 
is an Allison T-40 turboprop driv- 
ing a six-bladed contrarotating 
Curtiss-Wright turbo-electric pro- 
peller. 

F-102 FliesSD 
To Palmdale 

A new flight test center for the 
F-102, located at Palmdale, about 
20 miles Southwest of Edwards 
Air Force Base on the Mojave 
desert, “came alive” last week 
and received its first airplane, di¬ 
rect from San Diego by air. 

Pilot of the first 102 to arrive 
at Palmdale (and the second to 
take the aerial route from San 
Diego) was R. L. Johnson, chief 
test pilot for the 102 project and 
the first man to fly a F-102. 

A few maintenance and stock- 
room people hâve been at Palm¬ 
dale for some time, but arrivai 
of the airplane boosted the “popu¬ 
lation^ of the new center to about 
50, according to P. G. Osborn, 
Plant 2 factory manager at San 
Diego. The center is being staff- 
ed by individuals drawn both 
from San Diego and from Ed¬ 
wards where F-102s hâve been in 
flight test since last fall. The 
Palmdale operation is under the 
direction of Supt. W. H. Rum- 
baugh.

An Improvised 'Drag 1 
Speeds Up Unloading 
Pomona Trash Truck 

An improvised method of un¬ 
loading has greatly speeded up 
trash dumping at Convair Po¬ 
mona, A. M. Crutchfield, trans¬ 
portation supervisor, reported re¬ 
cently. 

Unloading became a problem 
when the volume of trash requir- 
ing removal to the city incinerator 
increased to a point where a 35- 
foot stake body semi-trailer was 
needed. The vehicle’s size was 
idéal, but it took two men an hour 
and a half to unload. 

At this point supervision order- 
ed up a steel “drag” attached to 
a cable running the length of the 
trailer, then doubling back to a 
power winch. When loading, the 
“drag” is at rest on the forward 
end of the trailer. When it is 
time to dump, power is applied to 
the cable and the steel wall moves 
back, forcing the trash out the 
rear. It’s a 10-minute job now, 
instead of an hour and a half.

“So, there must be no misguided 
réluctance to report any hurt.”

Testing Dcvice Eliminâtes Guesswork 
In Gauging Hand Tool Performance 




Machine Ups 
Efficiency 

A testing device that takes the 
guesswork out of powered hand 
tool performance and substitutes 
scientific accuracy is now paying 
off at Convair-Fort Worth. 

And the pay-off is two-fold: 
Better performance for the em¬ 
ployées on the job; and dollar 
savings in tool purchases and 
repairs. 

With the new device, tool serv¬ 
ice department now tests ail elec- 
trical and pneumatic rotary tools. 

For years, Convair faced a 
problem that has plagued ail man- 
ufacturing plants — how to test 
the efficiency of such tools, espe- 
cially after they had been sent to 
a shop by an employée for repair. 

The repairman examined it, 
took it apart and replaced any 
parts which appeared to be worn 
or faulty. Then he put it back 
together—but he had no way of 
determining whether it would per¬ 
forai satisfactorily. 

Whether it did or not some- 
times became a matter for heated 
discussion between the repairman 
and the employée using the tool. 

So R. C. Blevins, Dept. 14 fore- 
man, and R. A. Sexton, service 
tool and die maker, put their 
heads together to corne up with a 
solution to the problem. 

They rigged up an apparatus 
which would measure the révolu¬ 
tions - per - minute of such tools 
without load, the power under 
load and other factors affecting 
performance of electrically-driven 
tools. 

For tools powered by com- 
pressed air, they developed ways 
and means to measure those fac¬ 
tors, plus others. These included 
the air consumption of the tool, 
the air pressure in the line which 
supplied the tool, and the like. 

Then, with these devices, they 
ran a sériés of tests on power 
tools known to be operating effi- 
ciently and developed data against 
which other tools could be com- 
pared. 

“Before we developed this ma¬ 
chine,” said George Frazier, tool 
service general foreman, “the 
only way we had to judge a new 
tool was to call upon our past 
expérience with the company and 
its products. 

“Now we can take a sample 
tool, put it through the Works— 
and we know beyond a reasonable 
doubt how good the tool is before 
we buy it. 

“And we also know that when 
we repair a tool, we hâve put it 
into good operating condition be¬ 
fore we return it to production.” 

The new machine will benefit 
Convair operations in many ways. 
It will give increased efficiency 
in hand tools, thus improving pro¬ 
duction, it will reduce time lost 
due to tools being in repair, it 
will extend the life of tools due 
to improved maintenance and 
servicing, and it also will reduce 
the cost of tool repairs. 

Tool service’s next project is 
development of a method by 
which impact tools—such as rivet 
guns—can be tested.

In Dept. 202, a man working a 
surface grinder caught his finger 
in the wheel, suffering a broken 
finger. 

* * * 

A Dept. 43 girl tripped over an 
air hose and suffered a broken 
leg. 

* * * 

An air hose suddenly came 
loose in Dept. 225, blowing dust 
and fragments into the air. One 
tiny fragment lodged in a man’s 
eye. Plant physicians removed 
the foreign body.

Catalogs to Streamline Buying

A dream that started 25 
years ago became a reality this 
month for Mike Alianelli of 
Dept. 202 at Convair SD.

buying frequently-ordered low 
cost items. 

Before this new method was 
installed, labor and material costs 
for Processing purchase orders 
were sometimes more than the 
cost of the material. Now the 
parts are bought by annual re- 
quirements. 

There are cases when spécial 
knowledge of technical things is 
needed. Such was the case recent- 
ly of a proposai made by Ralph 
Fuhrer, chief tool engineer, and 
R. D. Mitcham, buyer at Convair. 

They recommended using a 
rolled aluminum plate which— 
when rolled and stretched—will 
produce a relatively non-porous 
product. 

The cost was found to be 68 per 
cent less than cast material form¬ 
erly used. This resulted in a 
yearly saving of $64,623. 

“These are only a few of the 
big cases we installed in the past 
few months,” said Crabtree. 

“We get some new ones every 
day—either employée suggestions 
or CIPs. No matter whether 
they’re big or small savings, 
they’re ail important.”

Auto Enthusiast Heads up Hot Rod 
Club he Helped Organize in Korea 


When Convair Pomona’s Homer 
Overton (Dept. 62) was recently 
elected president of the Pomona 
Shortimers Club, it was for him 
an honor of more than the usual 
significance. 

For Overton helped organize 
the hot rod club over three years 
ago while serving with Califor- 
nia’s 40th Infantry Division in 
Korea. The name of the club is 
taken from an old service expres¬ 
sion or term for men who hâve 
only a short time remaining be- 
fore they are to be discharged. 

“A group in my company from 
the Pomona area with a mutual 
interest in cars organized the club 
in the early part of 1951/” Over¬ 
ton said. “Although most of the 
club’s activities in Korea consist- 
ed of making plans for after we 
returned to the States, we did 
work over and modify a couple of 
abandoned jeeps. 

“But the primary idea behind 
the club was to sponsor activities 
for teen-agers with hot rods to 
keep their souped-up cars off the 
highways, and to keep the owners 


out of trouble with the police,” he 
added. 

“We’ve tried to stick to our 
original principles, and in our 
projects we hâve had the full 
blessings and sometimes assist¬ 
ance of both the California High- 
way Patrol and the Pomona Po¬ 
lice Department.” 

For several months the club 
maintained the now popular drag 
strip at the Los Angeles County 
fairgrounds in Pomona. 

“With the growth in popularity

FIfty From Convair FW Conduct 
Radio Noise Tests at Roswell 


Because it’s noisier around Fort 
Worth than it is in the even wider 
open spaces of New Mexico, about 
50 Convair employées had up to 
two months at Roswell’s Walker 
AF Base in May and June. 

As explained by George Bal- 
genorth, senior design engineer: 

“We went out there to conduct 
radio noise level tests on a B-36 
equipped with some new secret 
Systems. And we picked New 
Mexico because there is consider- 
ably less radio interférence there 
than around Texas.” 

The airplane’s liaison receiver, 
for instance, is used to communi- 
cate with stations on the ground. 
The tests determined how much 
interférence was induced in the 
radio frQîn operation of other 


electrical apparatus on the plane, 
and indicated the measures neces- 
sary to eliminate the interférence. 

Since Bell Aircraft Co. has an 
Air Force contract for some of 
the work on this secret project, 
approximately ICO Bell people 
from Buffalo, N.Y., also were on 
hand. 

From Fort Worth, employées 
came from at least six different 
departments, thus making up al- 
most a factory in miniature:

1939. He has also worked with 
wrought iron since the war, with 
an eye toward selling original de¬ 
signs, but gave it up when he 
discovered that the market was 
flooded with wrought iron fig¬ 
ures. 

Sculpture is a relatively new 
medium for Vince, although he 
started modeling in clay while in 
the Army. He started working 
with wood carving about two 
years ago, and already has com- 
pleted several statuettes, a small 
bust and two bas-relief profiles. 

“Although harder to work with, 
wood is much more durable than 
clay and the finished figure is 
more attractive,” Vince said. “The 
chief disadvantage is that mis- 
takes are much harder to correct 
in wood.”

Working only during rest and 
lunch periods at work, Vince 
Rhoades (sign painter in Dept. 

25) has made a life-size likeness 
of his wife’s head in clay, and is 
currently working on a replica of 
the clay in laminated birch. He 
started the wooden likeness about 
two months ago, and he believes 
he will hâve it completed within 
the next three or four months. 

“Sometimes I am asked how I 
can expect to accomplish anything 
in a 10-minute rest period,” Vince 
said. “The answer is simple. By 
working both rest periods and a 
large part of my lunch period 
each day I can get in about 40 
minutes a day, or over three 
hours a week. In a few weeks, 
this adds up. 

“Also, my work station is in 
the carpenter shop, so the noise 
I make and the chips that fly 
create no problems.” 

To complicate matters more, 

Vince had only a photograph of 
his wife (Marie Rhoades, Dept. 

63) to use as a model for the clay 
figure. The area in which Mrs. 

Rhoades works is too far away to 
allow her to visit Vince during 
rest periods. 

When he first started working 
on the clay model several months 
ago, Vince received more than a 
little mild heckling from fellow 
workers and passers-by. The 
heckling soon turned to interest, 
however, and many of the former 
hecklers now stop by regularly to 
note the progress on the carved 
likeness. 

Although his only formai train- 
ing in art was a course in letter- 
ing and layout several years ago, 

Vince started sketching when he 
was a child. While he was in the 
Army one of his pen and ink 
sketches won a prize in an art 
show for servicemen in Japan, 
and a service newspaper published 
another of his sketches and a car- 
toon. 

Prior to World War II Vince 

specialized in pictures in métal .

Ernie Flisrand made the ascent 
from Whitney Portai (8,000 feet) 
to the summit (14.500 feet) and 
back down in probably as casual 
a manner as it has ever been 
accomplished before. 

Shunning the usual mountain 
climber’s attire of heavy clothing, 
heavy shoes and a bundlesome 
pack, Flisrand wore denim pants, 
denim sneakers and a “T” shirt! 

“Most climbers make the trip 
in two days, spending one night 
on the trail,” Flisrand said. “I 
reasoned that if I could keep mov- 
ing ail the time, I could do it 
within the daylight hours of one 
day.” 

He did it, too, making the en- 
tire 26-mile round-trip in 14 hours 
( 8 V 2 hours up, a half-hour at the 
peak, and 5 hours down). 

Starting at daybreak, June 17, 
he met three hikers on the trail 
who had given up after encount- 
ering snow fields about half-way 
up. These saine snow fields gave 
him the most trouble, making it 
hard to remain on the trail and 
often forcing him to wade up to 
his waist.

the 12,000-foot level was frozen 
over and the remainder of the 
trip made him wish for heavier 
clothing, although he made good 
time walking in his light gear.

“The only living things I 
saw up there were a few little 
black spiders.” 

One of his surprises came in 
finding a shelter house atop the 
mountain. It was made entirely 
of stone and métal and is open 
for use of hikers who might be 
stranded there overnight. 

“Corning down, I felt as though 
I were floating,” Flisrand said. 
“I think Pli go back up there on 
my vacation next year and maybe 
spend a day or so on top. It’s 
worth the climb to see the view.”

Safety-Housekeep Committee With Roïating 
Menéership Brings Sharp Cut in Violations 


Convair SD employées in Dept. 
52 (340 wing) hâve pooled their 
thinking to devise a plan which 
has helped them cut housekeeping 
and safety violations almost 100 
per cent. 

“About two months ago we 
realized something had to be done 
to reduce our violations,” said 
Bob Elo, general foreman. “We 
asked for suggestions and settled 
on a plan calling for a depart- 
mental safety committee.” 

This committee includes nine 
members and each week two new 
members are rotated so that 
eventually every member of the 
department will serve. Twice 
weekly the committee inspects 


and reports violations of house¬ 
keeping and safety rules. Immé¬ 
diate corrective action is then 
instigated. 

“It has paid off,” Elo said. “In 
March we had 40 points charged 
against us in the plant house¬ 
keeping and safety check. We 
had 31 points against us in April 
and only one point in May and 
June. We hope to hâve a perfect 
score this month.” 

Every member of the depart¬ 
ment is now conscious of the 
drive to hait housekeeping and 
safety violations and is pitching 
in to help. The plan may not be 
entirely new but it has certainly 
paid off, Elo added.

A spécial plaque was presented 
this month to the 95th Bomb 
Wing (H) at Biggs Air Force 
Base, El Paso, for flying its B-36 
bombers more than 1,000 hours 
during May.

Convair presented the first 
1,000-hour plaque to the Seventh 
Bomb Wing (H) at Carswell AF 
Base, Fort Worth, for flying its 
B-36 bombers 1,000 hours during 
January, 1951. 

Several other B-36 and RB-36

The plaque features a chrome 
B-36 model mounted on mahog- 
any above a large engraved plate. 


Atom Industrial Power 
Could Resuit in Peace 
To World, Says Hopkins 

Intelligent peaceful development of atomic resources 
can hold the key to world prosperity and peace, John Jay 
Hopkins, chairman and president of General Dynamics 
Corporation, told the American Management Association 
last month in New York. 

“It must be our task, it ap- 
pears to me, not to conquer the 
world but to help the world to a 
new and better way of life,” he 
said. 

Touching upon the broad ef- 
fects of the “atomic révolution,” 
specifically in regard to power 
for industrial purposes, Hopkins 
commented: “The rapid develop¬ 
ment and export of such peaceful 
atomic resources . . . to the have- 
not nations of the world would 
remove much of the international 
friction which has bedeviled our 
world since the dawn of the nine- 
tcenth century. 

“Such a concept, peaceful in 
purpose but revolutionary in ef- 
fect, could, I dare say, shatter the 
heart of the Communist ideologi- 
cal appeal in Asia, and Africa, in 
Indonesia, Indo-China, China, In¬ 
dia and Arabia. ...” 

Hopkins pointed out that most 
modem historians agréé that a 
lack of natural resources, particu- 
larly power, has contributed to 
the development of Imperialism 
and Colonialism and said: “This 
important cause of war and inter 
national unrest well may be re- 
moved by portable atomic power. 

. . . Adéquate power usually 

means the development of indus- 
try and industry raises living 
standards.” 

Hopkins urged the assembled

business leaders to cultivate not 
narrow local ambitions but ambi¬ 
tions for the world. 

“Gentlemen, we are in the van- 
guard of the atomic révolution. 
For the benefit of mankind we 
are asked to lead it—and lead it 
we must, lest—under the leader¬ 
ship of others—it engulfs us.”

Convair-built B-24 
Retired as Muséum 
Piece at AF Base 

A Convair-built B-24 Liberator 
bomber will be a muséum piece 
at the “San Antonio Gateway” to 
the Lackland AF Base, San An¬ 
tonio, Tex., where she made her 
last landing. 

Air Force officiais announced 
plans to give the bomber a face- 
lifting and to remove ail technical 
equipment. A completely new 
paint job will make the ship 
“good as new” for looking pur¬ 
poses as she takes her place 
alongside other historié craft such 
as a B-17, F-47, F-82 and T-33. 

The old B-24 Liberator when it 
touched down at Lackland had 
flown a total of 1,532 hours and 
45 minutes. 

The ship’s most recent assign- 
ment was with the Grylis Icing 
Research Laboratory working out 
of the old Willow Run airfield at 
Ypsilanti, Mich., under an AF Air 
Materiel Command contract. Its 
nose section was rebuilt for in¬ 
stallation of icing equipment, and 
hundreds of pounds of spécial re- 
search equipment. 


Another San Diego employée is 
likely to take part in the Convair- 
sponsored first World Model Air 
Olympics scheduled for July 24-26 
at Suffolk County Air Force Base 
near New York City. 

He is Fudo Takagi of Dept. 31, 
slated to represent the Japanese 
team, by proxy.

September and an Air Force Con- 
tract Technical Compliance board 
is tentatively set to meet at Con¬ 
vair in November with delivery 
of the first airplane in Decem- 
ber,” Stroud said. 

“That’s nine months from start 
of the program to delivery !” 

Convair mock-up crews com- 
pleted their work three weeks 
ahead of schedule and helped to 
get the program off to a fast 
start. Engineering and shop de- 
partments hâve worked hand in 
hand ironing out design problems 
and planning for the airplane has 
run concurrently with design. 

“Although the C-131B is based 
on the model 340 design, it in- 
cludes numerous changes that 
hâve added difficultés to the 
program,” Stroud said.

Stoye, W. H. Goggin, and L. E. 
Cook, instructors, were impressed 
by the repeated remark: “It’s the 
little things that add up to so 
much trouble ...” 

Supt. J. F. Glenn, G. O. Couch¬ 
man, general foreman, J. A. 
Stevens, foreman, Shaulis and 
members of inspection were ap- 
proached and interested in a plan 
for analyzing these “little things” 
in one group over a certain period 
of time. The analysis was con- 
ducted on the work of the crew 
under Shaulis, with their con¬ 
sent. Their jobs involve the in¬ 
stallation of electrical harnesses 
and the study showed 29 different 
errors. Most were infrequent, but 
about a third showed substantial 
répétition. 

“Loose clips” led the list in 
numbers, followed by “terminais 
chafing” and “loose terminais.” 

“From this basic data, a plan 
was drawn for a three hour course 
stressing the errors that were 
most repetitious,” H. W. Rubot- 
tom, SD training supervisor, ex- 
plained. “Students were members 
of the same crew whose work had 
been analyzed. In addition to 13 
production workers, Shaulis at- 
tended as did R. D. Landis and 
Edna Musgrave, inspectors.” 

“Following the course the work 
of this particular group was 
analyzed again,” Supt. Glenn re- 
ported. 

“We were gratified to find a 70 
per cent réduction in these er¬ 
rors. Many were eliminated com- 
pletely and ail were substantially 
diminished in number.” 

Glenn indicated that some 
thought is being given to appli¬ 
cation of the principle of “trouble 
shooting” classes for other phases 
of production at San Diego.

New Lofting Machine' Developed 
To Speed up Airplane Drawings 


A machine that helps loftsmen 
plot curves as graceful as any on 
Marilyn Monroe was unveiled at 
Convair Fort Worth last week. 

And the curves are accurate 
down to one-thousandth of an 
inch so that Convair aircraft of 
the future can be built with that 
same précision. 

Called a “lofting machine,” it 
was developed by the manufactur¬ 
ing research section of tooling dé¬ 
partaient, and a patent is being 
sought. 

Lofting is one of the steps, of 
course, between an engineer’s 
blueprint and a completed com- 
ponent for an airplane. 

The engineer sets the basic 
dimensions of a fuselage, for in¬ 
stance—how long it is, how wide 
at various points and so on. But 
ifs up to the loftsmen, then, to 
translata the blueprint into a full- 
scale drawing accurate down to 
one-thousandth of an inch. And 
they must connect the “check 
points” shown on the blueprint 
to give a smoothly curved, per- 
fectly streamlined contour on the 
full-scale drawing. 

To draw those curves, loftsmen 
must locate numerous points in 
between the points shown on the 
blueprint. 


It’s to locate these points— 
easily and quickly—that the new 
machine was developed. 

Previously it was done by lofts¬ 
men taking measurements from 
known points. It was a tedious, 
time-consuming job. But by using 
the machine, they can in a matter 
of moments locate any point with- 
in the working area by turning 
dials and knobs on the electrically 
driven device. 

When the point has been lo- 
cated, the operator presses a but- 
ton and the machine makes a 
pinpoint at the exact spot. And it 
also stamps a circle around the 
spot so you.can find the pinpoint. 

According to Guy Savage, of 
24-5, points can be spotted on a 
loft in about one-eighth the time 
it takes to do it by hand.

Thirty- 
one inches long, the B-36 has a 
wingspan of 42 inches. Consider- 
ing that Miller worked from a 
single picture of the bomber, pro-

Ail are 
solely the fruit of Miller’s in- 
genuity and imagination, plus a 
few- pictures. He started building 
planes three years ago with kits 
and a full set of plans, then built 
several models from his own plans 
before he started in on toothpicks 
again. 

Although he isn’t particularly 
sure where he is headed with his 
hobby, he hopes that it will take 
him into some phase of aviation 
when he gets a little older.

Pomona Technician Uses Electronics 
As an Aid in Hobby of Ventriloquism 


Ventriloquism and electronics 
may be pôles apart in the books 
of most people, but not for Con¬ 
vair Pomona’s Bob Carroll (Dept. 
31). 

For Carroll, who is a radio and 
radar technician at Convair and 
who has been a “practicing” ven- 
triloquist since he was 10, is com- 
bining his two fields of interest 
to produce ventriloquists’ figures 
that are in a class by themselves. 

(Incidentally, never call a fig¬ 
ure a “dummy”—at least not in 
the presehce of a ventriloquist.) 

“Most of us couldn’t. make a 
cent in show business without our 
figures, so that brings them out 
of the ‘dummy’ class as far as 
we’re concerned,” Carroll explain- 
ed. “Also, most of us consider the 
figures as our alter egos, and at 
the very least, we hâve a senti¬ 
mental attachaient to them. Call 
them figures, or ‘dolls,’ but never 
‘dummies’.” 

Carroll, who for several years 
was a professional ventriloquist 
in Cincinnati and Detroit, is one 
of the few who make their own 
figures. He has three he uses in 
his présent act in performances 
for clubs and other groups— 
Corky Corkhead, a “cowboy,” 
Figero the dog, and Swami Sal¬ 
ami, a turbaned oriental with no 
body and his head served up on a 
silver platter. 

Swami will eventually hâve a 
life size body, however. Carroll 
is working on it at présent. When 
completed, the figure will be able 
to walk onto the stage by itself, 
by use of small motors. When one 
leg reaches the proper point, a 
micro-switch will be tripped, stop- 
ping the motor in that leg and 
starting the motor in the other. 

Carroll is also working on an¬ 
other, much smaller walking fig¬ 
ure, which he calls “Robo the 
Robot.” Part of Robo’s head will 
be of clear plastic, and an arc 


from a spark coil will jump con- 
tinuously across the plastic dôme. 
Robo’s walking mechanism will 
be the “proto-type” for Swami’s. 

A parrot, as yet unnamed, 
which will sit on a perch several 
feet away from Carroll and flap 
its wings, move its beak when 
“talking,” and possibly turn its 
head from side to side, ail by re- 
mote control, is another figure on 
which Carroll is currently work¬ 
ing. The parrot actually will be 
operated by a tiny radio trans-

mitter and receiver, servo mech- 
anisms, micro-switches, etc. 

“It would be hard to say 
when these figures will be com¬ 
pleted,” Carroll said. “I work 
on ail of them from time to 
time, whenever I hâve an hour 
or two free, but I know that 
most of my ideas will work.” 

Although neither Corky, Figero 
nor Swami hâve any electronic 
features as yet—both Corky and 
Swami will hâve eventually— 
Corky has several unusual me- 
chanical features. He can cry real 
tears which actually corne from 
the center of his eyeballs. 

Figero is a hand puppet made 
from an old fur coat, a shoeshine 
rag and some bits of cardboard. 
His tongue is a red rubber bal- 
loon, and his eyes are made from 
a couple of “multiplying billiard 
balls” used by magicians. Al¬ 
though his head is St. Bernard 
size, Figero “lives” in a tiny 
doghouse. 

Carroll got his start in ventrilo¬ 
quism when he sent off for a 
patented device “guaranteed to 
make ventriloquism easy.” 

“I could never figure how to 
use the gadget, but the book that 
came with it was very helpful,” 
he recalled. “Soon aftervvard I 
sent in some coffee labels and got 
a cardboard ‘Charlie McCarthy’ 
figure, and I’ve been ‘in business’ 
ever since.” 

School shows provided most of 
Carroll’s early expérience, but he 
left school at 17 to become a car- 
nival barker. He was using ven¬ 
triloquism and magic in a side- 
show act, when the Army beck- 
oned. Because of his expérience, 
Carroll was assigned to Spécial 
Services. 

“Corky and I crossed the Atlan¬ 
tic 14 times. We changed Corky’s 
name to Snafu temporarily—he 
had ‘joined’ the Army too,” Car¬ 
roll said. 

After his release from the 
Army, Carroll returned to Cin¬ 
cinnati and broke into télévision. 
He appeared on the first pro¬ 
gram telecast from Cincinnati, 
and for several months had his 
own show. He moved to Michigan 
in 1950, had night club and other 
engagements there, and while 
visiting in California that year 
appeared in several TV shows in 
Los Angeles. He moved his fam- 
ily to CaHfornia about a year and 
a half a^o, and while he hasn’t 
received a break in télévision, he 
averages two or three shows a 
week for clubs, lodges and other 
organizations. 

Anyone able to talk and willing 
to apply himself can become a 
ventriloquist, Carroll believes. 

“The whole secret is develop¬ 
ment of the art of misdirection 
—directing the attention of the 
audience to the figure and away 
from the ventriloquist,” Car¬ 
roll said. “Concealment of lip 
movement is not too important 
if misdirection is mastered, ex- 
cept on TV. There it’s profes¬ 
sional suicide.”

Progress on R3Y Reported With Film 


Simulating a Trans-Pacific Flight 


A novel kind of “progress re¬ 
port” is in the making at Convair 
San Diego which, when completed, 
will tell on three reels of color 
movie film what normally would 
be confined to printed pages and 
still photos. 

The movie stars the Navy’s 
R3Y Tradewind and, for the 
sake of action, takes the plane 
on a fictitious—but quite life- 
like — “flight” from Alameda 
NAS to Hawaii, the route which 
the R3Y ultimately will be fly- 
ing in actuality. 

The novel form of report was 
conceived by J. B. Torrance, R3Y 
project engineer, and executed 
with the help of Vern Ottem, as¬ 
sistant project engineer, Willard 
Dewey of the project office (who 
was technical director), Ed Bill 
of service publications, the Con¬ 
vair SD photographie laboratory, 
Lcdr. William Bergsted, USN, of 
the BAR office who played the 
rôle of pilot, and the help of some 
score of Convair folk who were 
in the “çast.” 

“Although much of the dialogue 
is technical, of course, as well as 
the scenes, they are built around 
the trans-Pacific flight idea in 
such a way as to lend continuity 
and maintain interest, while at 
the same time demonstrating ef- 
fectively the development, per¬ 
formance and operation of the 
airplane,” Torrance said. 

Lcdr. Bergsted as the pilot on 
the Alameda-Hawaii flight plays 
the lead, supported by: James 
Campbell of liaison engineering 
as co-pilot; Walt Belliston of 
service engineering as flight en¬ 
gineer; Grâce Crower of pur- 
chasing as a Wave orderly; Henry 
Jacobsen of liaison engineering 
as engineer-trainee ; Ken Warder 
of liaison engineering as naviga¬ 
tor; Julio Lowenthal of liaison 
engineering as radio man; Elmer 
Cook of engineering as messen¬ 
ger; Dorothy Krause of engineer¬ 
ing as woman passenger. 

Filming was performed by the 
San Diego photo staff with Mark 
Irwin behind the caméras, Lynn 
Jaquish handling sound, Gene 
Evans, Bill Carter and Bill Or- 
cutt assisting. 

Although it would appear in the 
movie that most of the action 
takes place in flight, actually the

$100,000 research building for 
electronic computing is due to be- 
gin around the first of the month 
at Convair SD.

First pay checks affected are 
those to be distributed Sept. 10. 
The moratorium will continue for 
paychecks through Oct. 8. 

The “holiday” is a form of re- 
bate to group insurance members 
because of the excellent insur¬ 
ance expérience during the past 


year, B. F. Coggan, San Diego 
manager, explained. It is effec¬ 
tive for ail employées who were 
members as of Aug. 30. The 
moratorium, however, does not 
cover the one per cent contribu¬ 
tions toward disability insurance. 

A similar moratorium is being 
considered for Convair Pomona 
but there was no definite word at 
presstime. 


More Group Insurance. 
Benefits to be Offered 

An opportunity to extend group insurance benefits to include substantial protection 
in case of the “disaster-type” of illness or injury, where expenses can run into hundreds 
and hundreds of dollars, will be offered soon at Convair San Diego. 

The opportunity is open to ail 


présent participants in group in¬ 
surance at San Diego, except for 
employées represented by Inter¬ 
national Association of Machin- 
ists, Lodge 1125. 

The IAM decided not to ac- 
cept the company proposai. 

However, the program can be 
put into effect only if 75 per cent 
of the présent group insurance 
participants (exclusive of IAM) 
sign up. Meetings with super¬ 
vision and circulation of explana- 
tory material will start in about 
ten days. Actual sign-up will 
start about Sept. 27 and last until 
Oct. 6. 

The proposed additional cover- 
age is designed to supplément 
rather than replace the présent 
basic group insurance protection. 
It applies only to employées, not 
dependents. 

In a nutshell, here is how the 
new plan, known as “Major Medi¬ 
cal,” would operate: 

Suppose a Convair employée is 
suffering from kidney infection 
and faces major surgery and 30 
days in the hospital.

IF, that 
is, at least 75 per cent sign up 
for the program. 

Additional details on “Major 
Medical” will be available as the 
time cornes for sign-up. Mean- 
while, Dick Wilkens, SD manager 
of industrial relations, com¬ 
ment ed: 

“This is a form of increased 
protection that we hâve long been 
hoping to make available to our 
people. 

“Too often a single expensive 
illness can bankrupt a family, in 
spite of the considérable assist¬ 
ance given by basic group insur¬ 
ance. With Major Medical, how- 
ever, we hâve a means whereby 
this threat is virtually elimi- 
nated.”

New Freighter Version 


Of Model 340 Revealed 


Convair last month announced a new version of the 
Convair-Liner, called the “Convair Freighter/' a commer¬ 
cial transport that will haul 15,000 pounds of cargo over 
medium airline ranges at a cruising speed of 280 miles an 
hour.

Secret Nuciear Area at FW Under 
Never Ending Check for Radiation 

“Atomic-powered aircraft ...” When such words as these appear in print re- 
garding Convair, as they hâve in CONVAIRIETY front time to time, they doubtless 
arouse curiosity as to what’s going on in the secret nuciear reactor area at Convair 
Fort Worth. 

So, perhaps you would like a look inside. This look, however, will hâve to be an un¬ 
classified look, for much of the work is still secret. 


“The fielcl of air freight has 
a brighter future than any 
other phase of commercial air¬ 
line operations,” R. J. Pfeiffer, 
Convair manager of domestic 
sales, said today. 

“Freight traffic already is 
growing faster than passenger 
traffic, and the field still is vir- 
tually untapped. The airlines 
urgently need a plane designed 
for cargo because the volume of 
air freight is beginning to in¬ 
terfère with passenger comfort. 

“The Freighter is Convair’s 
answer. It will carry more 
cargo for less expense than any 
twin engine aircraft of com¬ 
parable size now in use.” 

Externally, the Convair 
Freighter will look much like its 
passenger counterpart. Principal 
exterior différence will be the 
hydraulically operated cargo door 
—10 feet wide and 6 feet high— 
built into the left side of the 
fuselage aft of the wing. The 
door will be hinged at the top. 

To make the plane readily con¬ 
vertible to passenger operations 
as well, the standard Convair- 
Liner intégral passenger loading 
ramp forward of the wing will 
be kept in the Convair Freighter. 

The interior of the fuselage 
will be fitted with an extruded 
magnésium cargo deck 51 feet 9 
inches long and 8 feet 5 inches 
wide. The deck, completely un- 
obstructed, will be fitted with 
flush cargo tie-downs rnd stress- 
ed for 200 pounds to the square 
foot. 

The cargo compartment, 6 feet 
3 inches high, will be lined to 
window-height with durable fi- 
berglass paneling and insulated 
with fiberglass batts against 
Sound and température. 

The Freighter’s entire fuselage 
will be air conditioned and pres- 
surized for the h a n d 1 i n g of 
perishable cargo. 

Pfeiffer explained that the 
Convair Freighter is not expected 
to supplant larger aircraft in the 
cargo field. “The Freighter is 
designed primarily for feeder line 
operation, supplementing long- 
haul (1000 to 2500-mile) cargo 
schedules,” Pfeiffer said. 

Performance of the Freighter 


will match that of the Convair- 
Liner. Top speed for the Freight¬ 
er will be 313 miles per hour. 
Design range, with 1730 gallons 
of fuel, is 2000 miles. Service 
ceiling will be 26,700 feet. 

The Freighter will be powered 
by two R-2800 Pratt and Whit- 
ney engines driving three-bladed, 
variable pitch Hamilton Standard 
propellers. 

Like the Convair-Liner, the 
Freighter will be able to take 
off and climb under full load on 
one engine and will operate from 
nearly any airport in the United 
States from which twin-engine 
aircraft are now being flown. 
The runway requirement is only 
4650 feet. The Freighter’s gross 
weight will be slightly higher 
than the 47,000 pounds of its pas- 
senger-carrying counterpart. 


First requirement is two passes 
from industrial security. It takes 


two because the overall area is 
divided into two smaller areas 
and a new pass is required for 
each. 

And the general approval of 
R. D. O’Neal, program director. 

Your guide is Frank Paschal, 
health physics administrator—a 
physicist who sees to it that no 
damage results from radioactive 
sources. He knows his way 
around—and will show you. 

“Purpose of ail this work, of 
course, is to contribute eventual- 
ly to the building of an atomic- 
powered airplane,” he explains. 
“That’s no secret, since the Air 
Force long ago announced that 
Convair had been awarded a con- 
tract for research and develop¬ 
ment in connection with nuciear 
propulsion of aircraft. 

“First we’ll hâve a look at the 
laboratory area.” 

It would make a good story if 
there were Buck Rogers type 
gadgets such as you see in movies 
speculating on the year 2000 A.D. 
But what you really see is most- 
ly like any other laboratory, ex- 
cept for the many instruments 
used in measuring radiation. 

“Radiation is checked at every 
conceivable point in and around 
the area—and anything known to 
hâve been exposed to radiation is 
checked,” says Paschal. 

The laboratory area is under 
the general direction of Dr. D. A. 
Cowan, nuciear laboratory group 


engineer. In the building are of¬ 
fices for the health physicists, 
and instrumentation work is 
being performed by assemblers, 
mechanics/ machinists, electronic 
technicians—and the like—just as 
in other areas of the plant. 

The area also includes the 
building where development work 
for the project is under way. 
Work here is under the general 
direction of A. G. Owen, assistant 
superintendent of development 
manufacturing. 

As elsewhere, development here 
means the building of spécial 
parts and components, stands and 
so on. In appearance, the area is 
much like any other manufactur¬ 
ing area of the plant. 

You check back with the guard 
a second time—give him your 
second pass. He signs you up. 
But ail this is still not enough to 
get you in. The guard makes a 
téléphoné call to verify that there 
is no reason why you shouldn’t 
enter the area. 

Then he takes your ID card 
and gives you two badges. One 
is to get you into the second area 
—the operations area. The other 
is a film badge to measure any 
radioactivity. You know you 
won’t be exposed, but it is an- 
other of the precautionary meas- 
ures. 

Finally you and Paschal are 
ready to go.

Operation of Spécial Polar Région Compassés 
Simulated in Mobile Units For AF Training 


An electronic version of “hide and seek,” played with automobiles and mobile ama¬ 
teur radio sets, is providing entertainment and training twice a month for a dozen or 
more Convair Pomona men and others in the Pomona area. 


It’s no simple matter to make 
simple such complicated opera¬ 
tions as those in the numerous 
Systems (such as navigation, 
hydraulics, and so on) that go to 
make up an aircraft as complex 
as the B-36. 

But that’s just the job of mo¬ 
bile training units being manu- 
factured in the development han¬ 
gar at Convair Fort Worth for 
the Air Force’s Air Training 
Command. 

Under a new contract, develop¬ 
ment manufacturing department 
employées under the supervision 
of Roy E. Purseley are modern- 
izing the AF’s training units to 
bring them up to date with the 
latest model B-36s. 

The units, which are made up 
of parts which go on B-36s, simu- 
late actual operation of the Sys¬ 
tems on a B-36 in flight. 

Currently in production, for in¬ 
stance, is a high latitude compass

System which enables B-36 navi- 
gators to plot their course in the 
polar régions—a feat which was 
once impossible. 

For years pilots found their 
conventional magnetic compassés 
completely useless near the North 
Pôle. That’s because needles on 
compassés attracted to the pôles 
become erratic when near either 
pôle. 

This is overcome with the help 
of a gyroscope which keeps the 
compass in a position to work 

properly. Panels which simulate 
the use of this compass enable 
the AF to teach this pai’ticular 
phase of B-36 navigation. 

They consist of a flux valve, 
a gyro and slaving control 
mounted on a wooden cut-out of 
a B-36. By operating the Con¬ 
trols, the heading of the airplane 
silhouette changes to indicate the 
new course. 

“And that makes it easy for 
the operator to gradually get the 
feel of the compass System,” said 
Fred Buehler, development Proj¬ 
ect liaison man in charge. 


The men, ail members of the 
Tri-County Amateur Radio Asso¬ 
ciation, meet every second Friday 
in Pomona for a hidden trans¬ 
mitter hunt—or, as it is officially 
called by the club, a “practice 
search and rescue mission.” 

“One member, usually the win- 
ner of the previous hunt, leaves 
early with a mobile transmitter 
and hides out in some remote 
spot,” John Porter (Dept. 6) 
president of the club, said. 
“Then the others, using receivers 
and a variety of methods., at- 
tempt to locate the hiding spot. 
The first one to find it is the 
winner, of course.” 

Members match wits in select- 
ing unusual hiding places for the 
transmitter. A favorite hiding 
place is the middle of an orange 
grove. Canyons in the mountains 
north of Pomona are also f avored. 
The latter hiding places are diffi- 
cult to locate, since signais from 
the transmitters are reflected 
from many surfaces in the moun¬ 
tains. 


“But one of our most difficult 
hunts was several months ago, 
when a transmitter was locked 
in the trunk of a deserted car on 
a Street in downtown Pomona 
and operated by remote control 
from a nearby building,” Porter 
said. “Practically ail of the 
searchers located the car, but de- 
cided that they were on a false 
trail when they saw no one in or 
near the car. Finally someone 
discovered the two members with 
the remote unit, and the hunt was 
over.” 

Two methods are favored in lo- 
cating the hidden transmitters. 
One group antennas, or “DF 
loops,” while a majority of the 
others hâve developed skill in 
utilizing the directional qualities 
of whip antennas produced by 
their relationship to the métal 
bodies of cars. 

In the latter method, by slow- 
iy driving the car in a tiglit 
circle it is possible to note in- 
I creased strength of the incoming 


radio signal as the car becomes 
oriented with the hidden trans¬ 
mitter. This shows the operator 
the direction to the location. 

By making a sériés of these 
tests it is possible to more or 
less “pinpoint” the location by 
rough triangulation. 

“In addition to being fun, hunts 
of this type also hâve a practical 
purpose,” Porter said. “The same 
principle has been used to locate 
hams who hâve been lost in re¬ 
mote areas, to locate illégal 
transmitters, to assist searching 
parties in the mountains, to di¬ 
rect police to the scenes of acci¬ 
dents, and for a host of other 
uses.” 

At présent about 20 Convair 
Pomona people are members of 
the association. They are Roy 
and Russ Routh of NIO inspec¬ 
tion, Fred Stahl, Orve Owen, 
Jack Rocchio, John Harmon and 
Porter of Dept. 6, Tom Brown, 
Dave Wenchel, Harold Cockrell, 
George Dynes, Walt Barnes, Bill 
Hibbard and Doug Turner of 
Dept. 27, Harold Roosien and 
Richard Reed of Dept. 63, Dudley 
Hutchins and Walt Crutchfield of 
Dept. 72, Hillis Hauck of Dept. 
31 and John Corr of Dept. 3. 

Membership in the club is open 
to ail amateurs and others who 
are interested in becoming hams. 
The club has a program of in¬ 
struction in code and theory to 
help new members préparé for li- 
cense examinations. Meetings are 
7:30 p.m. the second Wednesday 
each month at 145 E. Monterey 
in Pomona. Further information 
may be obtained by contacting 
Porter at ext.

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Two Score 

Pilot For 40 Years Célébrâtes 
With Flight Around Lindbergh 


A Convair SD employée whose background reads like a 
chronicle of aviation history recently celebrated in a 
rather subdued manner the 40th anniversary of the issu- 
ance of his pilot’s license. 


Frank T. Courtney of service 
publications elected to pilot a 
small two-placer in a leisurely 
flight around Lindbergh Field. 
He made his flight in the Honey 
Bee, an airplane designed and 
built by Ken Coward and Bill 
Chana of engineering and their 
associâtes (Convairiety, July 30, 
1952). 

It was just 40 years ago last 
month when Courtney climbed 
into a flimsy biplane in England 
and soloed. Since that time he has 
been a test pilot, designer, en- 
gineer, combat pilot, airline pilot 
and représentative and a strong 
backer of water-based aircraft. 

“Learning to fly in those days 
was quite different,” Courtney 
said. “We selected a long field, 
took off from one end, flew about 
200 yards and landed on the op¬ 
posite end. Then we reversed the 
procedure. I think I was ready to 
solo before I had ever turned 
an airplane in the air.” 

Courtney saw service with the 
Royal Flying Corps during World 
War I as a mechanic, sergeant 
pilot and later as an officer. 

“One airplane did ail the work 
then,” he recalled. “It was a 
bomber, fighter or reconnaissance 
plane depending on whether we 
carried bombs, guns or caméras.” 

Following the war, Courtney 
served as a pilot on Europe’s 
first airline which linked London, 
Paris and Berlin. 

Radiation Under

In the operations area is found 
most of the work which involves 
radio-active sources and mate- 
rials. Work is directed by O. A. 
Mooneyham, nuclear operations 
group engineer. 

Here Paschal shows you radio¬ 
active sources, and explains the 
précautions and Controls. 

Especially impressive is an 
elaborate set of automatic Con¬ 
trols. At any time radiation be- 
comes higher than the normal 
limits set for a test, the Controls 
automatically shut down the 
operation until radiation returns 
to a normal level. 

You are impressed too with the 
quiet, knowing way these people 
go about their business, which at 
the moment happens to be ready- 
ing for tests—always more tests. 

The area is well fenced in— 
even though it’s in Texas. There 
is the fence around the entire 
563-acre réservation. There’s a 
fence around the entire 85-acre 
nuclear area. And there’s a fence 
around each of the two principal 
areas inside. 

And although you might hâve 
hoped to see something startling, 
you didn’t. Only Convair em¬ 
ployées working quietly on sonie 
things which may startle you 
someday in the future. 


“At first we carried a pilot 
and two passengers, then later 
four and finally eight and a co¬ 
pilot,” he said. “Flying was for 
the very rich and those seeking a 
thrill. 

“We flew only during daylight 
hours and followed roads and 
railroads. Engine failures occur- 
red frequently and we always 
kept an eye pealed for a field in 
which to set down. Once we 
landed, we would bundle our pas¬ 
sengers up and hike to the nerr- 
cst railroad, flag the train and 
put them aboard. We guarrnteed 
speed!” 

It was during this era Court¬ 
ney gained a name for himself 
on the Continent as a test pilot 
of water - based aircraft. He 
traveled extensively, flying any 
new model available. 

Also during this period a race 
developed to see who would fly 
the Atlantic first and win a $50,- 
000 prize. Courtney was in the 
thick of it. The first airplane 
built for his attempted Crossing 
crashed on its maiden flight, the 
second ran low on gas and had to 
return. A third was forced down 
800 miles beyond the Azores. 

“I’ve flown the Pacific many 
times but still never the Atlan¬ 
tic,” he said. 

Following this period he acted 
as an advisor to American air¬ 
craft manufacturers, helped de- 
velop water-based airplanes in 
England and did acceptance work 
for the British on Consolidated 
aircraft. 

He served as a test pilot with 
Convair during World War II 
and came back to work at San 
Diego last year after more years 
of flying.

Sea Dart F lies F aster Than Sound 
In Test of High Speed Behavior 


Capt. Frank Slason Reports at SD 
As New BuAer Représentative 


The YF2Y-1 Sea Dart, fast- 
est water-based aircraft in the 
world, has exceeded the speed 
of sound. 

Convair-built for the U.S. 
Navy as a jet f i g h t e r, the 
YF2Y-1 was being flown Aug. 
3 by Convair SD Engineering 
Test Pilot C. E. Richbourg on a 
normal flight operation sched- 
uled to evaluate the plane’s 
handling characteristics at high 
mach number s. Richbourg 
climbed to 30,000 feet and, 
while in a shallow dive, broke 
through the sound barrier. 

The YF2Y-1 is the second of 
the Sea Dart sériés. It is equip- 
ped with two Westinghouse J- 
46 engines. The first model of 
the Sea Dart, which made its 
maiden flight April 9, 1953, 
was equipped with Westing¬ 
house J-34 engines that de- 


veloped a total of 8,500 pounds 
thrust. 

The Sea Dart is delta wing 
and incorporâtes the revolu- 
tionary hydro-ski for water 
takeoffs and landings. lt has 
been undergoing flight tests at 
San Diego for many months, 
including évaluation of per¬ 
formance in rough water off 
the coast.

Major Medical 
Sign-up Will 
Start Monday 


The sign up starts Monday ! 

On that day (Sept. 27) the wheels will start turning 
to give every eligible person at Convair San Diego the 
opportunity to take advantage of the additional insurance 
coverage nlanned under the new “ ruaior r-iedical” pronrara. 


Supervision was specially bnef- 
ed in a sériés of conférences last 
week, conducted by employée 
service, fitting them to answer 
most of the questions that may 
be asked about the plan. During 
the sign-up period, which will end 
Oct. 6, insurance company experts 
will be available at employée 
service for any additional counsel. 

First step will be the présenta¬ 
tion by supervisors of tab cards 
to ail eligible individuals. To 
join “major medical” it is neces- 
sary only to sign the card. Em¬ 
ployées on vacation or on leave 
will hâve a chance to join later. 

The proposed additional cover¬ 
age is an extension to the présent 
group insurance plan. The new 
coverage includes substantial pro¬ 
tection in the so-called “disaster 
type” illness or in jury where ex- 
penses may run into hundreds or 
thousands of dollars. 

Any Convair San Diego em¬ 
ployée now participating in the 
group insurance plan is eligible 
to join, except those represented 
by the International Association 
of Machinists, Lodge 1125, which 
has decided not to accept the 
company proposai. 

“Major medical” can be put 
into effect only if 75 per cent of 
the présent group insurance par¬ 
ticipants (exclusive of IAM) sign 
up. It will apply only to the em¬ 
ployée, not dependents. 

Cost for these additional bene- 
fits is only 28 cents per week. 

The proposai does not change 
the présent benefits of the Con¬ 
vair group policy. It is designed 
to reimburse the policy holder to 
a large extent for major expenses 
★ ★ ★ 


incurred as a resuit of a non- 
occupational accident or disease 
in excess of the présent policy. 

“Major medical” takes over 
where the présent policy leaves 
off, by paying for 75 per cent of 
the excess of medical expenses 
above the group policy, less a dé¬ 
ductible of $100. This déductible 
works something like automobile 
collision insurance where you pay 
the first few expenses yourself. 
Without such a clause, many 
small expenses would be included 
to raise the cost much higher 
than 28 cents per week. 

However, this déductible ap- 
plies only once in a calendar year, 
even though you hâve several dif¬ 
ferent disabilities. Also any ex- 
pense applied against the déduc¬ 
tible in the last three months of 
the calendar year may also be 
applied against the déductible for 
the next calendar year. 

Maximum payment to the 
policy holder under the plan is 
$5,000 whether he is paid on one 
medical-hospital expense, or on 
several, and whether that is in 
one year or several. 

After a policy holder is paid 
$1,000 or more under the new 
provisions, he may apply for a 
“new” $5,000 maximum. This 
will be granted if he can supply, 
at his own expense, written proof 
that he is again in good health. 

“We are firmly convinced that 
this is an exceptionally worth- 
while coverage,” Dick Wilkens, 
manager of SD industrial rela¬ 
tions, said. 

“We are fortunate to be able to 
offer it at so low a cost to the 
I individual.”

Any Questions? 


Q. May I apply for "major medical" 
if I am not now enrolled in the Con¬ 
vair basic group plan? 

A. No. To be eligible for "major 
medical" you must be enrolled in the 
Convair group plan of hospital, surgi- 
cal and related benefits. If you are 
eligible for these basic benefits, but 
not now enrolled, you may make appli¬ 
cation at this time. 

Q. Do I hâve to go to a hospital to 
collect these benefits? 

A. No. The plan protects you 
whether you go to a hospital or not. 

Q. Must my nursing and hospital 
treatment and my other medical serv¬ 
ices and supplies be approved by a 
doctor? 

A. Yes. A doctor must approve ail 
treatments, services and supplies. 

Q. When may I make claim for 
"major medical" benefits? 

A. You may make claim for benefits 
when you hâve medical expenses 
during a calendar year which are in 
excess of the basic hospital, surgical 
and related benefits, plus the $100 
déductible. 

Q. Are the benefits payable to me 
under my individual accident policy 
considered a part of basic benefits? 

A. No. Individually carried insurance 
is not considered a basic benefit, and 
does not affect your "major medical" 
benefits. 

Q. Must I collect a maximum claim 
under my basic benefits before I be- 
come entitled to "major medical" 
benefits? 

A. No. It is possible for you to col¬ 
lect "major medical" benefits even 


when you hâve not had to use any of 
your basic hospital or surgical benefits. 
Furthermore, there are several types of 
expenses covered under the "major 
medical" plan for which no benefits 
arc payable under most basic plans. 

Q. Suppose I hâve medical expenses 
for an accident in excess of basic 
benefits amounting to $1,100 in one 
calendar year, and later in the same 
year I hâve an appendicitis operation 
for which the expense in excess of 
basic benefits is $200, will I be 
charged with two déductibles? 

A. No. There is only one déductible 
in any one calendar year, regardless of 
the number of different disabilities you 
may hâve. In this situation, your dé¬ 
ductible would hâve been charged 
against the $1,100 and you would hâve 
received 75 per cent of the balance. 
With no further déductible to work 
off for that year, you would then re- 
ceive an additional $150 (75 per cent 
of $200) for the expenses of the ap- 
pendectomy. 

Q. Suppose I hâve received "major 
medical" payments amounting to 
$4,500 under the plan, since my life- 
time maximum benefit is $5,000, does 
this leave me with only $500 to go? 

A. Yes, unless you hâve applied for 
and been granted a new maximum 
benefit. 

Q. Are any benefits payable on ac- 
count of pregnancy? 

A. No benefits are payable for the 
usual pregnancy. However, certain 
complications of pregnancy may war¬ 
rant benefits. You should check with 
your insurance section of employée 
service for details.

Film that “takes a picture” — in effect — of radiation 
exposure encountered by Convair Fort Worth employées 
is now being processed dai ly in the medical section’s 
health physics laboratory, 


“By studying the ‘picture,’ ” ex- 
plains Dr. J. K. Leverett, “we can 
tell just how much radiation each 
employée has been exposed to, 
and over what period of time. 

“This way, we make certain 
that no one can possibly get a 
damaging amount of radiation.” 

Two principal ways of checking 
radiation hâve been used at Con¬ 
vair Fort Worth since work be- 
gan with a nuclear reactor, look- 
ing toward a day when an air- 
plane may be powered with 
atomic energy. 

One way is to wear a “dosim- 
eter” (literally—dose meter be- 
cause it measures the amount of 
gamma rays from the reactor or 
other radioactive sources). The 
other is to wear a “film badge” 
—a badge inside of which are two 
spécial types of film sensitive to 
neutrons and beta-gamma rays 
from the reactor or other radio¬ 
active sources. 

Until recently, film badges 
were shipped every week to the 
Tracerlab Corp. at Boston or the 
Brookhaven National Laboratory 
on Long Island, N. Y., for read- 
ings. 

But now the reading is done 
right in the plant. If production 
employées just south of the 50- 
foot aisle on the mezzanine hâve 
been wondering what goes on in¬ 
side the dimly-lighted first aid 
station at col. 57-L, this is it. 

There Larry Warner, health 
physics technician, dims the lights 
to give him a better look at ex¬ 
posed film and dosimeters. He 
studies film through a microscope 
to count the number of times neu¬ 
trons hâve left “tracks” on it, 
and he measures the density of 
exposed film in a densitometer 
to obtain a reading on the amount 
of beta-gamma ray exposure 
which has been encountered. 

Ail film badges are issued 
from his tiny laboratory to ail 
employées who work in the nu¬ 
clear area regularly, and to ail 
others who may be going there 
for temporary work or a visit. 

Each badge is identified by 
X-ray exposure and dated. After 
a week, the badge is returned to 
Warner for measurement, and 


the employée is given another 
badge. 

Permanent records are made so 
that the health physics lab can 
tell in an instant exactly how 
much radiation has been encoun¬ 
tered by any employée. 


California to Return 
To Standard Time 

Convair employées in Califor¬ 
nia on Saturday, Sept. 25 will get 
back that hour of sleep they lost 
early this spring. That’s when 
the change over from Daylight 
to Standard time takes place. 
Just set your clock back one 
hour on going to bed Saturday 
night and you’ll arrive at work 
on schedule.

A unique ail weather dock is helping to speed work on 
R3Ys at the seaplane ramp at San Diego. 

The dock is virtually self sufficient and includes two 
stock cribs that contain almost ail parts that may be re- 
quired. It is the only one of i ts kind at San Diego. _ 

Tradewind transports destined 
for rework or repairs are towed 
into the dock on their own 
cradles. Once inside, the dock 
clamps around the airplane mak- 
ing a snug enclosed area around 
the midsection of the fuselage 
and over the main wing area, 
leaving the nose, tail and wing 
tips protruding. 

“The dock has helped eliminate 
the possibilities of delay because 
of weather, and the close proxim- 
ity of parts has been a great con- 
venience,” S. J. Barinka, field 
operations superintendent, said. 

In service less than a year, the 
dock is a product of the thinking 
of field operations crews that 






utilize it and plant engineering 
which built it. Although out- 
wardly it resembles the B-36 
docks once familiar to many San 
Diego employées, it is completely 
different. 

The dock is a permanent instal¬ 
lation attached to the existing 
concrète apron. Inside stairs on 
either side of the fuselage lead 
to a deck extending from the 
dock’s edge to the fuselage and 
about six feet below the lower 
wing edge. Men can work on cer¬ 
tain sections of the wing without 
stooping, while small stands ele- 
vate them to additional heights 
as needed. 

Plexiglas Windows on one side 
allow light to filter in during the 
day and hinged flaps can be 
raised or lowered on the other 
side depending on the weather. 
Interior lights illuminate the 
working area at ail times. 

In addition to the stock cribs, 
other supply points for rivets, 
bolts and other common items are 
maintained throughout the dock.

Ignoring His Handicap, Convair Pomona Engineer 
Carves Out a Normal Life of Work and Hobbies 


Convair Pomona’s Paul Jackson

The growth of the Delta Divers 
organization is in keeping with 
the national trend that reflects 
more and more who do their fish¬ 
ing from below the surface. 

But it isn’t entirely the fishing 
—and the abalone and lobsters— 
that attract the Convair swim¬ 
mers. 

“It’s an entirely different 
world,” Bob Hutson, CRA com¬ 
missioner at SD, déclarés. “The 
utter quiet is broken only by the 
thump of your heart, or the hiss 
of air from your breathing ap- 
paratus. Some of the scenery is 
beyond description. And there is 
a delightful sense of freedom. 
You can act like a bird, if you 
wish, do loops and barrel rolls 
just for the heck of it. . . . ” 

The Convair group—of which 
about ten are boys between the 
âges of 11 and 16—include about 
30 that own their own under- 
water, self-contained breathing 
apparatus. The others are novices, 
or are content to operate at shal- 
lower depths with fins and face 
mask alone. Usually they congre- 
gate in the La Jolla area and the 
quarry varies with the season. 
Aside from the favorites of lob¬ 
ster and abalone, such fish as 
calico bass, opal eye, perch, hali- 
but, sea trout and corbina hâve 
fallen to their spears. And then 
there’s shark and bat rays foi- 
sport. 

“This isn’t without danger,” 
Hutson cautioned. “First of ail, 
the sport requires a strong swim- 
mer in good condition. Beyond 
that, he needs to be careful. 
Cramps are an ever présent 
threat and I’ve a few white hairs 
of my own that I can trace to 
being tangled in the kelp. Severe 
rock cuts are common, if you 
aren’t careful. ...” 

A club rule is that every swim- 
mer must hâve “Dotation gear,” 
usually an inflated inner tube 
that stays on the surface, at- 
tached to the swimmer below by 
a long nylon cord. With a web- 
bing arrangement in the center, 
this makes a good place to de- 
posit abalone, as well as serving 
in an emergency. 

Thç simplest standard equip- 


ment consists of a face mask (a 
good one costs about $6), swim 
fins ($8 and up), a “schnorkel” 
for breathing at the surface while 
looking down into the water 
($2.50), a fishing license ($3), 
canvas gloves, a knife and a tire 
iron. The iron is good for abalone 
but for not much else. For fish 
you need a spear. A simple one, 
elastic propelled, can be had for 
about $4. 

But from there on it’s a ques¬ 
tion of how much money you 
want to spend. If you want 
breathing apparatus, that’s about 
$150; and there’s fancy under- 
water “guns” that can be bought 
for $60 or $70; and you will need 
clothing, too, both summer and 
winter, for it gets mighty chilly 
away down there. A surplus gov- 
ernment “frog man” suit is a 
good investment here. 

“But it really isn’t necessary 
to spend a lot of money in order 
to hâve a grand time under the 
water,” Hutson continued. “Just 
swim fins and a face mask will 
really take you ‘out of this 
world.’ ”

and his mother, Mrs. Beulah 
Jackson, (both Dept. 6) may not 
be the only mother and son team 
working at Convair, but they are 
probably the most remarkable. 

For Paul, stricken with polio 
when four years of âge, has ac- 
quired a master’s degree in aero- 
dynamics—incidentally, with an 
outstanding scholastic record—in 
spite of his inability to walk and 
many other handicaps, and his 
mother has been his constant 
companion, assisting him in many 
ways. 

“She served as my ‘legs’ in 
college, and she still assists me 
in getting to and from work,” 
Paul said. “Also, we hâve many 
interests in common, and we 
spend much of our spare time to- 
gether. We are particularly in- 
terested in photography and in 
our collection of phonograph re¬ 
cords, and we enjoy attending 
concerts, plays, shows—and eat- 
ing in good restaurants.” 

In spite of his handicaps, Paul 
is usually the more active of the 
two in pursuing hobbies. He was 
elected this month to the presi- 
dency of the CRA Caméra Club 
at Pomona and one of his pic¬ 
tures won third prize in the 
plantwide snapshot contest con- 
ducted last spring by the club. 

“Paul takes his photography 
seriously, while I just aim a box 
caméra and shoot,” Mrs. Jackson 
said. 


could pass more easily as Paul’s 
sister than his mother. She is 
youthful in both appearance and 
outlook, mixes readily with Paul’s 
fri ends—they call her “Budo,” a 
childhood version of Beulah—and 
she considers Paul’s college days 
as best of her life. 

“When we moved from our 
hometown (Hoisington, Kan.) to 
Lawrence so Paul could attend 
the University of Kansas, I wore 
bobby sox and skirts and literally 
became a college girl,” she said. 

Mrs. Jackson enrolled in only 
one course during Paul’s five 
years of college, but she attended 
practically ail of his classes. 

“I didn’t learn enough to be- 
come an engineer, but I learned 
enough to speak their language,” 
she said. 

In addition to his inability to 
walk, Paul had many obstacles to 
overcome in completing college. 
He was unable to stand at draft- 
ing tables, until someone buRt a 
spécial platform for him to use, 
and he entered college just as 
vétérans started returning to 
school after World War II. 

“Enrollment jumped from a 


normal of 4,500 to over 10,000 
during my freshman year, and 
compétition was really stiff. 
Classrooms were crowded, and 
widely separated. One of my 
greatest problems was getting 
from one class to another on 
time. My first two years I fre- 
quently would hâve to travel from 
one corner of the 400 acre cam¬ 
pus to the other, ail in 10 min¬ 
utes. With ‘Budo’s’ help we al- 
ways made it, despite the stairs.” 

Paul graduated in 1949 as the 
12th ranking student in a class 
of 520 engineers, and was the top 
ranking student in aeronautical 
engineering. But almost as im¬ 
portant as his degree was a $1200 
Tau Beta Pi fellowship he was 
awarded. This enabled him to 
enter the Graduate School at 
California Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy at Pasadena that fall. A 
year later he received his mas¬ 
ter’s degree in aerodynamics, and 
he remained at Cal Tech for two 
years thereafter as a research 
engineer in the school’s nationally 
known Hypersonic wind tunnel. 
He joined Convair in 1952 as an 
aerodynamics engineer.

Air Tests at Edwards 


The Air Force’s YC-131C will 
head for Edwards AFB this 
month to enter phase two of its 
flight testing program. During 
its stay there, Air Force crews 
will put the plane through ex¬ 


tensive flight test évaluation. 

This additional test program 
came after the 131 completed its 
second 10-hour flight test pro¬ 
gram at Convair Fort Worth. 
Flight and flight test department 
crews conducted the flights. 

Testing at Convair wound up 
August 31 after the modified 
Convair 340 with Allison turbo- 
prop engines completed almo~.t 
23 hours of flights well within 
the contracted time. 

On August 27, Pilot Larry 
Brandvig and Co-Pilot J. H. Mar- 
geson flew two flights totaling 
3even hours. Also on board were 
J. D. McEachern as flight engi¬ 
neer and C. P. Harrison and R. 
D. Norvell as flight test engi- 
neers.

“Everyone at Convair seems 
impressed with the operation and 
performance of the plane,” said 
B. A. Erickson, manager of 
flight. 

“And the fact seven hours 
testing was completed in one day 
is significant.” 

In the meantime, the second 
YC-131C is being prepared by 
development field operations 
2 rews for propeller tests. The 
Air Force will make the tests at 
Convair Fort Worth as a part of 
a 15-hour flight program. 


New Spares Concept Set 
For Support of C-131Ds 

A new logistic plan for spare parts to support 15 of 
the 33 Air Force C-131Ds now being built at Convair SD 
went into effect this month with the delivery of the Con- 
vair-built transports. 


Developed jointly by Convair 
and Military Air Transport Serv¬ 
ice, the Air Force unit which will 
operate the 15 transports based 
on the Convair-Liner 340 design, 
the plan is another first for Con¬ 
vair, according to J. V. D'ckson, 
Convair’s parts sales manager. 

“This is the first Air Force 
contract calling for spares sup¬ 
port direct from the manufactur¬ 
er, rather than through Air Force 
supply depots,” Dickson said. “It 
was patterned after our commer¬ 
cial airline System of supplying 
spares.” 

Basically, the plan works like 
this: 

Ail spares peculiar to the air¬ 
craft, including those supplied by 
vendors to Convair, will corne di¬ 
rect from Convair SD, where a 
stock of spares is maintained for 
commercial customers. Items com- 
mon to ail Air Force airplanes, 
like bolts, washers, etc., will be 
supplied through regular sources. 
Only exception will be high-value 
items requiring a lead time of not 
over one year. Initial provision- 
ing of aircraft spares will be for 
120 days, compared with the us- 
ual Air Force procedure of pro- 
curing a 17 - and - a - half month 
supply at the time of purchasing 
the airplane. The plan utilizes a 
“call” type contract, which pre- 
viously had been funded, and re- 
quirements will be made against 
it. 

Dickson pointed out several ob- 
vious advantages to the plan, in¬ 
cluding: less initial investment; 
a réduction of in-pipeline time for 
spares; less storage space require- 
ments; curtailment of the possi- 
bility of overstocking; and the 
fact aircraft, in an emergency, 
can obtain parts from any base 
used regularly by 340s in com¬ 


mercial service. 

“Opportunity of using the con¬ 
cept was idéal, since there is a 
vast amount of expérience data 
available through our operation 
of the supply program on both 
the 240 and the 340,” he added. 

MATS will base its 15 C-131Ds 
at Bolling AFB, Washington, D.C. 
Requests for spares will be sent 
from the supply officer there di¬ 
rect to Convair SD. Shipment 
will then be made immediately 
by air with the possibility of de- 
livering parts in stock anywhere 
in the world within 24 hours. 

“The Air Force will be realiz- 
ing thousands of dollars in sav- 
ings each year by eliminating the 
need for stocking various supply 
points and processing through 
them,” Dickson added. 

“In short, they are going 
directly to the manufacturer, 
without dealing through the 
wholesaler or any middleman.” 


Ten Perfect in 
Safety Contest 

Ten departments — ail except 
four of those competing—turned 
in perfect scores in the August 
Safety contest at Convair Pom- 
ona, H. S. Naish, Safety super¬ 
visor, has announced. 

Plant engineering, however, 
worked more man hours during 
the month than any of the other 
winning departments and accord¬ 
ing to the rules of the contest 
will retain possession of the 
Safety Trophy until a new winner 
is announced, Naish said. 

Other departments working the 
entire month without a single 
disabling or “doctor case” injury 
were: quality control, material, 
electrical assembly, manufactur¬ 
ing control, checkout equipment 
maintenance, sub-assembly, mis¬ 
sile checkout, processing, final as¬ 
sembly and sheet métal. 

“Ail winning departments are 
to be congratulated for helping us 
attain this outstanding record,” 
Naish said. “We only regret that 
we do not hâve sufficient trophies 
for ail 10 departments.”

Navy Accepts Nautilus 
From General Dynamics 


The U.S. Navy last week took delivery of the world’s 
first atomic submarine, the USS Nautilus, at ceremonies 
held at the Electric Boat Division of General Dynamics 
Corporation, Groton, Conn. 


Adm. Jerauld Wright, comman- 
der-in-chief of the Atlantic fleet, 
accepted the vessel and pointed 
out that it was the first ship of 
the “new Navy.” 

John Jay Hopkins, president of 
General Dynamics Corporation, 
presented a commissioning plaque 
to Cdr. Eugene Wilkinson, USN, 
of San Diego, who will be the 
first commander of the USS Nau¬ 
tilus. 

Hopkins described the building 
of the Nautilus as “man’s first 


successful attempt to utilize for 
propulsion the complex mysteries 
of nuclear fission.” 

The revolutionary craft was 
built by Electric Boat Division of 
General Dynamics Corporation. It 
is now being outfitted and will 
start trial runs this month. 

Adm. Wright pointed out that 
though the Nautilus is the first 
of its kind, it already is approach- 
ing obsolescence. He added that 
another atomic submarine, the 
Sea Wolf, also under construc-

(Continuée! from Page 1) 
eligible approve, the plan becomes 
effective Oct. 18 at SD. That 
would mean that any illness or 
accident which occurs after that 
date may warrant payment under 
“major medical,” providing there 
has been no treatment for the 
same illness 90 days prior to that 
date. 

It also would mean that the 
first 28 - cent weekly premium 
would be deducted from pay- 
checks received by hourly em¬ 
ployées on Oct. 29. A 56-cent 
déduction (covering two weeks) 
would be made from fiat salary 
paychecks due Nov. 5. 

Employées who may hâve re- 
jected the plan when it was of- 
fered the first time may sign up 
as late as Oct. 18 without the 
necessity of taking a physical 
examination in order to become 
eligible. Naturally, the effective 
date of their insurance will be 
later. Any employée who selects 
to join “major medical” after 
that date must take and pass a 
physical examination to become 
eligible. 

“There hâve been some ques¬ 
tions concerning a statement on 
the application cards which au- 
thorizes Convair to make modifi¬ 
cations or changes in the plan 
as deemed necessary,” said Dick 
Wilkens, Jr., manager of SD in¬ 
dustrial relations. 

“This is a standard statement 
which is included on the original 
application for group insurance. 
It allows the company to make 
minor changes mutually agreed 
upon by the * company and bar- 
gaining units without inconveni- 
encing ail concerned with a re- 
solicitation and signing of new 
application cards.”

sured pays the first few expenses 
himself. This déductible applies 
only once each calendar year, 
however, regardless of the num¬ 
ber of disabilities covered by 
“major medical.” Maximum bene- 
fit payable under the plan is 
$5,000—regardless of whether it 
is paid on one disability or many, 
or in one year or several.) 

After an insured employée has 
been paid $1,000 or more by “ma¬ 
jor medical,” he may apply for a 
“new” $5,000 maximum. This will 
be granted if he can supply, at 
his own expense, written proof 
that he is again in good health. 

Here, in brief, is an example of 
how “major medical” Works: 

Suppose an employée, who is 
covered by “major medical,” ac- 
quires medical bills of $3,120 fol- 
lowing an illness in which surgery 
is required. Of this amount, his 
regular group insurance will pay 
$1,120. While this is helpful, a 
total of $2,000 remains to be paid. 
At this point, “major medical” 
takes over. If this were the first 
covered illness during the calen¬ 
dar year, the employée would be 
required to pay the first $100— 
the “déductible”—cutting the bal¬ 
ance to $1,900. “Major medical” 
then pays $1,425, or 75 per cent 
of the balance, leaving $475 to be 
paid by the employée. So, for a 
$3,120 illness, the patient gets by 
for a total outlay of $575—about 
18 per cent of the total.

There guards stop 
each car and ask drivers where 
they’re going. This is more than 
a security measure. Often 
strangers or travelers will mis¬ 
take the lights for something else 
—and find themselves on Grant’s 
Lane instead of Highway 183. 

Lights are bright on SAM-SAC 
workstands on Grant’s Lane and 
workstands throughout the yard 
areas. That means that second 
shift employées are at work mod- 
ernizing B-36s for the SAM-SAC 
program. 

Washstands around the empen¬ 
nage of a giant B-36 are lighted 
like huge white Christmas trees. 
Everywhere are thousands of 
lights so that employées may keep 
work going throughout the night. 

But in the administration build¬ 
ing, the story is different. There 
many areas are only dimly light¬ 
ed, since only skeleton staffs (or 
none at ail) are on hand for sec¬ 
ond shift work. 

It’s during this time that most 
repairs and cleaning take place 
throughout the plant. Sanitation 
crews mop and sweep hallways 
and offices. Waste baskets are 
emptied. 

Painting goes on a full scale 
basis. Many an office gets its 
“face lifted” during second shift 
hours.

Industry Records 

Nationwide statistics on 
safety in manufacturing this 
week disclosed that Convair has 
an impressive record among the 
leaders. 

The aircraft industry, long 
among the safest, during the 
first quarter of 1954 reported 
a record of 2.9 disabling in¬ 
juries for each one million man- 
hours worked, as compared to 
3.2 during the same period in 
1953. 

Convair San Diego, however, 
for the first quarter of 1954 
reported 1.11 disabling injuries 
per million manhours; and Con¬ 
vair Fort Worth was close be¬ 
hind with 1.59. For the first 
six months of 1954 the record 
stands at 1.21 for San Diego, 
1.37 for Fort Worth. 

For ail manufacturing indus¬ 
try, the first quarter injury 
frequency rate was 11.8!

Included in his collection are 
approximately 3,000 projectile 
points, 150 bowls, many bottles 
and pots, as well as clay pipes, 
beads and axes.

It’s an interesting parallel.” 

More interesting to Turner, 
though, was the fact that many 
of the articles he picked up from 
the people of New Guinea were 
almost identical in form and use 
to those American Indian articles 
he had previously collected. 

“A hobby like this,” Turner 
said, “is really interesting. Not 
only does it give you an idea of 
the ingenuity of primitive peo¬ 
ples, but when you make compari- 
sons of pièces from lands thou- 
sands of miles apart, it sort of 
makes you believe people really 
are the same ail over the world.” 


“Yet because of airline sched- 
ules, many men in the aircraft 
industrv now must use an airport 
(Love Field in Dallas) which is 
quite inconvénient.”

Radio Club to Build Tiny 
Sets For Disaster Work 


Miniature radio transmitters 
just a little larger than a pack of 
cigarettes and capable of operat- 
ing in an automobile with a 
standard car radio are now being 
perfected by Convair SD radio 
“hams.” 

The compact little units fit any 
automobile dashboard and utilize 
the power of the car radio for 
sending (and receiving) voice 
messages. They eliminate the 
need for extra power supplies and 
booster units usually associated 
with mobile radio stations. 

Convair Radio Amateur Club 
plans to turn the small units out 
on an assembly line basis as a 
service to the community. 

“In a disaster or emergency, 
a fleet of automobiles equipped 
with these units could- be dis- 
patched to ail parts of the city,” 
said Verne Harrison, president of 
the CRA group. “They could be 
used to relay messages, control 
traffic, report damage or any one 
of a number of jobs. Since they 
provide their own power, they 
could operate in almost any ter¬ 
rain or weather.” 

Roy Ramirez, Dept. 35, headed 
a group which perfected the nine 
watt transmitter from an original 
design by Roy Smith of the Naval 
Electronics Laboratory. Art Za- 
gon, Dept. 6, is credited with 
turning out the first workable 
two-tube miniature converter 
which fastens to the side of the 
car radio. They operate on a 10- 
meter band. 

Parts to build the two units 
cost about $20. The club plans 
to utilize the know how of its 
members in assemblying these 
units for licensed radio operators. 
The operator will pay only the 
cost of the parts. 

“We believe this is one answer 
to the need of a large number of 
mobile units which could be call- 
ed into service at any time,” said 
Jess Baker, CRA radio commis- 


sioner. “Too, the low cost of the 
units bring them within the reach 
of almost any radio operator. ,, 

Harrison added that if suffi- 
cient interest is shown in the Pro¬ 
ject, the club might turn out the 
units in kit form. These kits 
could be installed in an auto¬ 
mobile in a matter of minutes.

’Pallet' System Speeds 
FW Material Handling 

If it’s “palletafcle”—put it on a pallet. 

That might be the motto of Convair Fort Worth’s ma¬ 
terial départaient as more and more items used in the 
plant are tied on pallets for more efficient handling. 

Take plywood sheets, for in- \ 
stance. For years, these hâve 


corne by truck and train in car- 
load lots. And in single sheets. 

As explained by Henry Jones, 
manager of material: 

“To unload and warehouse these 
plywood sheets, we had to use 
three men and a fork lift. 

“Each sheet had to be handled 
individually twice. And there are 
2,400 sheets in a carload. That 
means 4,800 operations. 

“This took a total of 24 man- 
hours.” 

Thing are different now. After 
Convair buyers persuaded the 
vendor to put steel bands around 
packages of 100 sheets, a carload 
can be handled by one man with 
a fork lift in two hours. This is 
a saving of 22 manhours per car¬ 
load. 

Paper towels—which we also 
buy in carload lots—had a similar 
history. For years, each box in 
the carload—and there are 600 to 
a load—had to be handled by 
hand. As a resuit of negotiations 
with the manufacturers, they are 
now banded on expendable paper 
pallets. Unloading a carload now 
takes one man 2.6 hours—as com- 
pared to 20-plus hours previously. 

Then there’s “ditto” paper— 
3,600,000 sheets to the carload. 
The old method took three men 
18 manhours to unload. Now the 
packages are palletized into 12 
cartons of 20 reams each. One 
Convair employée with a lift 
truck can do the whole job in 1.7 
hours. 

“One of the most obvious im- 
provements we’ve corne up with,” 
says Jones, “was the handling of 
kirksite and lead pigs. They used 
to corne to us loose on the floor 
of a box car. Each one of them 
weighs about 100 pounds—and we 
had to pick them up by hand to 
unload them. 

“Now we hâve the pigs tied 
into a self-contained unit and 
they’re handled by lift truck.” 

Another example was in hard¬ 
ware. Nails, nuts, bolts and the 
like used to corne into the plant 
in the bulk—10,000 to 50,000 
pièces per box. 


“To receive, warehouse and dis- 
burse such items, we had to count 
them and repackage them. To 
eliminate this, we had the stuff 
packaged in disbursement quanti¬ 
tés, properly identified and label- 
ed by the vendor. 

“It is now Convair FW policy 
to study each new item we’re 
planning to buy to détermine in 
advance the best method of pack¬ 
aging it. This reduces cost of un¬ 
loading, taking inventory and 
handling from the receiving dock 
to the time the item is used. 

“Packaging—palletizing—what- 
ever you want to call it, it really 
pays off.”

Disabled Jet Led to Safe Landing 
By an American Airlines Convair 


Passengers aboard an Ameri¬ 
can Airlines Convair-Liner were 
eye witnesses to an aerial 
drama early this month when 
the Convair-built transport 
guided a “lost” Air Force jet 
to a safe landing. 

The AA Convair Flagship 
cleared LaGuardia Field, New 
York, Sept. 16 bound for Buf¬ 
falo with 19 passengers. AA 
Captain Lloyd D. Reinhard was 
at the Controls with First Offi- 
cer G. O. Koncz and Stewardess 
Del O’Malley as crew members. 

As the Convair emerged from 
clouds, an Air Force T-33 cir- 
cled the transport and the pilot, 


AF B-36s Establish 
New Engine Record 

A new record for engines on 
AF B-36s was set recently by 
the Seventh Bomb Wing at Cars- 
well Air Force Base. 

When four engines were pulled, 
they were still operating effi- 
ciently—and they had put in 820 
hours and 35 minutes without 
overhaul or major repair. 

The time was scored between 
January, 1952, and August, 1954. 
Between 10 and 15 different AF 
crews had been on the plane. 


Lt. Preston Maddocks, pointed 
to his helmet to indicate his 
radio was not functioning. His 
generator was also disabled, it 
was revealed later. 

Capt. Reinhard radioed the 
jet’s base to find it had cleared 
with three hours’ fuel supply. 
The airliner led the plane to its 
home base only to find the ceil- 
ing was too low for landing. 

Using hand signais, the Con¬ 
vair then guided the jet back to 
LaGuardia Field where the two 
planes, flying formation, made 
an approach and the jet set 
down. The Convair-Liner then 
circled and came in to refuel. 

Passengers aboard the air¬ 
liner were given a running ac- 
count of the struggle by the 
crew and burst into applause 
when the jet settled down safe- 
ly with less than five minutes’ 
fuel supply remaining. 

Brig. Gen. James W. Mc- 
Cauley, commander of the 26th 
Air Division (Defense), com- 
mended the American crew say- 
ing in part: “Not only did you 
avert a possible disaster by tak¬ 
ing the action that you did, but 
you definitely saved a plane 
and its pilot. I cannot compli¬ 
ment you highly enough.” 


Convair Installs New 
Communications Device 

A new System of “writing by téléphoné wires” has 
been introduced on a limited scale at San Diego as a 
speedier and more efficient means of keeping tabs on the 
progress of parts under fabrication. 


“Up until now, m-process con¬ 
trol of detailed fabrication has 
involved a good deal of leg work,” 
T. F. McAleer, chief of manufac¬ 
turing control, Plant 1, explained. 

“Our people hâve made beaten 
paths into the factory and back 
to headquarters to report the 
status of different parts as to 
whether they are on schedule, and 
if not, why not. 

“To reduce a lot of this leg 
work, and to improve our System 
of written records, P. W. Bethea, 
manufacturing control supervisor, 
suggested on a Cost Improvement 
Proposai that we adopt a device 
known commercially as TelAuto¬ 
graph.” 

Convair SD thought enough of 
the idea to install the machines— 
19 of them—on an experimental 
basis in fabrication areas at Plant 
1 and five in the manufacturing 
control file area. In effect, they 
provided fast and sure communi¬ 
cation from the shop to headquar¬ 
ters, and supplied a written rec¬ 
ord that is not subject to being 
lost or mislaid. And the written 
record is in the individual’s own 
hand writing. 

Here’s how it Works: 

Dispatchers in the factory area 
keep progress reports on the 


items as they move from raw 
stock to finished parts. These re¬ 
ports are turned in at a control 
center and overall records kept. 
With TelAutograph, the dis¬ 
patcher merely writes out the 
report on one of the machines in 
his area. At the same time, elec- 
trical impulses cause the same 
writing to appear on a machine in 
the control area, thus providing 
written records at both points. 

In the control area, clerks take 
the reports off the machines and 
enter them on a master file for 
that particular part. Should that 
schedule fall behind, immédiate 
action can be taken to détermine 
why. Colored tabs on these cards 
indicate whether that particular 
stock is on or behind schedule or 
being held for one reason or 
another. 

“At the control point we can 
tell immediately the status of 
any part or work load by check- 
ing the master sheet,” Bethea 
said. 

“To date we hâve used this idea 
only in detailed fabrication,” Mc¬ 
Aleer added. “However, there are 
possibilities it might be expanded 
to other operations in the future, 
if the application continues to be 
successful.” 


C-131D Racks up New Speed Mark 
For Twin-Engine Cross-U.S. Hop 


An Air Force C-131D estab- 
lished a new non-stop record for 
twin engine transports between 
San Diego and Washington, D. C., 
Sept. 19, covering the distance in 
7 hours, 49 minutes. 

The Convair-built transport 
based on the Convair-Liner 340 
design was flown by Lt. Col. 
George J. Byars, commanding of- 
ficer of the 1299th Air Transport 
Squadron at Bolling AFB, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C. Four Air Force 
men and 2,000 pounds of cargo 
were aboard. 

Col. Byars took delivery of the 
first C-131Ds for Military Air 
Transport Service the week be- 
fore and returned to Bolling AFB 


with them. He returned later that 
week with 25 Air Force people 
destined for pilot and ground 
school training at Convair SD. 

The C-131D took a circulai’ 
route to set the record, passing 
over Denver, Omaha, Chicago and 
on to Washington. It flew at an 
average of 272 knots per hour 
with speeds up to 324 knots 
(ground speed) at altitudes above 
16,000 feet. The distance is ap- 
proximately 2,335 statute miles. 

Col. Stephen P. Dillon, then A’ 
Force plant représentative at SL, 
flew non-stop over the same 
route in a C-131A earlier this 
year making the trip in 8 hours, 
10 minutes.

The United States Air Force has ordered an undis- 
closed number of B-58 supersonic bombers from Convair 
Division of General Dynamics Corporation, Gen. Joseph T. 

McNarney, Convair president , announced last week. _ 

The new bombers will be built 


at Convair’s Fort Worth plant, 
where ail the Air Force’s long- 
range B-36 bombers were pro- 
duced. 

The Air Force made a simul- 
taneous announcement in Wash- 
igton, D. C. The portion of the 
Air Force announcement pertain- 
ing to the B-58 is as follows: 

“Secretary of the Air Force 
Harold E. Talbott today an¬ 
nounced that the Air Force has 
ordered the Convair B-58 super¬ 
sonic bomber into initial produc¬ 
tion. 

“The B-58 is to be built by Con¬ 
vair at Fort Worth.” 

August C. Esenwein, Convair 
vice president and manager of 
the Fort Worth plant, said that 
the B-58 production contract will 
not resuit in any increase in em- 


ployment during the near future. 
The plant currently has about 
17,500 employées. 

The Air Force and Convair an¬ 
nounced last year that the B-58 
supersonic bomber program is 
being carried out under the Air 
Force’s weapon System manage¬ 
ment policy. This new policy 
places with Convair the respon- 
sibility for finding, developing, 
buying, and installing ail of those 
items of equipment (except en- 
gines) previously furnished by 
the government. 

Assembly of the B-58 will be 
under direction of Kermit A. Day. 

Production of B-36 bombers at 
Convair Fort Worth ended in Au¬ 
gust, but ail B-36’s will be rotated 
through the plant every two years 
for modernization.

No less than 27 San Diego de- 
partments made early reports of 
100 per cent acceptance of major 
medical. They included Depts. 2, 
28, 35, 36, 40, 52, 55, 56, 57, 60, 
70, 72, 101, 110, 115, 203, 205, 250, 
255, 301, 302, 335, 401, 503, 523, 
528, 529. 

Many other repartments ranged 
from 95 to 99 per cent.

Major medical is a supplément 
to the basic group insurance 
available to Convair employées 
for many years. It, in effect, 
“takes up” in cases of disaster- 
type illness, where basic group 
“leaves off.” It is designed to 
protect members from the crush- 
ing effect of prolonged and very 
expensive illnesses, the kind that 
can resuit in expenses in the 
thousands of dollars. 

In such cases, when basic group 
insurance has paid as far as it 
can, major medical takes over, 
paying 75 per cent of the addi- 
tional costs, less a “$100 déduct¬ 
ible.” Major medical’s maximum 
is $5,000. 

Cost for the added protection 
at San Diego is 28 cents a week. 

Although the official period for 
joining has passed, group insur¬ 
ance participants at San Diego 
may join any time in the future 
by passing a physical examina¬ 
tion.

Pomona Major Medical 
Sign-up Ends Tomorrow 

As of noon last Friday, 56 per cent of eligibles at 
Pomona had turned in their cards and of these 99.4 per 
cent had approved “major medical,” according to H. D. 
Filloon, manager of industrial relations. 

“It is évident that if the pre “ 


sent trend in sign-ups continues, 
far more than the necessary 75 
per cent of eligible employées will 
join, and major medical will be- 
come a reality at Pomona, as it 
has at other Convair plants,” he 
added. 

Major medical, a plan to sup¬ 
plément regular group insurance, 
already has been approved by 97 
per cent of ail eligibles at Dain- 
gerfield; by more than 90 per 
cent at San Diego; and by 84 per 
cent at Fort Worth. Many em¬ 
ployées in ail three communities 
hâve not yet been contacted be¬ 
cause of leaves, illness, vacations, 
etc. 

Pomona’s campaign officially 
ends tomorrow (Oct. 21). How¬ 
ever, eligible employées who hâve 
been on vacation, leave of ab¬ 
sence, or away on business, as 
well as those employées who may 
hâve at first declined the plan but

Cost of major medical at Pom¬ 
ona is 26 cents a week. This is 
two cents lower than at San 
Diego and four cents a week be- 
low the rate at Fort Worth. The 
différence is because of Pomona’s 
better “loss expérience” in the 
past. 

The cost of major medical is 
determined in the same manner 
as that used to estimate the cost 
of any kind of group medical in¬ 
surance—Convair’s basic group 
plan, for example. Cost is based 
on an “estimate of expérience.” 
That means the best guess as to 
what the insurance company will 
pay out in daims, plus a small 
fee to cover the insurance com-

pany’s expenses in overhead, etc. 

If actual expérience proves 
greater than expected (that is, if 
the daims paid out are greater 
than the amount members hâve 
paid in) then rates naturally 
must be increased. However, if 
expérience is less (as was the 
case at Pomona during the early 
operation of basic group) then 
there is unused money left over 
and this must be returned to 
members in one form or another. 

The customary form is by a 
moratorium on insurance prem¬ 
ium payments, such as is now in 
effect at Pomona. Other alterna¬ 
tives are lowered rates or in¬ 
creased benefits. But there has 
to be some thought exercised on 
the choice. 

“When basic group insurance 
was first put into operation at 
Pomona, we had no ‘expenence 
of our own on which to base an 
estimate of what to expect m the 
way of daims/’ Filloon explamed. 
“Rather than use ‘book rates 
which would hâve been quite high, 
we used the ‘expérience at Con¬ 
vair San Diego as a yardstick. 

“For quite a few months Fom- 
ona turned out to be a lot healt 
ier’ than San Diego. Phénomén¬ 
ale so, in fact. The amounts 
paid in daims were a lot lowei 
than we had expected. 

“Monday mornmg quarterback 
ing developed a number of rea 
sons for this afterwards. Our 
selectivity in hiring new ei 
ployees of not only high profess- 
ional caliber but also of good 
health was one of the reason 

that we recognized later. 

“At any rate, although the loss 
expérience at first was unusually 
low, eventually it moved up to 
about what we would normally 
hâve expected in the first place. 
So, the original rates are about 
as close to the current loss level 
as we can achieve.” 

Meanwhile, however, although 
the current premiums are m Une 
with current daims at Pomona. 
the early low loss expérience had 
to be reckoned with and the Ion*, 
moratorium was authonzed. It 
was made particularly unusual by 
the fact that more than a single 
year was involved in the adjust- 
ment, a situation that will not re- 

Pomona recently has taken 
steps to get a speedier guide on 
its current insurance position, Fil- 
loon declared. Although an “in¬ 
surance year” normally ends on 
June 30, it takes from 10 to 12 
months to completely close out 
the books and détermine exactly 


what insurance cost during that 
year. 

“Suppose that John Doe, a 
group insurance member, becomes 
ill on June 29,” Filloon illustrat- 
d. “The illness lingers several 
months and nine months later he 
dies. 

“Ail payments on John’s medi¬ 
cal benefits are charged back to 
the insurance year in which he 
became ill, even though it was 
only a day or so before the year 
officially ended and most of the 
expansé was incurred in another 
year. 

“So the insurance company’s 
books cannot be closed out until 
final payment is made on John’s 
daim and on ail other daims 
originating in that year. Then, 
and only then, can the insurance 
company arrive at the amount 
that insurance has cost and déter¬ 
mine whether a refund or an in- 
crease in rates is in order.” 

To combat this time delay and 
to speed up an accounting to 
group insurance members a new 
System has been devised and was 
used for the first time this year. 
Again using “expérience,” Con¬ 
vair and Aetna estimated the 
amount that will be required to 
pay outstanding daims, set up a 
“pool” of money to pay them, and 
the remainder was refunded as a 
moratorium. If the money still 
remains in the pool after the 
books are finally closed, it will 
also be refunded. 

“Using the new System we re- 
duced the amount of time requir¬ 
ed for an occounting from the 
usual 10 to 12 months to approxi- 
mately 90 days,” Filloon continu¬ 
ed. “In fact, we actually announc- 
ed the moratorium four days be- 
forc we received the refund from 
Aetna. 

“Summarized briefly, we pay 
only for the insurance we get, 
whether it be our regular group 
program or ‘Major Medical,’ and 
we pay for it on the best possible 
of tenus—losses, plus a fixed per- 
centage of the premium,” he con- 
cluded.

Mil lins Machine With Huse Bite' 
Being Installée! at Fort Worth 


Biggest milling machine ever to 
be used at Convair Fort Worth 
soon will be speeding work on 
aircraft such as the B-58 super- 
sonic bomber. 

(For the benefit of the unin- 
itiated, a milling machine is one 
which cuts away métal to give it 
whatever form is required.) 

So large is the new machine 
that it can handle a piece of 
métal as big as 10 feet wide and 
20 feet long—larger than any 
part ever machined at Convair 
Fort Worth before. 

Plant engineering department 
crews were scheduled to complété 
the installation in fabrication de¬ 
partment at Col. 65-T this week. 

Besides machining aircraft 
skins, the machine also will be 
used to plane large plates—to 
give them a precisely accurate 
face. These plates then are ma¬ 


chined into structural parts for 
aircraft such as the B-58. 

Official name of the new tool is 
“Giddings and Lewis Hypro Skin 
Milling Machine.” It’s a large 
planer-miller which will enable 
Convair machinists to form irre- 
gularly shaped aircraft skins. 
These, in turn, eliminate many 
small parts, thus reducing the 
number of rivets required in 
building the aircraft. It also élim¬ 
inâtes the use of skin stiffeners 
required in the conventional pro¬ 
duction methods used in the past. 

When the mill goes to work, 
probably next month, it will do 
a job that once was impossible. 
Its teeth will bite out pièces of 
aluminum from a solid block, thus 
making the block into the shape 
desired. 

The machine is capable of cut- 
ting away 300 cubic inches of 
aluminum per minute.

First Delta Wing Spare 
Requires Neat Crate Job 

Neatly crated, the first F-102 wing spare left San 
Diego early this month aboard a fiat car headed for Kelly 
Air Force Base at San Antonio, Texas, which is the prime 
maintenance and overhaul center for the delta wing plane 
(Convairiety, April 7, 1954). 


One Model's NOT 
Like Another . . . 

It was a mighty disappointed 
Navy flight crew at Dayton, 
Ohio, recently. 

The Navy had arranged to 
borrow Convair’s impressive 
collection of aircraft models 
(delta wings, bow loaders, etc) 
following the National Aircraft 
Show. They were wanted for 
an exhibition at Hutchinson, 
Kan. 

A big Navy transport landed 
in a driving rain at Dayton. 
Despite the weather the crew 
was spic and span and the in- 
side of the plane was done up 
fit to impress. 

“Where are the models?” the 
flyers inquired, military bear- 
ing backlighted by a powerful 
glow of anticipation. “We’re 
supposed to pick up a raft of 
Conover models.” 

The reply dampened them as 
the rain had not. 

“You mean Convair models. 
They’re ail crated over there.” 


It was not the biggest cratmg 
job ever performed by shipping 
at San Diego, but it was the tall- 
est crate and the first time that 
builders had dealt in triangles. 

“For general convenience, the 
crates were built at Plant 1, 
trucked to Plant 2 where the 
wing was installed in two sec¬ 
tions, and then brought back to 
Plant 1 for loading aboard the 
fiat car,” R. H. Johnson, fore- 
man, explained. 

Design and construction was a 
joint effort of Depts. 14 and 25. 
Merle L. Stevens of Dept. 25 at 
Plant 2 was responsible for ail of 
the detailed drawings and key 
men in construction of the crates 
and loading included Dept. 14’s 
T. O. Mott, Elwyn Johnson, H. E. 


Hayes and H. B. Collins. 

Unlike most of the crates built 
at San Diego, the plywood 
sheathed container is completely 
demountable through the use of 
lag screws, and can be used again 
if required. This feature was 
kept in mind in view of the prob- 
ability that the wing will be stor- 
ed at Kelly and withdrawn from 
the crate only when and if need- 
ed. There also were advantages 
in speed of access and less risk of 
damage to the part during un- 
packing. 

The wing, of course, was ship- 
ped in two halves, in identical 
crates, bolted and lashed upright 
on the fiat car. The wing tips 
and part of the leading edges 
were removed in order to meet 
railroad limitations. In addition 
to instructions, the wing was ac- 
companied by spécial métal 
braces to be attached after un- 
loading. These permit the parts 
to safely stand upright in stor- 
age. 

The crates also featured spécial 
lifting points for attachment to 
crânes, keyed in to points of 
spécial strength in the wing 
structure.

Convair SD Radio Man Made First 
Coil With an Oatmeal Box in 1912 

Although Convair has its share of amateur radio b opér¬ 
ateurs at ail plants, few, if any, hâve been on the an as 
long as Convair San Diego’s Bill Passano of Dept. 12. 

Passano was 14 when he built 1 


his first radio station back in 
1912. Since that time his life has 
revolved around first one station 
and then another as a means of 
earning a living and as an off- 
duty hobby. 

“I made my first coil by wind- 
ing wire around an oatmeal box 
and my first condenser from lay- 
ers of plate glass and tinfoil,” 
Passano said. “I could contact 
other amateurs within a range of 
10 miles and once talked with a 
station 40 miles away, quite a 
spectacular feat in those days.” 

Amateurs took to the air then 
with whatever rig they could 
piece together and licenses were 
unheard of. Passano identified 
himself with the letters WL (his 
first two initiais reversed). He 
got his first amateur license in 
1919 and the call letters 3NE. 
His current call is K6ES, known 
to “hams” as a “grandfather call” 
because only those operators in 
business before 1917 can use 
them. 

However, his first commercial 
license was issued in 1915, the 
year he went to sea as “sparks” 
aboard a coastwise (Atlantic) 
passenger ship. 

In 1917 he entered the U.S. 
Navy for a four-year hitch and 
rose to the rank of Warrant 
Radio Gunner. He made 34 trips 
across the Atlantic and had many 
narrow escapes from German 
submarines. 

Passano came ashore and work- 
ed for two famous firms building 
radios for a number of years but 
always managed to maintain his 
amateur license and to operate a 
“ham” station during his off- 
hours. 

It was back to the sea in 1941 
as a radio operator on a passen¬ 
ger line and then a job as a fly- 
ing operator after the United 
States entered the war. 

His first flying job was ferry- 
ing B-25s and B-26s to the Rus- 
sians and English via the South 
Atlantic route. 

“Even in those days the Rus- 
sians were hard to get along 
with. We delivered the planes to 
a spot 40 miles from the Russian 
border and they came over and 
flew them into Russia,” Passano 
said. “The pilots were always 
surly and stand-offish and would 
stay only long enough to take de- 
livery and fly away.” 

Passano then changed theaters 
and flew with the Air Transport 
Command from San Francisco to 
Australia aboard Convair-built 
B-24s. Later he settled in San 
Diego, joined Convair and flew 
aboard various PBYs and B-24s 
before transferring to Consoli¬ 
dated^ New Orléans Division 
where he later became chief 
flight radio operator. 

After the war he worked as a 
newspaperman and then came 
back to Convair in 1951. He 
worked for a time on guided mis¬ 
sile projects and then took over 


the job he now holds, as an oper¬ 
ator in Convait’s ground radio 
station. 

No longer plagued by wander- 
lust, Passano is content now to 
watch others fly away from 
Lindbergh Field or steam out of 
San Diego harbor. 

“I’ve seen 37 countries and five 
continents,” he said. “Fve had it.” 


Ham Re/ay Brings 
Prompt F/re Action 

Two Convair Pomona men and 
the husband of a Convair woman, 
ail three amateur radio operators, 
were involved in a highly unusual 
fire alarm not long ago. 

Harold Garrard (W6TPB) 
whose wife works in Dept. 27, 
was operating his mobile radio 
rig in his car and was talking to 
D. I. “Doug” Turner (W6ICE), 
Dept. 27, and John Harmon

Witchell Complétés Air Force 
Test Pilot School at Edwards 


A. S. “Doc” Witchell got him¬ 
self some test pilot wings this 
month—18 inches worth. And al- 
though the king-size wings were 
a joke, the reason behind them 
was dead serious. 

Witchell, flight operations 
supervisor in Convair F ort 
Worth’s flight department, re- 
turned 'this month from a six- 
month stay at Edwards AFB. 
While there, he attended the Air 
Force Experimental Flight Test 
Pilot School. 

He was trained in performance 
and stability and control of flight 
testing procedures. His instruc- 
tors were highly - trained Air 
Force personnel. Classmates were 
six Air Force pilots and three em¬ 
ployées from other aircraft com- 
panies. 

Purpose behind the Air Force 
owned and operated school is to 
better standardize flight test pro¬ 
cedures. This is on the part of 
both Air Force and contractors. 

Now that Witchell has returned 
to Convair, he will .instruct other 
flight department personnel in 
both the classroom and in-the 
plane procedures. 


During the schooling period, 
pilots were trained in both jet and 
propeller type Air Force planes. 
And the latest development in 
aviation were around them at ail 
times. 

Edwards is the présent testing 
site for such Convair planes as 
the F-102, the new jet all-weather 
interceptor built in San Diego, 
and the YC-131C, first twin-en- 
gine military turboprop transport, 
modified at Fort Worth. 

“We were surrounded by nearly 
everything supersonic,” he said. 
“But after the YC-131C arrived, 
it got more attention than ail the 
jets put together!” 

He reported that tremendous 
strides hâve been taken by the Air 
Force to transform the site from 
barren desert to a highly livable 
city. (Assignment there used to 
be regarded as “Siberia!”) Run- 
way extensions and building 
modernization is under way. As a 
resuit, Edwards now affords “the 
comforts of home.” And the 
people there are extremely hos- 
pitable. 

Witchell is the first from Con¬ 
vair to attend the school. 


Back in the days when you 
could buy good beefsteak for 
five cents a pound and a 100- 
pound barrel of flour for $1.50, 
M. C. Cook of Convair Fort 
Worth’s Dept. 31 was plying his 
trade as a sheet métal worker. 
He made $3 a week! 

Things hâve changed since then 
-and there’s a change, too, in 
sheet métal working. 

But old times are still a fa¬ 
vorite topic when the Cook family 
gets together. And there’s about 
500 years worth in just the im¬ 
médiate family. 

Cook has probably one of the 
“oldest” families at the Forth 
Worth plant. His father will cele- 
brate his ninety-seventh birth- 
day in December. His mother will 
be 89 in November. They’ll cele- 
brate their seventieth wedding an- 
niversary Jan. 1. 

But Cook’s no piker when it 
cornes to statistics. He’s 69 and 
is a great grandfather. That, of 
course, makes his parents great- 
great grandparents. 

Ail of the Cook family is living 
—and in fine health, too. There 
are four sons and three daugh- 
ters. Then there are 21 grand- 
children, 24 great grandchildren 
and two great-great grandchil¬ 
dren. Which ail makes for more 
than one extra leaf in the table 
when they ail sit down for dinner. 

Their last family reunion was 
during September at the family 
home in Sunset, Texas. Ail five 
générations were présent. Those 
générations trace through four 
U. S. wars—from the Civil War 
to World War II, plus the Korean 
conflict. 

Cook’s been at Convair for 
about 12 years. He’s seen changes 
in his sheet métal work since 
1942. But there’s been a lot more 
changes since 1905 when he first 
started. 

Then most of the work was on 
galvanized iron, tin, copper and 
brass. Aluminum was a rarity. 
Now aluminum is used more than 
the other metals. And there are 
previously undreamed of alloys 
like titanium. Tolérances were 


one-sixteenth of an inch then. 
Now they’re one-sixty-fourth. 

“Everything’s corne a long way 
since I first started out,” said 
Cook. “They can talk about the 
‘good old days’ ail they want to. 
I’m happy with the présent. 
We’ve got things we never 
dreamed of when I was a boy.” 


Carswell Repeats

Living With Convair Families 

“We ail love children . . . ” 

That simple statement explains why three children 
from the Hopi Indian Réservation in Northern Arizona 
hâve been unofficially adopted by and are now living with 
Convair Pomona families. 

The children (two sisters and 
a brother) are Iris, Elouise and 
Sylvan Nash. Iris, 9, is living 
with Mr. and Mrs. Don Munro 
(he’s in Dept. 31); Elouise, 8, is 
living with Mr. and Mrs. John 
Robinson (he’s also in Dept. 31); 
and Sylvan, 7, is living with Mrs. 




Munro’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Norman Rowley. 

“It ail started last summer, 
when we contacted the Friends 
Service in Pasadena to volunteer 
to take a Hopi Indian child into 
our home for two weeks,” Munro 
said. “This organization each year 
arranges to bring large numbers 
of children from Indian réserva¬ 
tions for two-weeks vacations in 
this area. 

“When our child arrived it was 
Iris, and in the two weeks she 
spent with us we grew attached 
to her, and she appeared to like 
us. We mentioned something at 
that time about wanting her to 
live with us and go to school, but 
none of us took it very seriously 
until Iris went home. Then we be- 
gan missing her, and decided to 
go see her.” 

Iris’ parents, although reluctant 
to be away from their children, 
readily agreed that far better 
educational advantages were 
available in Pomona and also 
agreed for Iris to live with the 
Munros, Elouise with the Robin- 
sons, and Sylvan — who has al- 
ready been nicknamed “Chief” by 
his playmates—to live with Mr. 
and Mrs. Rowley. 

The Munros, incidentally, hâve 
three other children, one of them 
an adopted child. Mr. and Mrs. 
Rowley, their own children grown, 
hâve one other adopted child. The 
Robinsons hâve no children of 
their own. 

“Although they are still rather 
shy around strangers, the children 
are ail adapting themselves very 
well to their new surroundings,” 
Munro said. “And they are get- 
ting along fine in school. In fact, 
Chief’s teacher said the other day 
that his IQ is only slightly below 
that of genius.”

The Early Bird 


Cheerful ’Rise and Shine' Dulls 
Blow For Sleepy Fliers at FW 


Qualifications for jobs at Con¬ 
vair Fort Worth vary. But prob- 
ably one of the most unusual re- 
quirements are those for the job 
performed by L. A. Brown Jr. of 
flight départaient. 

He has to hâve a cheery voice! 

He also needs a cheery disposi 
tion. The ability to stay awake 
on the third shift helps, too! 

Brown’s job is probably unique 
at Convair. He’s a human alarm 
clock. 

Brown is the man who’s respon- 
sible for waking up countless em 
ployees day in and day out. They 
may be flight department crews, 
SAM-SAC crews or just anyone 
who needs an early morning call 
for an early morning B-36 flight. 

There are three specified times 
when he makes his calls. Régu¬ 
lai’ call is 5:45 a.m. The super 
early call is 2:45 a.m. The third 
is referred to by the flight de¬ 
partment as the TDE (too darn- 
ed early) call at 12:45 a.m.! 

His calls hâve a two fold pur- 
pose. Not only must he arouse 
sleepy flyers from their beds, he 
must also inform them of the 
latest developments on their pro- 
posed flight. This often keeps 
them from making an unneces- 
sary trip to Convair in case the 
flight has been delayed for some 
reason. 

Brown, in his four years of 
early morning calls, has run a- 
cross some strange situations. 

One of the worst happens quite 
frequently. 

“There are some people I call

who can’t stand to hear anyone

Brown said. 

“Fil call and a sleepy wife will 
answer the phone. Fil talk to 
her and we’ll kid about the hour 
and what not. If we seem too 
cheerful, it makes some of them 
mad.” 

And then there are some who 
talk but are actually still un- 
conscious. 

“We get to know the hard ones 
to wake up,” he said. “We keep 
talking ’til they’re awake. And 
sometimes it takes several min¬ 
utes.” 

Brown also has regular flight 
dispatcher’s duties. When a 
SAM-SAC plane lands, he helps 
make arrangements for unloading 
crews and equipment, as well as 
crew accommodations in Fort 
Worth. He also keeps an eye on 
the weather. 

Says B. A. Erickson, manager 
of flight: 

“No one’s job in the flight de¬ 
partment is really complété until 
he’s had one of Brown’s ‘cheery’ 
calls. No matter what the hour 
may be.” 


Convair Fort Worth’s flight de 
partaient has been up in the air 
for IIV 2 years—literally! 

That’s how many manhours 
crews hâve spent flying B-36’s 
in the past eight years. The 
total mileage chalked up in this 
length of time is enough to take 
them to the moon and back ten 
Fmes. 

The fl : ght department did some 
fancy figuring this month after 
passing the 10,000 hour mark 
flying B-36’s. To reach that 
10,000 hour mark, it took more 
than 3,000 flights. 

To get equipment and crew 
members to the planes, it took 
almost 20,000 miles of travel on 
the ground. 

Length of flights ranges 
from 10 minutes to 51 hours. 
The latter was a flight to 
demonstrate the long range 
capabilities of the huge inter¬ 
continental bomber. 

The aircraft flown range ail the 
way from the original XB-36 to 
the latest model — Model A 
through B, D, E, F, H, and J. 
Practically ail crew members and 
pTots racked up 2,000 hours fly 
ing time each. 

During these flights, flight de¬ 
partment crews climbed to 40,000 
feet or higher approximately 800 
times. That’s a total of more 
than 6,075 miles straight up! 

“And during ail the opera¬ 
tions,” said B. A. Erickson, man¬ 
ager of flight, “we’ve only once 
sent a B-36 to another base for 
landing.” 

That certainly wasn’t the fault 
of the flight department, though. 
A severe dust storm reduced visi- 
bility to near zéro, and the plane 
was rerouted to Roswell, N. M., 
where it landed safely. 

Safety has been the rule ail the 
way. Convair FW crews hâve 
never had a crash nor experienced 
serious damage to an aircraft 
throughout ail eight years. 

“We feel both proud and for- 
tunate,” said Erickson, “to hâve 
amassed this record without ser- 
iously damaging a single plane.” 

The safety record also extends 
to the Air Force Acceptance 
Branch at Convair. They, too, 
hâve amassed a perfect safety 
record with approximately 4,000 
hours flying time. This includes 
production and SAM-SAC planes 
flown under direction of Capt. V. 
F. Grubbs.

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'Major Medical 
Over The Top 
At Ail Plants 

Final corporation-wide figures released this week show 
that “major medical” has been overwhelmingly accepted 
by those employées eligible for the new protection. 

At Convair Pomona, last plant to complété solicitation, 
the new supplément to Convair’s basic group insurance 
plan went into effect Monday (Nov. 1) after more than 
93.5 per cent of those eligible to join signed up during 
the solicitation, which ended Oct. 21. 

Diego figures 


Convair San 
show over 91 per cent of those 
eligible are now covered by the 
plan. 

Eighty-nine per cent of eligible 
employées at Convair Fort Worth 
are signed up for the extra bene- 
fits representing more than 
14,350 of the 16,150 employées 
who carry basic group insurance. 

Convair Daingerfield, with the 
smallest employment among Con¬ 
vair plants, reported the largest 
percentage of participation in 
the plan. Ninety-seven per cent 
of ail employées at Daingerfield 
carry basic group insurance and 
of that number, 97 per cent sign¬ 
ed up for “major medical.” 

“Major medical” was offered 
to eligible Convair employées 
carrying basic group insurance. 
For a small additional premium 
each week the insured is given 
coverage for so-called “disaster- 
type” cases where treatment runs 
into thousands of dollars. The 
plan takes over where basic group 
leaves off by paying 75 per cent 
of additional costs up to $5,000 
less a $100 déductible. 

The plan was to be put into 
effect if 75 per cent of those 
eligible accepted it.

At Convair Pomona it was esti- 
mated that the total participation 
figure would pass 95 per cent by 
the Nov. 21 deadline for signing 
up without physical examinations.

Nicknamed the “flying LST” 
by some, the R3Y-2 is designed 
to land guns, trucks, small tanks, 
troops and cargo directly on 
beaches. Preliminary tests al¬ 
ready hâve been conducted with 
the planes on the shores of San 
Diego Bay to demonstrate how 
swiftly the Navy can operate in 
amphibious operations.

The delta-wing F-102, the Air 
Force’s first supersonic ail weath¬ 
er interceptor, is being produced 
at Convair San Diego.

Carswell Flyers 

“Flying Technique” was the 
topic of a talk given by B. A. 
Erickson of Convair Fort Worth 
before ail flying personnel of the 
7th and llth Bomb Wings at 
Carswell Air Force Base Oct. 16. 

Erickson is manager of flight. 
The meeting was one in a sériés 
on flying safety and is a part of 
SAC’s year-long accident préven¬ 
tion campaign. 


“Through these machines pass 
some of the most beautiful tool- 
ing in the world ...” 

That might well be the motto 
of Convair Fort Worth’s tooling 
department in general, and of 
complicated and expensive dupli- 
cating machines which do just 
about everything but mimeograph 
work. 

Take the three-dimensional pro- 
filing machine in Dept. 81, for in¬ 
stance. 

Here’s more than $100,000 
worth of machinery which is 
proving invaluable in B-58 pre- 
production work. At the time 
the picture below was made, M. 
A. Lighthart was working on a 
Kirksite die about three feet high 
and five feet long. The die event- 
ually will be used in a bonding 
process. 

The die was first put into blue- 
print forai by tool engineers. The 


pattern shop then made a plaster 
pattern. 

The pattern is mounted at top 
of the three-dimensional profiling 
machine. There a tracer—a fin- 
ger, in a sense—feels over the 
pattern. As it does, it transmits 
electrical impulses which guide 
the cutter below. 

Whatever the Braille-like fin- 
ger feels, the cutter duplicates in 
Kirksite. It’s called “three-dimen¬ 
sional” because in duplicating, it’s 
just that. It duplicates the pat¬ 
tern up, down and sideways. 

The three-by-five-foot die isn’t 
nearly the capacity of the mach¬ 
ine. Though this particular part 
weighs in the neighborhood of 
two and one-half tons, the mach¬ 
ine can take pièces as large as 
seven feet high and 15 feet long. 

And as long as the tracer can 
“feel” the pattern, the machine 
can produce it.

Thanks to an assist from a 
group at Convair San Diego, sea¬ 
dogs are becoming rockhounds at 
San Diego’s Naval Hospital. 

Convalescent sailors are learn- 
ing the ancient art of cutting and 
polishing precious and semiprec- 
ious stones that will probably 
wind up as trinkets on Christ- 
mas trees this year as gifts of 
patients. 

And much of the crédit goes to 
the CRA Rockhounds at San 
Diego. 

Hal Leppart, Dept. 5, helped 
start the program when he found 
the Hospital had the necessary 
equipment but no instructors for 
teaching the lapidary hobby. The 
Red Cross supplied a volunteer, 
Mrs. Thomas Rutkowski, and the 
Rockhounds did the rest. She 
was given lessons in the hobby 
at the Rockhounds’ Shack and 
then helped to set up the program 
at the Naval installation. 


“Récupération periods for ser- 
vicemen are always painful and 
boring,” Mrs. Rutkowski said. 
“Learning this hobby helps to 
boost them along toward recov¬ 
ery. The Navy calls it ‘diversion- 
al therapy.’ ” 

The program is a joint effort 
of the Navy, which supplies and 
services the equipment, the Red 
Cross, which adds a volunteer in- 
structor, and the Convair Rock¬ 
hounds, who furnished the initial 
know-how to start the program 
and continue to supply most of 
the raw material through volun¬ 
teer donations from their ranks. 

“I wish it were possible to ex¬ 
press my full appréciation for the 
part the Convair group has play- 
ed in the program,” Mrs. Rutkow¬ 
ski added.

Growald Uses Family Group as Models 
In Sculpturing Life-Size Ceramic Heads 


Most people try to get ahead in 
business. 

But Henry Growald tries only 
to get a head. 

That’s because his hobby is 
making heads—ceramic type. 

Growald, chief of engineering 
tests at Convair Fort Worth, has 
finished his second head and is 
now working on his third. They 
are life-size replicas of members 
of his family. 

It’s a time-consuming process 
that goes into making one of 
these pièces. First, sketches are 
made of both profile and full 
face. Then detailed sketches of 
various parts of the face, and of 
planes in portions of the face are 
made. 

Next cornes an armature, a 
framework for the sculpture 
which keeps the heavy clay from 
sagging. It’s a base composed of 
lead piping to support the heavier 
parts with copper wire and wood- 


en crosses to complété it. 

Next cornes the clay. It must 
be kept wet at ail times by using 
an insect sprayer, a wet cloth, or 
plastic. 

The actual process of making 
the head starts with small sau- 
sage-like rolls of clay. These are 
put on to conform to the shape 
of the head and face. 

Next cornes the “taking away” 
process. Kitchen tools—like spoon 
handles—may be used. And again 
it’s important to keep everything 
wet. 

The head is finished now as far 
as shaping is concerned. And the 
time-consuming process cornes 
next because it takes two to three 
weeks for the clay to dry out in 
a dry shady spot. 

“If a mold is used,” said Gro¬ 
wald, “it’s time to get together 
with the man who’s making it. 
There will probably be some 
changes. And you’ll need to de-

eide on a base. 

“With that done, painting 
cornes next. The color should be 
suited to the object—and the 
place it will occupy when it’s 
finished.” 

For instance, the last head he 
completed is of his son Dick. It’s 
a 47-pound piece that is glazed a 
black lustre. 

Painting finished, the piece is 
then fired in a kiln at intense 
heats. Experts do the baking in 
spécial ovens. 

Net resuit: a hand-made piece 
of sculpture. 

“Actually it’s not too difficult 
a process,” said Growald, “and 
working with ceramics is a rela- 
tively inexpensive method. A 
bronze head like I made would 
hâve cost $300. Mine cost $50.” 

Growald cornes by his artistic 
flair naturally. His father was a 
professional portrait painter. Gro¬ 
wald, himself, studied art in Ger- 
many. 

He considers himself still in the 
novice stage of the art, but does 
hâve some hints to offer anyone 
who might want to undertake a 
similar project. 

“The hardest thing is to know 
when to stop,” he said. “Details 
don’t reproduce well in ceramics. 
You need to look for the all-over 
effect. Shrinkage must also be 
considered.” 

Growald said that finished cer¬ 
amics are fine around the house 
because they’re easily cleaned. 
The hobby itself is not messy. It 
requires very little area, and as 
much time as you want to put 
into it.

Gourley bought the “Bjorn” in 
1947 and lived aboard for two 
years.

“This is in the nature of ‘last 
ditch’ defense,” explained Col. 
Donald G. Bailey, commanding 
officer of the Central Armament 
Antiaircraft Command with head- 
quarters at Kansas City. He is 
responsible for antiaircraft de¬ 
fense throughout 26 States in the 
heart of the nation, and was in 
Fort Worth recently for inspect¬ 
ion of the new unit. 


stitute. 

Revelle revealed the craft was 
built in 1910 at Oslo, Norway, and 
for 25 years served as a pilot boat 
in Norway. Retired, it was out- 
fitted in 1935 by two brothers who 
planned a world cruise. However, 
the death of one of the brothers 
halted préparations. Revelle, then 
a student in Norway, bought the 
boat and had it shipped to San 
Diego. 

“The war years curtailed sail¬ 
ing activities in San Diego and 
the “Bjorn” lay at anchor most of 
the time,” Gourley said. “She 
passed through a number of 
hands before I bought her.” 

Built to withstand ice and 
heavy seas, the “Bjorn” is built 
throughout of solid oak. It has a 
14-foot beam, a 7-foot draft and 
a 9,000-pound keel. The rudder is 
14 feet long and four feet wide. 
The prow is reinforced with a 
steel strip and ribs range in size 
from 6 x 6 to 8 x 8 timbers. The 
riggings are ail steel and the 
hardware is either steel or brass. 
An original copper water tank is 
still in good working order and 
an old-fashioned kerosene stove 
rests on gimbles for use in rough 
seas. 

Sails on the “Bjorn” are ali 
Norwegian and were hand-sewn. 

“As far as I know, this is the 
only boat of its kind in California 
waters,” Gourley said. “I’ve had 
many offers to buy but Fm afraid 
Fm not in the market to sell.” 

Gourley is presently rebuilding 
the cabin of the “Bjorn” to make 
it a family boat for pleasure 
cruises in and around San Diego 
Bay. 


He explained that radar listen- 
ing posts and the interceptors of 
the U. S. Air Force make up the 
“front line” for defense of the 
nation. 

“But if enemy bombers should 
get through ail the way to Fort 
Worth, we’d still hâve a chance of 
getting them with our new in¬ 
stallations—the only such install¬ 
ations in the Southwest.” 

The guns shoot 75-millimeter 
shells—about three inches in dia- 
meter. And they’re explosive. 
Upon getting near the target— 
an aircraft—they explode with 
deadly effect. 

The guns handle the same size 
shell as did many a U. S. Army 
field artilleryman during World 
War One. But there the resemb- 
lance ends. Back in the first 
World War, the enlisted man had 
to spot the target through a 
rangefinder, then use a slide-rule 
type gadget to calculate where to 
aim the gun so that the shell 
would land where the target 
would be when the shell got 
there. No longer. 

On the new guns, a radar an- 
tenna scans the sky on a never- 
ending basis. Should it spot and 
identify an enemy plane, it locks 
on the target and keeps the gun 
aimed automatically no matter 
what evasive tactics the aircraft 
might take. An electronic brain 
goes to work, taking into account 
the direction of the plane, its 
speed, altitude and other factors 
—and aims the gun accordingly. 

Then as many as 45 shells a 
minute go hurtling toward the 
target, which may be as far as 
five miles away. 

The guns are located at stra¬ 
tegie spots which completely en- 
circle Carswell, thus giving Con¬ 
vair and Fort Worth also the 
benefit of their protection. 

The guns are manned by army 
crews who barrack at Carswell. 
The “skysweeper” battalion has a 
normal complément of 18 officers, 
333 enlisted men and four war¬ 
rant officers. Heading the unit 
in Fort Worth is Lt. Col. William 
A. Brinkerhoff. 

At full strength, a skysweeper 
battalion uses 15 of the new type 
guns. 

Col. Bailey and Lt. Col. Brin¬ 
kerhoff both expressed the com¬ 
mandé sincere appréciation for 
the way Carswell, Convair and 
Fort Worth hâve welcomed the 
new unit, and for the co-operation 
shown by land-owners in provid- 
ing them with sites for the guns. 


Skiing has been called a “young 
man’s sport,” but âge and sex are 
no barriers to learning provided 
a person is willing to work hard, 
according to Convair Pomona’s 
Eldon Steen (Dept. 27). 

And Steen knows whereof he 
speaks. Formerly a top-ranking 
amateur—he was an alternate 
member of the U. S. 1952 Olympic 
ski team—he is now certified as 
an instructor by the Far West 
Ski Association and will serve as 
head instructor at the Snow Sum- 
mit ski area at Big Bear on week¬ 
ends and vacations this winter. 

“As in other sports, learning to 
ski is a matter of study and prac¬ 
tice,” Steen said. “Fve seen per- 
sons in their seventies learn to 
ski reasonably well in only a 
short time, and Fve seen others 
in their teens and twenties fail 
because they weren’t willing to 
put forth the necessary effort.” 

“The best procedure Fve found 
for the average beginner is: take 
a few lessons from a certified 
instructor, then practice the 
points learned, and then take a 
few more lessons to check pro- 
gress and to pick up new points. 
This procedure should be repeat- 
ed, if necessary, until the skier 
becomes as proficient as he de¬ 
sires,” he said. 

The goal of ail skiers is to ski 
parallel (skis parallel to each 
other at ail times), in any snow 
condition, on any hill, Steen add- 
ed. 

“Good equipment — especially 
boots and bindings—is also essen- 
tial to good skiing,” he continued. 
“Boots provide the union between 
the skier and the skis. A poorly 
constructed or fitted boot won’t 
give the necessary support. Pro- 
perly fitted and adjusted bindings 
are also important, because they 
provide the means of controlling 
the skis.” 

The current trend in equipping 
beginners is to recommend sh.ort- 
er skis and longer ski pôles. These 
will allow him to maneuver more 
easily. Warm clothing is also 
important, and good sun glasses 


are a “must,” Steen said. 

Although he had a mild interest 
in the sport in high school, it 
wasn’t until he attended Walla 
Walla College in Washington in 
1948-50 that Steen really became 
enthusiastic about skiing. 

“It was a case of exposure to 
environment,” Steen said. “Walla 
Walla always has a terrifie ski 
team, good ski areas, and a long 
season. Also, I came into con¬ 
tact with some outstanding 
skiers, including Art Odette, who 
is currently an instructor at Sun 
Valley in winters and in Austra- 
lia in summers and Norwegian 
Olympic star Gutram Berg. Dur¬ 
ing the season I was able to ski 
every weekend, and usually a cou¬ 
ple of times through the week. 

“I discovered that skiing pré¬ 
sents more of a challenge than 
any of the other sports I hâve 
tried.” 

Steen was certified as an in¬ 
structor by the Pacific Northwest 
Ski Association in 1951, and open- 
ed a ski school at Mt. Baker, 
Wash. The same year he attend¬ 
ed the tryouts for the Olympic 
team at Sun Valley. He placed 
seventh among the 20 qualifiers 
in the spécial slalom, earning a 
berth as an alternate on the team. 
However, due to lack of Olympic 
funds, alternâtes weren’t able to 
accompany the team to the 
Games. 

The following year Steen re- 
turned to Southern California, 
and became associated as an in¬ 
structor with Tommy Tyndall, 
who is now director of the Snow 
Summit ski area. Except for 
three months last summer, he 
has been with Tyndall continu- 
ously. 

“Those months last summer 
were one of the highlights of my 
professional career,” Steen said. 
“In June I accompanied Emile 
Allais to Portillo, Chile, for the 
skiing season there. I felt honor- 
ed, because I was the only in¬ 
structor from the United States 
to be with Emile as a staff mem¬ 
ber.”

Télescopes Play Important 
Rôle in Optical Tooling 

Squinting- through a telescope is no hobby at Convair 
Fort Worth. 

And the folks who do the squinting haven’t got stars 
in their eyes. They’ve got t he B-58 supersonic bomber in 
mind instead. 

The télescopes are used in what 
is called “optical tooling.” It is 
relatively new at Convair Fort 
Worth, though used for some time 
in other plants. 

Tooling is the building of the 
necessary jigs and fixtures re- 
quired for volume production of 
aircraft. Jigs and fixtures, of 
course, are used to hold aircraft 
parts and components so they 
may be accurately joined together 
to complété an assembly. 

Its accuracy, according to tool¬ 
ing départaient, that makes opti¬ 
cal tooling so important when 
you’re building an aircraft re- 
quiring the close tolérances neces¬ 
sary on the B-58. 

The fixtures, besides holding 
parts and components in place, 
also serve as extremely accurate 
measuring and locating devices. 

The accuracy of this tooling 
dépends upon maintaining stable 
and précisé reference points and 
reference lines. 

Steel straight edges won’t do: 
they bend. 

Wires and string won’t do: 
they sag. And when someone 


leans against any of these, they 
bend. 

But a look through a telescope 
does the trick. Light rays travel 
in a précisé straight line. And 
there’s no weight to make them 
sag. And you can’t lean against 
them and bend them. 

Télescopes used magnify 30 
times. As extra equipment, there 
are ’scopes that magnify 45 times. 

“With these,” explained Guy 
Savage, “we can tell to the thou- 
sandth of an inch whether our 
target is where it’s supposed to 
be.” Savage is in research and 
development section of tooling dé¬ 
partaient. 

“We also hâve similar equip¬ 
ment which can tell us whether 
objects are parallel or at right 
angles to the line of sight. 

“And there also is the optical 
square—a device which can make 
the line of sight take a right 
turn!” 

With ail this optical equipment, 
Convair Fort Worth will be able 
to produce components more pré¬ 
cisé than ever before on Convair 
aircraft.

Pilot Assembly Line Helps 
SD Make Electronics Study 

A unique pilot assembly line is helping Convair San 
Diego engineers to study the latest electronic production 
techniques. 

Set up in the pilot production shop of electronics labor¬ 
atory, the streamlined line is being used for assembling 
electronic Systems for which Convair now holds contracts. 
At the same time investigations are being made of those 
factors which will prove impor¬ 


tant as Convair expands in the 
field of manufacturing electronic 
Systems and components. 

“We hâve installed the very lat¬ 
est production techniques and 
hâve everything on this pilot line 
from stocking raw materials 
through final inspection,” said 
Burt Shaw (Dept. 6), the direct 
supervisor of the line. 

Eight stations make up the 
line with four located on each side 
of a novel assembly rack. Rails 
connect the entire unit and com¬ 
ponents being assembled are 
easily rolled from one station to 
another on dollies. These can be 
adjusted to any desired working 
height at any station. 

Stations are complété within 
themselves. Raw materials and 
sub-assemblies to be added at 
each point are stored in bins with¬ 
in easy reach of the operator. 
These bins can be restocked with- 
out disturbing the operator and

matter of minutes. 

Bulky blueprints are broken 
down into smaller diagrams and 
mounted in booklet form above 
the stations for easy readability. 

“The flexibility of this line 
makes it possible to utilize any 
station for inspection, testing or 
additional work without disturb¬ 
ing the normal flow,” Shaw said. 

Operators perform the same 
tasks on each unit and at présent 
complété one unit each during an 
eight-hour period. However, for 
added expérience operators are 
being rotated between stations on 
the pilot line. 

Once the présent lot of assem- 
blies has been completed, the unit 
of work will be reduced to four 
hours and a comparison made 
with the eight-hour System. Ad¬ 
ditional stations can then be add¬ 
ed and an évaluation of smaller 
units of work made until the most 
efficient balance is determined. 

Exacting studies are being 
made on such items as speed, 
quality control, manufacturing 
costs, material handling, operator 
comfort, job simplification, proper 
sequencing of operations, time 
standards and general working 
conditions. 

“Facts we are leaming on this 
line will be applied as volume in¬ 
creases,” Shaw added.

Loss of Pilot 

Tragedy struck without 
v/arning Nov. 4 at Convair 
San Diego when the No. 2 
Sea-Dart crashed in San 
Diego Bay, injuring fatally 
Charles E. Richbourg, one 
of Convair’s leading test 
pilots. 

Richbourg was flying a regular 
test flight in the same delta wing, 
waterbased interceptor in which 
he exceeded the speed of Sound 
last A'-g.

Convair’s XFY-1, vertical takeoff fighter, achieved 
horizontal flight successfully Nov. 2 and flew again Nov. 4 
for a nationwide audience. 

The radically new fighter which takes off straight up 
and then flies horizontally w as developed by Convair for 
the U.S. Navy. 


Only a small group of Convair 
and Navy officiais were on hand 
Nov. 2 when J. F. (Skeets) Cole¬ 
man, Convair engineering test 
pilot, lifted the XFY-1 off the 
runways at Brown Naval Auxili- 
ary Air Station near San Diego 


for a 21-minute flight. 

The initial transition from ver¬ 
tical to horizontal flight meant 
the XFY-1 had become the first 
fully successful vertical takeoff 
fighter in history. 

Two days later the XFY-1 per- 
formed with equal success for 
the nation’s press, gathered from 
throughout the country to watch 
the airplane achieve the “impos¬ 
sible” and to record the event for 
newspaper, magazine, télévision 
and newsreel audiences. Beside

Third Sea-Dart 
Being Built 

Convair will “spare no effort 
to continue development of the 
Sea-Dart,” Gen. Joseph T. Mc- 
Narney, Convair president, as- 
sured the Navy Bureau of Aero- 
nautics last week. 

Extra crews hâve been assigned 
to expedite completion of another 
Sea-Dart and the new plane is 
expected to begin flight testing 
within two months. 

McNarney’s communication was 
in answer to a telegram from 
Rear Adm. Apollo Soucek, chief 
of BuAer, expressing “deepest 
sympathy for the loss of your 
fine pilot. Despite great loss we 
believe we should redouble effort 
to develop Sea-Dart to the great- 
est extent possible.” 

The original Sea-Dart, the 
XF2Y-1, first flew in April, 1953. 
Currently it is being used in ski 
development work. It was the 
second Sea-Dart, the YF2Y-1, 
that was lost Nov. 4.

J. G. Zevely, Convair director 
of contracts and sales, reported:

this plane and the Convair R3Y. 

The tragedy plunged Convair 
into mourning. B. F. Coggan, Con¬ 
vair San Diego manager, sus- 
pended ail plant operations for a 
period the following afternoon 
while employées paid a silent tri- 
bute to the lost airman. 

“A great man has left our 
side,” Coggan said as he read a 
prayer over the public address 
System. “May his life be an in¬ 
spiration to ail of us as we carry 
on the work he so greatly ad- 
vanced.” 

Richbourg was born in St. Aug¬ 
ustine, Fia. Oct. 30, 1923. He 
became a Navy cadet in 1943 and 
trained as a night fighter prior 
to serving as a ferry pilot fo" 
Naval Air Transport. In 1946 
after release to inactive duty as 
a lieutenant USNR, he attended 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech¬ 
nology, graduating in 1950 and 
receiving a master’s degree in 
aeronautical engineering the fol¬ 
lowing year. He joined Convair in 
July of 1951 and attended the 
Test Pilot Training School in Pa- 
tuxent River, Md. where he was 
the outstanding student of his 
class. 

As a Convair pilot, Richbourg 
saw some duty with the model 
340 flight program. Then he be¬ 
came intimately connected with 
the Sea-Dart program, making 
his first taxi runs with the No. 1 
ship in the summer of 1953 and 
ultimately flying the No. 2 on 
its maiden flight. 

Memorial services for Rich¬ 
bourg were held in the First 
Presbyterian Church Chapel in 
San Diego and burial was to be 
in St. Augustine, Fia. He is 
survived by his wife and two 
I children.

first ever sent to that country by 
Convair. It was made on the first 
export license issued by the State 
Department for commercial air- 
craft spares to West Germany. 

The entire voyage is expected 
to take approximately 20 days 
with the spares scheduled to ar¬ 
rive in Germany later this month 
aboard the North German Lloyd 
Line’s motorship M. S. Rheinstein.

Arrangements for shipping the 
large order were handled jointly 
by Supt.

Thomas jumped in the water, 
swam to the struggling children 
and pulled the | 
oldest to the 
dock. He handed 
her to a spec- 
tator who put 
her on dry land. 

Then Thomas 
headed for the 
other child. She 
had gone under 
twice, but 
Thomas man- 
aged to get her 
to shore and safety. 

The youngest child, about four, 
had fallen from the boat. Her 
six-year old sister jumped in to 
try to save her. 

The water at the spot was 20 
feet deep. Thomas had to swim 
20 to 30 yards to rescue each 
child. He grasped them at arm’s 
length and pulled them to safety. 
At the time, he was fully clothed. 

Since the accident, more than 
seven months hâve passed. But 
Thomas’ heroic act wasn’t for- 
gotten. 

Early this month he received 
a letter from M. H. Floto of the 
Carnegie Hero Fund Commission. 


It said in part: 

“I hâve much pleasure in in- 
forming you that in récognition 
of your heroism on that occasion 
(the rescue) the Commissioner 
awarded you a bronze medal and 
the sum of $500 to be paid as 
needed for a worthy purpose to 
be approved by the executive 
committee.” 

Fred Temple, safety engineer¬ 
ing supervisor at Convair, started 
the bail rolling for the Carnegie 
Award, highest civilian bravery 
award. He first informed the 
commission of Thomas’ deed. 

Thomas was surprised at the 
honor. 

“Naturally I feel proud and 
honored to receive such a high 
award. But, “he said,” I didn’t 
do anything that anyone else 
wouldn’t hâve done.”

Key Men Brave Barrage 
Of Questions on XFY-1 

One at a time, eight key men in the Navy’s XFY-1 
program at Convair San Diego took on 112 members of 
the nation’s aviation press early this month in question 
and answer sparring that sometimes developed some 
fancy footwork. 


On the spot at “meet the press” 
interviews that rivaled a presi- 
dential press conférence for size 
were: R. C. Sebold, Convair vice 
president-engineering; Capt. F. K. 
Slason, USN, Bureau of Aero- 
nautics représentative at Convair 
SD; B. F. Coggan, manager at 
Convair SD; Frank Fink, chief 
engineer at Convair SD; C. B. 
Carroll, Convair project engineer, 
XFY-1; J. F. (Skeets) Coleman, 
Convair engineering test pilot, 
XFY-1; Harry Helbig, Allison 
Division, General Motors Corpor¬ 
ation; and I. A. Coleman, Curtiss- 
Wright Corporation. The inter¬ 
views coincided with the Nov. 4 
XFY-1 flight. 

Press représentatives included 
26 newsmen from the East coast 
and 80 from the West coast 
representing principal papers in 
New York, Chicago, Washington, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, San 
Diego and other points, plus cam¬ 
eramen from ail five major news- 
reel companies, the two major 
télévision networks and local sta¬ 
tions. The aviation editors of the 
nation’s two largest wire services 
were on hand as well as aviation 
writers from every major maga¬ 
zine and publication across the 
country. 

Most of the questions brought 
forthright answers such as: 

Question: Were you flying at 
full power when you passed over 
the crowd? 

Coleman: No. I purposely flew 
slower to give the photographers 
a better chance. In fact, I 
“hammed” somewhat for their 
benefit. 

Question: Will regular pilots 
hâve trouble learning to fly this 
type of airplane? 

Coleman: I think not. Test pi¬ 
lots should be able to make the 
transition without trouble. Since 
the airplane has conventional Con¬ 
trols, any pilot should be able to 
make the change once we hâve 
ironed out the little things that 
count. 

Question: If you were flying 
this airplane in combat, how 
would you use it? 

Coleman :. Fd go in right over 
the trees and “clôbber” them. Any 
airplane flying at altitude has 
ail types of opposition. With an 
airplane of this type, you could 


handle low-level missions wonder- 
fully. 

But sometimes the questions 
bordered on sensitive (classified) 
ground and this called for diplo¬ 
matie dodging such as: 

Question : What’s the weight 
of the XFY-1 ? 

Coleman: Well, ah, I can’t tell 
you exactly but it’s similar to a 
regular Navy fighter plane. 

Question: About 15,000 pounds 
would you say? 

Coleman: About the weight of 
an average Navy fighter. 

Question: Has Convair sub- 
mitted proposais for building a 
jet airplane of this type without 
propellers ? 

Sebold: Let’s say that Convair 
has inveStigated every possible 
application of an airplane of this 
type. 

Many questions dealt with the 
future of such an airplane. 

Question: Could this principle 
be applied to commercial aviation 
in the near future? 

Fink: I can see no reason why 
it coulcln’t be applied, but I would 
hesitate to say in the near future 
since we hâve just begun to probe 
the application. 

Reporters were interested in 
the safety factors of the airplane. 
They asked: 

Question: Does the airplane 
hâve an éjection seat? 

Coleman: Yes. I could eject 
myself from the plane at 100 feet 
above the ground and still hâve 
time for a spécial parachute to 
open and break my fall. Fve seen 
the ’chute tested from 150 feet 
above the ground and it works. 

Question: Can the fin on the 
underside of the plane be jetti- 
soned? 

Carroll: Négative. 

Question: Could the plane be 
landed on the deck of a ship ? 

Coleman: Yes. I can go into 
the vertical position and then 
move to almost any spot I want 
to land. 

Fink summed up the mission of 
the VTO by saying: 

“The original idea was to build 
an airplane that would serve as 
a convoy escort from the deck 
of a ship. But I think you can 
see, as we do, that an airplane 
with the performance capabilities 
of this one could serve many other 
purposes.”

Navy, Marine and Air Force pi¬ 
lots were gathered at Brown field 
early Nov. 4 for the event. 

Promptly at 8:20 a.m. Cole¬ 
man strode to the plane which 
awaited him, its nose pointed 
straight up. He wor.e an ultra- 
modern flying suit and a gleani- 
ing white helmet, in sliarp con- 
trast to his footgear—a pair 
of aged tennis shoes. 

He climbed the 20-foot ladder 
to the cockpit and went through 
his pre-flight maneuvers. The 
twin-turbine jet engine started 
at 8:28 and two minutes later the 
powerful propellers lifted the 
XFY-1 off the ground. 

Coleman “waggled” the ship in 
midair a trifle, then headed up to 
an altitude of about 250 feet 
above the runways where he 
gradually lowered the nose and 
then shot away at level flight 
with a Navy chase plane in liot 
pursuit. 

Navy helicopters hovered at 
strategie points over the field as 
Coleman circled and passed over 
the crowd just 50 feet above the 
runways at a speed of about 250 
miles per hour to allow camera¬ 
men an opportunity to photograph 
the airplane in level flight. (The 
airplane is designed for speeds of 
over 500 m.p.h.). 

After another pass over the 
field, Coleman came in low, went 1 


into a steep climb and then came 
to a standstill in a vertical posi¬ 
tion above the runways. He 
moved back and forth at an alti¬ 
tude of 1,000 feet and then settled 
down gently to land less than 
five feet from where he had 
taken off. As the contra-rotating 
propellers whirled to a stop, the 
crowd broke into a spontaneous 
burst of applause and repeated 
the gesture as Coleman emerged 
from the cockpit to descend the 
ladder. 

After close-up shots were made 
of the plane, the pilot, Convair 
and Navy officiais, the crowd 
assemblée! in the “press room” 
for an extensive question and an- 
swer period with the leaders in 
the XFY-1 program. 

Although the démonstration 
and first flight were the only 
ones in which the XFY-1 has 
made the transition from verti¬ 
cal to horizontal flight, the delta- 
wing fighter has made more 
than 350 vertical flights in the 
past. Of this number over 70 
were made in the open air, while 
others were conducted within a 
spécial tethering rig erected at 
Moffett Naval Air Station near 
San Francisco. 

The XFY-1 is powered by an 
Allison T-40 turboprop engine 
driving a six-bladed contra-rotat¬ 
ing Curtiss-Wright turboelectric 
propeller. 


Successful Flight Recalls Dates 
In Development of VTO Piane 


Nov. 2 and Nov. 4 will go 
down as red letter dates in the 
history of the XFY-1 program, 
but several other dates hâve been 
noteworthy, too. 

March, 1951: Convair won de¬ 
sign compétition for an airplane 
that would take off straight up 
and land tail down under its own 
power. 

February, 1952: Fabrication be- 
gan on the “impossible” airplane 
under a $9,000,000 contract at 
Convair San Diego. 

March, 1954: First pictures 
were released showing the XFY-1 
in several poses, including one on 
a spécial gear which transported 
the airplane. 


March-April, 1954: The XFY-1 
was encased in canvas at San j 
Diego, loaded aboard a Navy i 
landing ship (dock) and shipped ! 
to Moffett Naval Air Station near 
San Francisco for tests. 

June, 1954: Reporters and pho- 
tographers at Moffett witnessed 
the XFY-1 taking off and landing 
within the confines of a spécial 
tethering rig which allowed it to 
“fly” within limits. 

August, 1954: The XFY-1 made 
its first free vertical takeoff at 
Moffett NAS. 

August, 1954: The VTO fighter 
was returned to San Diego and 
Brown Naval Auxiliary Air Sta¬ 
tion for further tests.

Snow Season Nears as 
Water Ski Days Wane 


First Time O ut With 
Bow and Arrows, SD 
Hunter Bags a Buck 

Convair SD hunters who unsuc- 
'•essfully tramped the mountains 
in quest of deer during the recent 
season might do well to lend an 
ear to Bob Lorch of Dept. 403. 

Lorch went out on opening day, 
saw 11 legal bucks, took a shot 
at four of them and dropped a 
forked horn which dressed out at 
100 pounds. 

The only catch was that he 
used a bow and arrow and hunted 
during the spécial season which 
preceded the regular season. Re- 
gardless, his was the only known 
kill by bow and arrow in San 
Diego County this year or last 
year. 

Lorch, who has hunted ail his 
life, bought his archery equip- 
ment in August and only prac- 
ticed six times at targets before 
taking to the field on the opening 
day of the season in September. 

His first three shots at running 
bucks missed and then he stalked 
and killed his buck from 63 yards 
away in a heavy wind! 

To top off the season, he hunt¬ 
ed in Utah with a rifle and 
brought home two other deer. 


The price per line was only 12 
cents and an entire evening of 
league bowling, including prize 
money, was only 75 cents when 
one of Convair SD’s most popular 
leagues first organized. 

Even then the Engineering 
League had a serious drawback— 
bowling time was 7 a.m. 

“It wasn’t bad because most of 
us were working from 8 p.m. until 
6:30 a.m.

However, some of the bowlers 
teamed to form a mixed league 
that kept the name going until 
the current league was reorgan- 
ized three years ago. 

Cliff Ekrem is probably the 
“granddaddy” of ail of the cur¬ 
rent league members, having 
started rolling as early as 1937 
in one of the first leagues formed 
at Convair SD. 

Ekrem can recall when most of 


the current league members first 
started including some six who 
were charter members when the 
loop formed in 1940 and a score 
of others who got into league 
play before 1945. 

“It’s funny how the averages 
of some of these guys fluctuate,” 
he said. “Fellows like Joe Rudis 
and Bill Ravenscroft hâve held a 
consistently high average through 
the years, while others hit a peak 
and then settle down to an aver¬ 
age of from 160 to 170 pins from 
then on.”

Most Important Bomber 
(B-36) Never Went to War 


The importance of the Air 
Force’s Convair-built B-36, the 
“most important bomber that 
never went to war,” is pointée! up 
by George Haddaway, publisher 
of Flight magazine, in a recent 
issue. 

Said Haddaway, in part: 

“The B-36 was conceived in the 
dark days of 1941 when it ap- 
peared England was doomed and 
we might be denied European 
bases for strategie air power. 
Seven years ago the first 36 was 
delivered to the Air Force. In 
1949 Convair flew a B-36 more 
than 10,000 miles nonstop, making 
a 10,000-pound bomb drop at the 
halfway point. Last July the 
USAF’s llth Bomb Wing flew 21 


Canadair Producîng 
New Sabre Model 

Manufacturer of more than 
1,200 Sabre jets in the past, Can¬ 
adair Ltd. of Montreal, sister con- 
cern to Convair, now is producing 
a new model, the Sabre VI, power- 
ed by the Canadian designed and 
built Orenda engine. 

Canadair predicted improved 
all-round performance with the 
more powerful power plant. First 
of the new ships now are being 
flight tested. 

When Canadiar first started 
production of the F-86A, this was 
the most advanced airplane ever 
built in Canada. Since then, Can¬ 
adair has built other improved 
versions. Customers hâve included 
the RCAF, the RAF and the 
USAF (which used them in the 
Korean war). 


B-36’s to North Africa. Not long 
ago a B-36 dropped two 42,000- 
pound dummy bombs, or a total 
of 84,000 pounds, for the heaviest 
load of bombs ever carried by one 
airplane. Missions above 40,000 
feet are routine for the behemoth 
of bombers. 

“We agréé wholeheartedly with 
the school of air power thinking 
that our USAF’s combat capabil- 
ity with such an airplane more 
than any other one factor has 
stayed the hand of the ruthless 
Soviets in their headlong rush for 
mastery of the world. At a recent 
briefing by Strategie Air Com- 
mand officers at Offutt Air Force 
Base in Omaha, Nebraska, we 
learned that Old Faithful is still 
the backbone of our global coun- 
ter offensive air strategy and the 
new and modified models hâve 
capabilities and improvements far 
beyond the capabilities of models 
in combat readiness two years 
ago. 

“The newer jet bombers are 
coming along—many of them now 
ready for combat. But even 
though the jets will eventually 
replace the B-36, now that the 
last one has been delivered, it 
will be a long time before it’s 
sent out to pasture. 

“Surely there’s a powerful 
germ of an idea in the lesson we 
must hâve learned from develop- 
ing the B-36, which put fear in 
the minds of the Commies to the 
point they haven’t wanted another 
world war up to now. That idea 
is if we continue to keep one 
jump ahead of them as we did 
with the B-36, maybe they’ll 
never launch that first devastat- 
ing blow.”

Convair Inaugurâtes 
Program of Awards 
For Graduate Study 

A new program of Convair awards to help a select 
number of college graduâtes study for higher degrees 
will go into effect during 1955. 

The awards will run up to as high as $1,000 per school 
year for each student approved. 

The plan known as “Convair 


Awards For Graduate Study,” 
is specifically for students who 
plan to enter industry, rather 
than those who hope to teach or 
do research. 

The program will extend 
throughout Convair, with San 
Diego, Pomona and Fort Worth 
plants making awards. Spécial 
considération will be given to 
sons and daughters of Convair 
families and to students living in 
the San Diego, Pomona and Fort 
Worth areas, but others will be 
considered also. 

Students chosen for awards 
will receive $100 per month for 
the school year. Limit of any 
one award is 10 months. How- 
ever, after completing one award 
a student may apply for another. 
Awards are designed to attract 
outstanding senior students about 
to graduate and to assist them 
in graduate work in aeronautical, 
electrical, mechanical, structural 


Designed to intercept aircraft 
at much longer ranges and high¬ 
er altitudes than conventional 
anti-aircraft weapons and under 
any conditions of visibility, the 
Terrier is the resuit of a develop¬ 
ment program begun in 1945.

Convair’s Daingerfield Division 
played an important rôle. 

The service model of Terrier 
was first fired at sea early in 
1953. Extensive firings hâve 
been conducted since then to 
explore its capabilities. In ad¬ 
dition to the Mississippi, the 
USS Norton Sound, a converted 
seaplane tender, has been used 
for testing at sea. 

Because of the high percentage 
of successful flights in the Ter¬ 
riens test program, almost ail 
launchings against target drone 
aircraft hâve been made with 
dummy missiles that do not carry

Six Perfect in 
Safety at SD 

Convair San Diego’s ever in- 
creasing safety consciousness 
was very much in evidence dur¬ 
ing October when no less than 
six groups turned in perfect 
safety records to tie for first 
place in the monthly safety con- 
test.

Hot Wire Hits 
Finger Ring

Device Perfected by FW Man f Improving Safety 


Fury in Feathers 

Pheasant Raising is a Problem 
In Keeping Peace, SD Man Finds 

When tempers flare at the Al Ebeling home near Lake- 
sicle, Calif., the feathers really fly. They are pheasant 
feathers. 

That is why Ebeling, a member of SD’s Dept. 603, is 
an advocate of peace and quiet. Anything to keep his 
ménagé of 300 pheasants from going on a rampage. 


A friend’s mangled hand con- 
vinced O. G. Scott that there 
ought to be a better way to use 
a drill press. 

That was some time ago in 
Convair Fort Worth’s tool room. 
A friend at the next bench had 
just torn his hand open. 

Spurred on by this incident, he 
invented a simple device which 
holds a vise for drilling at any 
spot on the drill table. It can 
be clamped so that the vise re¬ 
mains in precisely the same spot. 
Or it can be left free so that the

vise may be moved about at the 
will of the operator. 

“The trick to the whole thing,” 
explains Scott, “is that when you 
leave it free the vise remains 
absolutely still while you’re drill¬ 
ing and it won’t move a thous- 
andth of an inch until you your- 
self move it.” 

It also has other advantages: 
once the operator has located the 
point for drilling of a hole, the 
device enables the drill to locate 
that spot automatically. This as¬ 
sures holes at precisely the same 
spots in different pièces of 
material. 

With the device in use, the 
drill press operator’s hands are 
kept away from the drill and the 
piece of work, thus reducing the 
chance of injury. 

With the device perfected he 
turned in an employée sugges¬ 
tion. It won him an award of 
$275. That was in 1951. 

Convair tooling people were 
sufficiently impressed with the 
value of Scott’s device that they 
ordered 25 more from him.

Keep up Your 
Data on Tax 
Exemptions 

Convair employées everywhere 
were advised this week to make 
sure that their Withholding 
Exemption Certificates (form 
W-4) are up to date. 

Convair uses the certificates 
every payday to détermine how 
much tax to deduct. Therefore, 
it is important that any change 
of status be incorporated at once. 
If présent certificates are correct, 
they should be allowed to stand. 
However, if they are in error be- 
cause of a change of exemp¬ 
tions or for some other reason, 
new certificates should be obtain- 
ed from Convair and filled out. 

Exemptions usually change 
through marriage or divorce, 
when a dépendent dies or is born, 
or when a taxpayer begins or 
stops supporting a dépendent. 
Particular care should be taken 
not to claim more exemptions 
than the law allows, because of 
severe penalties. 

“Under the 1954 Revenue Act, 
you may count as a dépendent a 
child that is 18 years of âge or 
less at the end of the year even 
though the child may earn more 
than $600 during the year, pro- 
vided that you supply more than 
one-half of the child’s support,” 
D. S. Devlin, assistant Convair 
treasurer, explained. 

“If the dépendent child is also 
a full-time student at a school or 
college for more than five months 
of the year, the exemption will 
apply even though the child is 
over 18.”

Pomona Traveler on European 
Trip Traces Kin to Year 1222 

The architecture of Rome was both varied and beauti- 
ful . . . Venice, the city of canals, was fascinating . . . 
the Eiffel Tower and Buckingham Palace closely resembled 
their pictures . .. . money went farther in Austria . . .

But to Convair Pomona’s Al 
Sinzig (Dept. 51), who with his 
parents spent almost five months 
visiting nine countries in Europe 
last summer, the outstanding 
highlight of the entire trip was 
the view of the Statue of Liber¬ 
ty and the New York skyline 
on the return trip. 

“I didn’t kiss the ground when 
we landed in New York, but I 
can readily understand the 
émotions of the many people 
who do when they return,” Sin¬ 
zig said. “F or w h i 1 e w e 
thoroughly enjoyed practically 
every minute of the trip, ail 
three of us came home with the 
same thought foremost in our 
minds—that there is no place 
in the world like the United 
States in which to live.” 

The trip was one that Sinzig 
and his parents had planned for 
many years. Al was born in 
Cologne, Germany, in 1921, but 
his parents brought him to the 
United States in 1924. 

“Consequently, we spent a 
good portion of those five 
months looking up and visit¬ 
ing with long-lost relatives 
and family friends,” Sinzig 
related. “Also, we visited a 
small city bearing our family 
naine ‘Sinzig.’ There in the 
yard of a churcli over 800 
years old we found tomb- 
stones bearing our naine and 
dating ail the way back to 
1222. And in the town hall we 
were able to trace the gene- 
alogy of our family from about 
that time down to my father.” 

Many things most Americans 
consider as essentials are luxu- 
ries beyond the wildest dreams of 
any except the most wealthy 
Europeans, Sinzig said. Few 
people own automobiles, and hot 
water heaters are practically 
non-existent, he said. 

“I had difficulty everywhere 
in Europe convincing people 
★ ★ ★ 


that I was not wealthy, and 
that I am a machinist by 
trade,” he said. “They found 
it hard to believe that the 
average American family own- 
ed a car, had an electric re¬ 
frigerator and other electrical 
appliances, and probably was 
buying a home.” 

Sinzig, who worked at Convair 
Pomona for approximately a year 
before taking the trip, left New 
York May 21 on the Ryndam. 
The countries he visited included 
England, France, Belgium, Hol¬ 
land, Germany, Luxemburg, Swit- 
zerland, Austria and Italy. 

Both Sinzig and his parents 
speak fluent German, and be- 
tween the two languages they 
had no difficulty in communi- 
cating in any of the countries 
visited. On the continent they 
did some traveling by train, 
shared expenses for awhile with 
an American couple who had 
brought a car with them, and 
then rented a small European 
car. 

“With gasoline selling at about 
a dollar a gallon, the American 
car soon grew rather expensive. 
The European car, however, was 
far more economical,” he said. 
“And it proved to be the most 
practical means of transporta¬ 
tion. With it, we could go where 
we pleased, stop wherever we 
wanted to, and remain for as long 
as we liked.” 

Although his trip fringed sev- 
eral Iron Curtain countries, Sin¬ 
zig was unable to visit any of 
them because of passport restric¬ 
tions. However, he noted that 
people ail through Europe ap- 
peared to live in constant fear 
that they would be invaded at 
any time. 

Despite the many attractions, 
Sinzig and his parents returned 
home a month ahead of their 
original schedule. They got 
homesick.

Quirino, who was born in the 
Philippines, went back to visit 
his mother for the first time in 
16 years. 

“If anyone wonders what hap¬ 
pened to the hundreds of thous- 
ands of jeeps built during the 
last war,” he commented, “I can 
tell them. They’re in Manila.” 

They speed down the streets by 
the thousands. They’ve even been 
converted for use as junior-type 
buses. 

Quirino made the trip to Ma¬ 
nila—about 10,000 miles—by air. 
It took him 27 hours. 

“The last time—by boat—it 
took three weeks,” he recalled. 


“And the airplane lias other 
advantages than speed. We were 
heading toward a typhoon, so we 
just changed our course and went 
around it. A ship couldn’t hâve 
done that. 

“Besides, there’s no way on 
earth to stop the pitch and roll 
of a ship on the sea. But the 
airliner just pulled us out into 
the clear. With a pressurized 
cabin, we were as comfortable as 
sitting in the shade on a nice 
spring day.” 

For a person who has lived at 
Fort Worth since he joined Con¬ 
vair in 1943, there was another 
unusual sight in Manila: rain. 
Tons of it.

Plans Taking Shape 
For New Models of 
Commercial Planes 


Plans for a turboprop commercial transport are de- 
veloping at Convair San Diego but will not interfère with 
continued manufacture of the model 340, Convair an- 
nounced last week. 


In fact, an improved model 
340, incorporating many new fea- 
tures developed during a year and 
a half of intensive engineering 
research, is being offered to cus- 
tomers, J. G. Zevely, Convair di- 
rector of contracts and sales, re- 
vealed. 

Also, military production of 
the model 340 versions continues 
at an accelerated rate and de- 
liveries are scheduled well into 
1956. 

Regarding turboprop possibili- 
ties, company announcements 
were guarded and included référ¬ 
encés to the Convair-Liner’s un- 
paralleled record of safety, de- 
pendability and economy of opera¬ 
tion. 

“The company will not com¬ 
promise on those standards in 
its follow-on transport,” a 
spokesman commented. “Con¬ 
vair pioneered the application 
of turboprop engines to aircraft 
as far back as 1945, has held 
leadership ever since, and in- 
tends to maintain that leader¬ 
ship.” 

There was an inference that 


turboprop development in the 
commercial field would dépend in 
large part on the availability of 
quality engines. 

It has been clear for a long 
time that Convair considers turbo¬ 
prop powered transports as a 
logical and inévitable develop¬ 
ment in the short and medium 
range field. 

In fact, the model 340 was de¬ 
signed with a definite eye on the 
possibilities of conversion, if de- 
sired. 

However, it is also clear that 
Convair has advanced with care 
and with the intention of profit- 
ing to the fullest by expérience. 
Convair’s turboprop career has 
been longer than that of any 
other manufacturer, beginning 
with the XP-81 back in 1945. It 
includes the Allison Turboliner (a 
model 240 with turboprop power 
which flew first in 1950), the 
turboprop powered R3Y Trade- 
winds, and most recently the YC- 
131Cs (model 340s converted to 
turboprop). The latter are cur- 
rently undergoing flight test by 
the Air Force.

Model 340 is Converted 
For British Turboprops 

Another step in expérimentation with turboprop power 
applied to the Convair-Liner model is being taken this 
month in England. 

The airplane involved is a production ship purchased 
by D. Napier & Son, Limited, from Convair and destined 
for installation of Napier Eland turboprop engines.

Engineer s Tell 
Of Turbo Tests 

Tremendous new potentials are 
foreseen for turboprop airplanes 
as the resuit of recent test 
flights, according to a paper pre- 
sented at the annual meeting in 
New York City of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers 
by two Convair engineers. 

The test flights were conducted 
with two converted standard Con- 
vair-Liners, each equipped with 
two Allison YT-56-A-3 turboprop 
engines. 

B. J. Simons, Convair project 
engineer at SD, présented part 
one of the paper, which outlines 
the basic contract made between 
the US AF and Convair to conduct 
the tests, and which describes de¬ 
tails of the Allison engines and 
other power equipment of the test 
planes. 

Part two of the paper, covering 
the modification work which was 
necessary on the standard model 
340 airliners and containing a 
summary of the flight testing, 
was read by P. J. Lynch, Convair 
project engineer at FW. 

Although it is difficult to com¬ 
pare performance, Simons said, 
the YC-131C, would be about 75 
miles per hour faster than the 
standard liner with reciprocating 
engines, assuming ail essential 
conditions being equal or com¬ 
parable. 

“By adding more fuel in the 
wing and with wing-tip tanks,” 
he said, “the all-out range can be 
increased to 3,000 nautical miles. 
Even with a 24,000-pound pay- 
load, a cargo version would hâve 
a range of 1,700 nautical miles.” 

Lynch, in the second part of 
the paper, pointed out tliat the 
modifications on the standard 
model 340 airliner to accommo- 
date the turboprop engines result- 
ed in a net saving of 2,015 pounds 
empty weight. 

The modifications in the stand¬ 
ard airliner, both speakers said, 
were kept to the absolute neces¬ 
sary minimum to insure quick 
conversion at lowest cost. 

Each engine drives a ISV 2 - 
foot-diameter, three-blade, full- 
feathering, réversible pitch Aero 
Products propeller. 

Because an inoperative turbo¬ 
prop engine in flight exerts a far 
greater drag than a reciprocating 
engine, spécial attention in design 
and test has been given to the 
automatic feathering System of 
the propellers. 

The two YT-56 turboprop en¬ 
gines of the YC-131C liner has 
separate fuel Systems, which are 
interconnected by means of a 
cross-feed System that provides 
for operation of either or both 
engines from either fuel tank. 

In concluding the two-part 
paper, Lynch said: “We at Con¬ 
vair are enthusiastic about the 
potentialities of the turboprop 
power plant. We like its light 
weight, simplicity of installation, 
and ease of operation. We ob- 
served a trend during our rela- 
tively short flight program to- 
ward a drastic réduction in en¬ 
gine maintenance. 

“In short, we believ.e the turbo¬ 
prop power plant has a definite 
place in the commercial and mili- 
tary transport field.” 


The airplane, piloted by A. P. 
(Speed) Wilson of SD with J. W. 
Knebel as co-pilot, was flown to 
England last month. It was a 
routine delivery flight until the 
very end when the water-soaked 
field of the Luton, England, air- 
port—the plane’s destination— 
called for a careful landing.

non (Ireland) of the weather and 
that the grass field was soggy,” 
Wilson reported at San Diego 
last week before he took off 
again for abroad, this time pilot- 
ing a delivery flight for Luft¬ 
hansa. 

“We flew 0 ver Luton but de- 
cided to make our first landing 
nearby at an R.A.F. base where 
there were concrète runways.” 

Wilson, with Napier’s chief test 
pilot, Mick Randrup, then flew to 
Luton in a light plane and inves- 
tigated the condition of the turf. 

“It was a little unusual not to 
hâve concrète runways,” Wilson 
continued. “I’d landed Convairs 
on dirt lots of times in Arabia— 
but it was dry dirt. And with 
other planes we came into some 
sloppy fields in the South Pacific 
during the war . . . but that was 
wartime.” 

However, despite heavy rainfall 
and some standing water, Wilson 
decided to try. He brought the 
Convair down with no strain, but 
the Luton press reported that 
Wilson kept moving at a good 
clip until he reached the tarmack 
apron by the Napier hangar. It 
would hâve been humiliating to be 
stuck somewhere on the sopping 
field! 

The Luton press reported Wil¬ 
son as stating afterwards: “I 
wouldn’t like to do that regu- 
larly.” 

A Napier spokesman was 
quoted as confident of the out- 
come of wedding an American 
airframe to British turboprop 
power. 

“We think it will be a dollar 
earner,” he was quoted. 

The plane will be used for 
démonstrations throughout Eu¬ 
rope and North America to air- 
line operators. 


Atomic Marshall Plan' 


Sugsested by Hopkins 
To Boost Free World 


A 100-year “Marshall plan” for the development of 
nuclear energy throughout the free worlcl was proposed 
this month by John Jay Hopkins, chairman and president 
of General Dynamics Corporation. 


One of the key speakers at the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers 59th annual Congress of 
American Industry at the Wal- 
dorf Astoria, Hopkins addressed 
several hundred leaders from the 
fields of industry, finance and 
government. 

He said that his long range 
program “for the financing, con¬ 
struction and implantation of 
atomic reactors in the power- 
short, food-short, water-short, 
life-short areas of the world by 
the American government and by 
American private enterprise 
working with other governments 
and their own private enterprise 
groups will wipe out the enor- 
mous économie disparity between 
the hâve and have-not nations.” 

Hopkins predicted that “if we 
are not fluid enough to pour our- 
selves into the changing shape of 
économie things to corne, we are 
through, done for, dead. And 
dead and done for industrially 
means dead and gone militarily.” 

(General Dynamics Electric 
Boat Division is builder of the 
first two atomic-powered sub- 
marines, the Nautilus and the 
Sea Wolf; and Convair Divi¬ 
sion is engaged in research and 
development work leading to 
the application of atomic power 
to airplanes.) 

“Russia,” he said, “has been 
reported ahead of us in the indus¬ 
trial applications of atomic 
energy. I hope such reports prove 
inaccurate, but their very appear- 
ance should jolt us from our 
lethargy.” 

Hopkins outlined four basic 
steps which he said would hâve 
to be taken to implant industrial 
atomic reactors in “have-not” na¬ 
tions by the American govern¬ 
ment and private enterprise in 
this country. 

One—development of a re¬ 
search reactor to begin raising 
the industrial technical level so 
that in five to 15 years the econ- 
omy of the countries involved 
would support a large stationary 
power reactor. 

Two—development of a port¬ 
able reactor for use in location 
where there is now insufficient 
technical skill or industrial de- 


Dynamics Director 
Joins in Atom Talk 

Morehead Patterson, a mem- 
ber of the Board of Directors 
of General Dynamics Corpora¬ 
tion, recently was chosen by 
President Eisenhower to repre- 
sent the U.S. in talks with na¬ 
tions of the Free World on ex¬ 
change of information and fis- 
sionable materials. 

Patterson, chairman and 
president of the American 
Machine and Foundry Co., is 
serving with the rank of am- 
bassador. Press reports stated 
he has full authority to negoti- 
ate bilaterial agreements. 


velopment to support an indigen- 
ous atomic power program. 

Three — development of the 
large stationary reactor, perhaps 
similar to but much larger than 
the 60,000 kw pressurized water 
reactor now being developed by 
Westinghouse for the Duquesne 
Light Company. 

Four—development of a large- 
scale breeder reactor which will 
produce power and radio isotopes 
and breed its own replacement 
fuel as well as fuel for other re¬ 
actors. 

Hopkins said that financing of 
such a program should “seek the 
participation of government funds 
—free of the unfortunate give- 
away label so répugnant to the 
giver and receiver alike. The divi- 
dends, I believe, will more than 
repay the investment—dividends 
in new markets, dividends in bet- 
ter, and hence more productive, 
human relations.” 

Social Security Law 
Déductions to Rise 

Convair employées will find 
their fédéral social security bene- 
fits increased under tenus of the 
1954 Social Security Law starting 
in January, 1955, but contribu¬ 
tions and those made for them by 
Convair will also increase. 

The law states that the first 
$4,200 of an employee’s earnings 
in 1955 will be subject to Social 
Security tax instead of the $3,600 
subject to tax in 1954. Convair 
also will be contributing a larger 
amount toward benefits for each 
employée. 

Additional information about 
Social Security benefits is avail- 
able through local Social Security 
offices.

It looks as though Jack Mor¬ 
row is going to keep plugging 
away at his favorite hobby—song 
plugging. 

Last year Morrow, GFP assist¬ 
ant supervisor at Convair Fort 
Worth, decided that after 15 
years of song writing he was 
going to quit. That is, unless he 
had a hit during 1954. 

But he did hâve a hit. “Océans 
of Tears” has been in the top 10 
western songs in the Fort Worth, 
Houston and Birmingham areas 
for the past few months. 

The whole thing came as a 
complété surprise to Morrow, 
even though he figures he’s got 
his success formula pretty well 
down pat. 

“Of course, having a formula, 
and having a hit are two differ¬ 
ent things,” said Morrow. “But 
it worked on ‘Océans of Tears.’ ” 

First Morrow develops his mel- 
ody and words until they begin 
to take shape. Then he tries them 
out on his young daughters Linda 
and Janie. 

“If they pick them up easily,” 
said Morrow, “I figure Fve got 
something with possibilités.” 

From there Morrow develops 
the theme and words to a more 
or less final stage. He writes it 
down and works to perfect both 
tune and words. When this is 
done, the hard part cornes. Sell- 
ing it. 

“The best way Fve found is 
certainly not the easiest,” he said. 

“Ail you hâve to do is get 
some well-known artist to record 
it. Then ail you hâve to do is 
wait until it’s a hit. 


“And Fm sure many men hâve 
turned old waiting for both,” he 
joked. 

That’s why Morrow asked 
Sonny James to record his 
“Océans of Tears.” James did 
and promptly became one of the 
top western vocalists in this area. 
He recorded the song for Capitol. 

George Morgan and the Anita 
Kerr singers waxed it for Colum¬ 
bia with a very pleasing arrange¬ 
ment. 

“I think it’s easier to break 
into the Western field than strict- 
ly popular,” said Morrow. “You 
never know what’s going to be a 
hit these days in the popular 
field.” 

“Océans of Tears” isn’t Mor- 
row’s first song to achieve récog¬ 
nition. While a student at Tulsa 
Central High, he wrote school 
songs that are still in use. 

When he was in the army he 
wrote a march that was used on 
the Army Hour for several pro- 
grams. He also wrote one called 
“The B-36 March” which was pre¬ 
sented to Carswell AFB. 


Sea-Dart an Answer

James H. Smith, assistant 
secretary of the Navy for Air, 
last week was quoted in the 
press as saying that the Con¬ 
vair Sea-Dart is “one of the 
Navy’s answers to the runway 
problems of the future.”

An entirely new concept in beaching* and launching 
seaplanes has been developed at Convair San Diego for 
handling R3Y “Tradewind” transports. 

Revealed publicly for the first time last month during 
a press démonstration of Navy products was the unique 
mobile beaching cradle which makes the 80-ton turboprop 
transport handle like an amphibian. 

With the cradle the R3Y can 


climb in and out of the water 
under its own power. When ready 
for taxi test or flight the R3Y 
floats free and leaves the cradle 
behind.

always been hampered by their 
need for elaborate equipment 
and shore-based personnel for 
beaching and docking,” said 
J. B. Torrance, R3Y project 
engineer. 

“Convair started studies almosv. 
10 years ago, seeking ways to re¬ 
duce personnel and equipment to 
a minimum, thereby making the 
beaching gear as mobile as the 
modem seaplane,” he added. 

“This self-powered cradle is 
part of a far reaching program 
being developed along those 
lines under Navy re3earch con- 
tracts.” 

As early as 1951 the idea of a 
self-powered cradle was being in- 
vestigated. Developed first as a 
one-tenth scale model, the cradle 
was given extmsive tests in Con- 
vair’s Hydrodynamic Laboratory 
and on San Diego Bay. 

Leaders in this development 
program were such men as J. H. 
Famme, then R3Y project engi¬ 
neer and now assistant SD chief 
engineer, and other engineers 
such as Basil Isham, Ray Farns- 
worth, D’c.k Cross, Bill Barkley, 
Paul Brady and Verne Mathews 
and other s. 

When spécifications were final- 
ly decided upon, the actual work 
of building the cradle was sub- 
contracted. This first cradle was 
improved greatly through the ef¬ 
forts of such mm as Don Ger- 
meraad, Convair’s chief test pilot 
on Navy prcducts; Art Kellogg 
and R. G. Sharp of the R3Y proj¬ 
ect office; C. C. Scott and others 
from field operations including 
G. W. Mathews (Dept. 300), the 
current “driver” of the cradle. 

The présent self-powered cradle 
is constructed of aluminum and 
weighs 25,000 pounds. It can be 
disassembled and shipped aboard 
the R3Y (representing about half 
its payload) or aboard any large 
seaplane. 

Power to maneuver the gear 
while in the water is supplied by 
four 25 horsepower outboard 
motors. 

Two long box-like pontoons are 
supported by four sets of dual 
rubber tires. On land the R3Y 
rides aboard like a giant swan on 
a toy wagon, supplying the neces- 
sary power for movement with 
its propellers. Attendants “drive” 
the cradle by turning the rear 
wheels by pneumatic power. 
Power brakes also make it pos¬ 
sible to stop the unit or to hold 
it stationary while engine runs 
are accomplished. 

Reverse power on the propel¬ 
lers enables the R3Y to safely 
lower itself down the ramp in 
cline and into the water. It ca; 
climb out of the water just as 
easily with forward thrust. 

Once in the water, a compress- 
ed air System causes the pontoons 
to submerge slightly, enough so 
the R3Y can float clear of 16 sup- 
porting hull pads which are hung 
transversely between the pon¬ 
toons. Once the seaplane has left 
the cradle, four outboard motors 
drive the beaching gear to the 
dock where it waits until the 
plane returns. Then the proce¬ 
dure is reversed. 

Ether of these operations 
can be accomplished in less 
than 10 minutes. 

“The old method required as 
much as an hour to beach a sea¬ 
plane. It called for a number of 
powered winches or tractors, hun- 
dreds of yards of heavy hawsers, 
anchored buoys, several boats and 
from 15 to 18 men on shore,” 
Torrance said. “At best the 
operation was extremely hazard- 
ous for men and equipment. 

“With this cradle the R3Y can 
be launched or beached by four 
men.”

As for 1955 and the future, the 
picture was not as easy to pin 
down as in other years, even in 
generalities. 

“There are a great many 
things in the ‘crystal bail’ but 
positive prédictions are very dif- 
ficult at this time, ,, J. V. Naish, 
Convair executive vice president, 
said. 

“Aside from the basic contracts 
that we ail know about, there are 
a number of projects that hâve 
tremendous potential. There are 
the usual obstacles to be over- 
come, of course, but we look for- 
ward to the future with great 
confidence. Just a few days be¬ 
fore Christmas we had some very 
good news indeed. 

“One thing I can say, how- 
ever, is that I am certain 1955 
will be a year of great decisions 
for Convair and one of challenge 
and opportunity for ail of us.”

A Storm Means Action 


Télévision' Screen Used 


A phone call in the early hours of the morning usually 
means trouble to five Convair Pomona people. But not 
necessarily trouble of their own. 

They are ail members of the Civil Air Patrol, and a 
phone call in the night—“It invariably cornes at 3 a.m.,” 
said one member—frequently means that an airplane is 
missing, has presumably crashed, and the Air Force is 
calling on the CAP to render assistance in the search. 

“As soon as possible we estab- ' 


lish a base of operations, com- 
plete with communications equip- 
ment, in the probable area of the 
crash,” said Capt. Hal Wagner 
(Dept. 3), commander of Old 
Baldy Squadron 89. “Then we 
fly sorties over the area until we 
discover the plane. Once a search 
plane discovers wreckage, it re¬ 
mains over the scene until re- 
lieved to direct the ground search 
parties.” 

Wagner at présent is the only 
Convair employée who is a mem¬ 
ber of Old Baldy Squadron, but 
four Convair men and women and 
the son of another belong to Po¬ 
mona Squadron 59. They are: 
M/Sgt. Robert C. Lee (Dept. 72), 
commandant of cadets; M/Sgt. 
Walter F. Crutchfield (Dept. 72), 
communications officer; Pvt. Ray 
Heumann (Dept. 6), operations 
and training officer; Barbara 
Fergus (Dept. 6) ; and Cadet 
Gary Chapman, son of D. E. 
Chapman (Dept. 72). 

“We are usually called out at 
least once for every storm, and 
in the last year of operations the 
CAP in this area has failed to 
find only one lost plane—and it is 
still lost,” Wagner continued. 

Members of the CAP serve 
without pay, purchase their own 
uniforms, and some of them use 
their own airplanes. They give 
up one or two evenings a week 
to attend meetings, and some of 
them sacrifice pay to join in the 
searches. But they ail do it vol- 
untarily and willingly. 

Not ail CAP members are 
pilots, and those who hâve pilots 
licenses must meet certain quali¬ 
fications before they are rated as 
search pilots. The CAP also con- 
ducts ground search and rescue 
parties, maintains radio communi¬ 
cations, and performs other duties 
as needed and directed by the 
Air Force. 

Cadet training is an important 
function of the CAP. Young men 
and women between 15 and 18 
years of âge are given aviation 
and communications training 
which would be helpful should 
they eventually choose careers in 
the Air Force. 

“We also work in close co¬ 
opération with the local Civil Dé¬ 
fense authorities,” Wagner said. 
“The CAP has been called upon 
to evacuate patients from iso- 
lated places, to fly doctors to re- 
mote areas, and we receive 
training in radiological control.” 

Both squadrons can use addi- 
tional members, especially men 
with skiing or mountaineering 
expérience. Pilots are always wel- 
comed, and women who hâve in¬ 
terest in any phase of aviation or 
communications are also needed. 
There are always vacancies for 
cadets. Pomona Squadron 59 
meets at 7:30 p.m. Mondays for 
cadets and at 7:30 p.m. Tuesdays 


for senior members, with both 
meetings at 597 South Thomas 
Street, Pomona. Cadets and senior 
members of Old Baldy Squadron 
89 both meet at 8 p.m. Tuesdays 
at the Cable Claremont Airport, 
between Claremont and Upland 
on Highway 66. 

Although the CAP is mostly 
self-supporting—the Air Force 
will loan equipment but supplies 
gas and . oil only for search 
missions — the members aren’t 
complaining. Wagner puts it this 
way: 

“I like flying, and when Pm 
out helping with a search for a 
lost plane, it’s comforting to 
think that if I were lost, someone 
would be out searching for me.”

There’s not much variety on the “télévision” screen 
Bill Bierwirth watches day in and out. Ail he sees on the 
“color set” are green lines and orange tracers. 

But he’s not worried about “trouble on the cable” or a 
bad picture tube. 


He knows these lines will make 
modem supersonic aircraft better 
and safer to fly. 

Actually the TV screens are 
better known as a B-scan unit 
and Immerscope. Convair Fort 
WortlTs process control group is 
doing the test work with these 
two units. 

The whole idea is this: employ¬ 
ées can inspect the outside of 
parts and materials, but without 
tricky devices there’s no way to 
see inside. 

So Convair FW uses two mod¬ 
em methods — X-ray and the 
ultrasonic inspection System. 

With the X-ray, Bierwirth sets 
up his machine, puts the part 
(properly labeled) on the table 
and “shoots” it. Then, by study- 
ing the film, a trained person can 
spot any internai flaws in the 
part.

The Immerscope and B-scan 
unit are a bit more complicated. 
The part, or piece of material is 
placed in a tank and covered with 
water. 

Then the ultrasonic probe 
moves back and forth across the 
part. It not only looks on the 
outside—it looks right through 
to the inside. This “look” shows 
up on the TV screen of the B-scan 
unit. 

As Bierwirth watches the 
screen he sees the tiny green 
lines trace across the part. They 
register the depth of the part— 
and any flaw in the composition. 

By studying the different sig¬ 
nais, a trained person can tell 
exactly what’s wrong. It may be 
porous, it may hâve flakes or 
bursts. But no matter what the 
flaw—any is dangerous. 

Flaws are something that can’t 
be tolerated — no matter how 
small they might be—in super¬ 
sonic aircraft. That’s why Con¬ 
vair has gone in for this techni- 
cal inspection method. 

The saine method will be em- 
ployed on a much larger scale 
when B-52 qnd B-58 production is 
in full swing at Fort Worth. 

Until that time, trained per¬ 
sonnel like Bierwirth will continue 
to perfect their “TV” watching.

A new airplane seat makes it 
safer for a pilot as he’s shot into 
the air with gunpowder. 

Called “Convair SACseat,” the 
new ejection-type aircraft chair 
sets new standards for safety and 
comfort. 

It is approved for use in the 
new Convair B-58 supersonic 
bomber being built at Fort 
Worth. 

In emergency, the pilot grabs 
handgrips built into the chair. 
This sets off a charge of gun¬ 
powder. The charge starts ma- 
chinery which removes the 


canopy over the pilot’s head. 

Not until then can the pilot 
pull a trigger to set off the 
second charge of gunpowder. 
This hurtles him upward into 
the sky—fast enough and high 
enough to make certain that he 
clears the airplane.

broken for a 300-foot section of 
a hydrodynamics model testing 
basin. Plans were also completed 
in 1954 for other engineering 
laboratories at the ramp. These 
include a fuel and oil Systems 
laboratory, an acoustics environ- 
mental laboratory and a high 
température structural and pro¬ 
pulsion laboratory. 

Coggan said electronics re- 
search and production activities 
increased considerably in 1954 
over the preceding year. Most of 
the work was concentrated in the 
fields of airbome mapping radar, 
radar homing, and long - range 
tracking and guidance Systems. 

Total employment dropped ap- 
proximately five per cent during 
the year, with a total of around

Personal interviews with a 
panel of judges selected from out- 
side Convair. 

“We feel that this method of 
sélection will give each contest¬ 
ant an opportunity to demon- 
strate various personal traits of 
leadership better than depending 
on a single prepared essay, 
Zook said.

Winners will select their col¬ 
lege and the Management Club 
will forward $250 prior to the 
start of each school year as long 
as he or she attends college or 
until the full award is exhausted.

21.600 on the local payroll on

1954 payroll amounted to about 
$108,551,000. Expenditures for 
local services and products were 
approximately $20,000,000. 

Total engineering personnel 
increased about 25 percent, from 
2,444 to 3,161 during the year. 

In the engineering field, Cog¬ 
gan said Convair has taken the 
lead in development of delta- 
wing aircraft. Highly successful 
progress has been made with the 
Air Force F-102 supersonic all- 
weather interceptor, the Navy 
XF2Y-1 Sea-Dart, and the XFY-1 
vertical takeoff plane, ail of 
which feature delta-wing designs. 
Research in connection with ad- 
vanced type aircraft incorporat- 
ing delta-wing configurations is 
being accelerated by Convair’s 
engineering department. 

Coggan said the possibility of 
high production of aircraft based 
on the delta-wing design ap- 
pears to be extremely good.

In most respects 1954 was an 
outstanding year at Convair Po¬ 
mona, Division Manager Charles 
F. Horne reported. 

“Though we were at times hard 
pressed, we managed to meet our 
schedule every month, without 
exception,” Horne said. “This is 
especially noteworthy in view of 
the fact that these were original 
schedules, and not révisions. 

“As predicted last year, 
employment gradually increased 
throughout the year, reaching an 
all-time high near the close of 
1954,” Horne continued. “This 
trend is expected to continue, but 
the buildup will be extremely 
graduai — probably unnoticeable 
to the average employée. 

“However, perhaps the most 
significant achievement in 1954 
was the first full year of opera¬ 
tion under the ‘fixed price’ major 
production contract.

While the 
initial volume of this work has 
been small, it cornes from several 
sources and is primarily en¬ 
gineering work.

XF-92A Chosen For

“This will be the first time 
I see the parade—if I see it,” 
he said. 

Although looking much the 
same as it did wlien it was the 
first delta-wing airplane to fly, 
the XF-92A is a lot different 
inside. There is no power plant, 
of course, and the wings bave 
been altered to suit its rôle as 
a traveling exhibit. 

If necessary to meet a tight 
roadway fit the wings can be 
rnoved upward, something like 
those on Navy carrier planes. 
Responsible for installing this 
device were A. B. McFarland, 
manager of experimental fac- 
tory at SD, M. B. Bodger, B. 
C. Johannesmeyer and E. R. 
Harmon of experimental. 

As an exhibit, the XF-92A 
has covered about 10,000 miles 
on the ground, probably far 
more than any other airplane, 
and more than it ever covered 
in the air!
